inent are; the large and increasing’ number of- patients pre- 
cluding the. possibility. of.that proper -classification -and аг- .. 
rangement so indispensable; Ше impurity. of the atmosphere 
ч those cells in the basement which. we are obliged to use аз. 
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rem of temporary confinement for the intractable and un. 
governable; the benefit which may reasonably be expected to 
résult from the culture of a farm to the many who will thus 
be oeeupied, and from which. the institution will be supplied 
‘with all vegetables, provender &c. required for its own соп- 
sumption ; the insufficiency of water for “culinary and other 
domestic purposes” of the. establishment; finally, the entire re- 
organization of the interior -arrangement. Тһе absence of 
everything like recreation must ever be.an enormous deficit in 
any institution. . Where. there are “no exercise grounds, no 
gardens, no fields," no conveyance for the sick.and feeble 
when deemed important in remedial treatment, no musical in- 
struments, no games, in a word, no amusements at all, the 
mind without any of those soothing. pastimes and diversions 
that would tend to dispel its. cares imaginary or real, sinks 
under е burden of incessant and harassing thought. Those 
of our patients blessed with a воина body, derive pleasure as 
well às benefit from manual labor, but this occupying but a 
small portion of their time, since only at certain seasons can 
these indulgenees be granted, does not relieve the monotony 
` of life: as it exists in an asylum in default of all re-creative're- 
sources, and: it is obvious to the most superficial observer, 
from the'eagerness with which they cateh atevery thing prom- 
ising amusement, the readiness and cheerfulness with which 
they perform any ‘work assigned them, that they are never so 
truly contented as when actively employed. Й 
Тһе: undersigned would especially call attention to the in- 
ternal management of the eastern asylums. In these the wo- 
men hold fairs, and are thus engaged in devising handsome 
and ornamental articles for sale, which devices often display 
much taste and ingenuity. Both wings being provided with 
suitable libraries, they find amusement in reading and writ- 
ing. The extent of their buildings affords ample space to the 
men for the -exercises of ball and nine-pins, to the women for 
those of battle door and the graces. The interval between 
supper and bed time, especially in the winter, the men employ 
in games of cards, back-gammon, chess and draughts, while 
the women play on the piano, sing, dance, form tableaux фе. 
One night of the week is set apart upon which the matron ев- 
tertains all the women who pledge themselves to act with pro- 
priety, and these social parties are often productive of much 
good. During the day schools are held, conducted by such 
corvaleseents as are capacitated, and among the number they 
often find those whose former occupation was teaching. ln 
addition to agrarian pursuit,. mechanical’. employments аге 
carried оп, many of the patients manifesting a desire to en- 
gage in such’ work, have been intrusted with the most: danger- 
ous tools, without one accident resulting therefrom. For the

. In this connexion the undersigned would refer уол to the last 
report of the late Superintendent, wherein is recommended the 
appointment of a Chaplain to the institution, Such moral, influ- | 
ences have been considered indispensably requisite in the discip- 
line of other hospitals. -The above mentioned Physician in his first 
annual report says, “In our opiuion we could not dispense with 
religious exercises on the Sabbath without great detriment, to our 
household. The day is looked forward to with pleasing anticipa- 
tions by most of our patients. They are dressed for the occasion; 
the women wear their bonnets, and thus the appearance of the 
congregation is not different from other religious assemblies.. Not 
unfrequently strangers have been: present, and they will bear testi- 
mony to the good order and attention of the congregation. -The 
choir of singers is composed wholly of members of our household. 
About one half are patients. : They assemble Sunday evenings for 
practice, and in justice to them it should be said, that without any 
instruction from others they have perfected themselves to a degree 
that will favorably compare -with the choirs of most churches.” 
The beauty of this system. will be acknowledged by all. Its effect 
is most salutary, and highly conducive.to healthy mental reaction, 
by degrees bringing the mind back to a just appreciation of such - 
holy andsacred communion. There cannot be á lovelier prospect . 
than that of this unfortunate class of human beings uniting with 
all the propriety and decorum of well regulated minds in religious 
exercisés. ` But since. other and important parochial duties demand 
the entire attention of those divimes stationed іп our midst; the 
undersigned would suggest the appointment of some one whose 
ministration would be regular. ` . .

The above table will show the comparative cost of the present 
State Asylum with similar institutions, and an estimate of the 
. number of patients accommodated. In view of this number and 
cost, the ratio will be found in our favor. But can it be expected 
to build an asylum for at least two hundred persons, with all the 
improvements of other hospitals, with an appropriation only of 
forty thousand dollars, when some of them not accommodating 


this number, have cost five times this-sum? It has been азсег- 


tained from the most reliable’source that a building could be con- 
structed after the plan mentioned, at a cost not exceeding $120,000. 
The undersigned would refer you to the architect for a more com- 
prehensive survey of this subject, and feels warranted in saying, 
that such a one, as a perfect whole, would be the model asylum 
of the Western World. Symmetrical in all its parts, handsomely 
improved with all ће beauties of cultivation and art, it would bea 
pride to the community, an ornament to the State, a monument of 
the liberal and beneficent spirit of its people. But its successful, 
conduct will depend in a great measure uponthe means placed - 1 
the command of the Superintendent. The mind із to be ж-А- 
drawn from its melancholy and morbid dreams in the amusem піз 
afforded it, in the activity and diligence of labor.. The Phys cian 
of the Eastern Asylum of Virginia says,Bodily employment, :ead- 
ing and; amusements of various kinds, have all, beside other effects 
sought from their influence, an action of importance in turning 
the mind from its delusions, so that they tend to be gradually ef- 
faced. ‘In chronic cases, another prominent effect of those .occu- 
pations involving any degree of mental exertion, is to prevent the 
mindfrom sinking into a state of imbecility. In our own аѕ щ 
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other Asylums to a greater or less degree, in the various kinds of 
occupation and amusement, we have the means of promoting the 
physicans health in the way of exercise; of engaging the attention, 
and of indirectly affecting the intellectual powers.” - None will 
deny that immense good.is centred іп an institution like this, but 
when denied the means of effecting its proper end, the undersign- 
ed fears all endeavors will be unavailing. When the heads of the 
rofession throughout the world are urging the. importance of 
classification, and the provision оѓ ће means of amusement and 
hysical labor, we can but think these suggestions have for their 
foundation, experience, and a desire to restore mind to its just bal- 

ance. · "M | . | 
Some of the symptoms more or less developed in insanity may 
not be uninteresting. In many there is a morbid excitement of 


one or more feelings, in others “general eccentricity of conduct.” 


This morbidness may exist without any derangement or diminu- 
tion of the intellectual faculties, the mind remain as vigorous in 
the exercise of its functions, and men converse, write and Бе аз 
keenly alive to the force and style of speech as ever. Again, 
there is a deep twilight of the mind in which the patient seems un- 
-conscious of any pain, languid, silent, and melancholy, apparent- 
ly without thought and feeling, he lingers years in this insensi- 
bility, until death closes the scene. This development is to be 
dreaded most of all, its only marked characteristic is an abstracted.

sluggishness, from which it is almost impossibleto arouse the pa- : 


tient. Sueh inmates are but little trouble, harmless, and inoffen- 
sive,buthopeleas. There is a class of patients not unfrequen?" to 
be met with, who are tormented with delusions. They рес fo 
sons whispering to them, when no one is near, hold eonverse-«.th 
imaginary- beings, and are persecuted by witches, demons, &c. 
Sometimes all the senses are made the dupes of one, they smell, 
touch and taste substances, not present to these several organs. 


Now, whether mere hallucination be consistent with insanity or > 


not, as propounded by Dr. Galt, is a problematical point, but we 
know that persons who :have exhibited no better evidence of lu- 
пасу, have been confined in asylums, Imaginary or visionary 
minds are subject to this species of derangement or delusion. The: 
same Physician mentions some of the most celebrated personages: 
of ancient and modern days“similarly affected.” Among thé num- 
ber we find Socrates, Descartes, Spinello, Tasso, and a more recent 
one, confirmatory of the close. connexions between hallucination 
and insanity, the lamented Lord Castlereagh, who committed su- 
icide under derangement. There seemé to be no rule exempting. 
any classes from insanity. . It may һе hereditary, it may not. It 
may be produced-by a sudden blow of misfortune, it may be the re- 
sult of long and intense mental suffering,,of excessive joy, ая well 
ӛз excessive grief. The hypothesis propagated by some that it 
arises. from original imbecility or idiocy, and, on the other hand, 
that but thin partitions divide the most exalted intellecta from this

wide realm of phantasies, are equally true, arid verified in а num. 
` ber of instances. Notonly he whose mind from the first was tot: 
tering on its flimsy throne, but the brightest wits snd geniuses 
of their day have been. the victims of mental aberration. We dp 
not feel ourselves called upon to enlarge upon this subject. Al. 
though writers in this wide field of disquisition have accomplished 
but little, such discussions should .be preserved. Mind is ever 
grasping, and eager in its thirst after knowledge, and the philos- 
opher in quest of his stone has opened a thousand minee-of gold. 
But ours is not the province of the metaphysician, but, if I may во 
express, that of the architect of mind in ruins. "E 
And here may Бе not inaptly offered a few practical remarke.— 
- The importance of sending the insane at an early period to an as- 
ylum demands the attention of all who have afflicted friends. Dr. 
Galt writes, *The length of time during which insanity has existed 
in а patient is a most important point. After a few months һауе 
rolled away, the chance of recovery diminishes rapidly; so that at 
the expiration of the third year, a celebrated authority has stated, 
that-the- probability of a cure is not more than one in thirty.” 1 
` know not if this proportion be correct, .but am convinced it is bad 
poliey; that of keeping them among the scenes and associations 
where the malady may have originated. The kindness of friends, 
the dislike they entertain towards using any restraints, are the’ 
: causes of the. bad. effects often produced by retaining’ the patient. | 
within the domestic circle. I am aware the opinion prevails to 
some extent, that the patient resigns a comfortable home fora 
habitation little better than a common jail. But the mind should 
be disabused of these impressions. The most opulent homes afford 
регсһалсе many injudicious and injurious indulgences, but none 
more real comfort than an asylum, when properly conducted, and 
at the same time, the former impose no coercion or control, through 
which alone we can hope for a recovery. . 
Thereis another evil too common, growing out of the decep- 
tion which is practised in decoying patients to the institution 
who are not apprized of their true condition until arrived, with- 
in its walls. .In no case should stratagem be used. This de- 
ception resorted to by those in. whom they hate heretofore con- 
 fided, leads them to' regard with suspicion the officers and all 
who are connected with their place of confinement. Not only 
is our influence impaired, but to this cause may be assigned 
much of the trouble we often experience from the attempts of 
patients'to elope. · Тһе patient imagining himself the victim of 
treachery, the dupe of others, and consequently an injured and 
outraged being, thinks it a duty which he owes to him- 
self to effect his escape, and feels justified in having access 0 
the same artifice to- accomplish it, as that employed in conduct- 
ing him to the Asylum. From the first he should һе told the 
nature and desigh of the institution, why he is to reside there 
for a tiine, that. for his ewa good and. not аз а place of punish- 
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ment.is he thus located. -IE thus treated, he will be more cheer-. 


ful, more confiding and willing to submit to any course:of | 


treatment which he is told will result in his own welfare. ' +. 

Much depends upon those who are employedin the offices af 
an Asylum. ` АН such incumbents should be possessed of a na- 
ture kind, discretionary, and: firm, who undertake their duties. 
feeling an interest in the unfortunate around them, with the de- 
termination, as far as possible, to render them happier and 
more contented. They should use all things gently, and еп: 
deavor first to convince them ‘of the judic/ousness of just such 


acourse as is being pursued, before’ any force is applied. The `

In accordance with the provisions of law, we give “a de- 
tailed account of the condition of the Institution, and make 
such suggestions for its improvement as its interests seem to 
demand." 

. A list of the present Officers and. Instructors of. the Institu- 
tion is exhibited‘on the preceding page. In the Board of 
Trustees one change has been made. The Rev. Timothy 
Sullins, in consequence of a loss of health and removal from 
this vicinity, found it impossible to attend the meetings of the. 
Board, and, therefore, his place has been filled by the appoint- 
ment of Rev. Thomas W. Humes, which appointment is sub- 
mitted, according to the charter, to the Legislature for con- 
firmation. = | M. 

_ It gives us great pleasure to be able to report, that, through 
the care of a kind and beneficent Providence, the Institution 
during the last two years has made commendable progress 
towards fulfilling the noble design for which it was establish- 
ed, and that now it is, in most important respects, in a flour- 
ishing condition. . 

; The health of both Teachers and Pupils, generaly has 
been good, although they have not been entirely exempt 
from disease. A few cases of severe sickness have occurred 
among the pupils; one of which, the case of a most amiable 
` and promising young man from White county, proved fatal. 
His disease was pneumonia; and he having been for some 
fime, as was thought, strongly predisposed to consumption, . 
‚ Was carried off in less than a week from the time the first | 
‘symptoms appeared. All that.the best skill and attention 
could do, was done forhim, but withont any favorable result. 
He had been but a short time connected with the Institution, 
not long enough to allow the veil which shrouded his eyes 11 
` impenetrable gloom, to be lifted from the realities ot an eter- 
nal world. This circumstance added a severe pang to the 
grief of endeared friends and relations which otherwise would . 
not have been felt. . : i e | 
a This is the first and only time that death has visited Ше | 
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Asylum ; and although it: may be expected sometimes to 00 
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cur in a family ав largé ай ours, yet it ін hoped.riot often, “li 
the instance referred to, it ouglit to be looked upon as an af-: 


flictive dispensation of Providence; and not attributed to any 
particular cause founded in either the location or management 
of the Institution. As to the former, it is believed that a more 
favorable опе ceuld not haye been found in or out of the 
State; and in reference to the latter, we would remark that it 
has been as good as the limited nature of the accommodations 
would admit. For want.of room we have been eompelled to 
crowd the sleeping apartments more than is consistent with 
the promotion of a good state of health. But we. hope to be re- 
‚ lieved from this unfavorable necessity before long. With de- 
vout thanksgiving we acknowledge our indebtedness to the 
Dispenser of all good, for the good measure of. health which 
has been vouchsafed to the inmates of the Institution, and 
especially for the entire exemption with which we have been 
blessed from the dread pestilence which has so recently. afflict- 
ed almost all other parts of our land. . a 

It is incumbent upon-us in behalf of the pupils, to express 
in this connection our great obligations to those medical gen- 
tlemen who have so kindly gixeu, without charge, their pro- 
fessional services for the relief of the inmates of the Instita- 
tion, as ‘often as any of them have needed them.

and Illinois, were chartered about the same time that this one 
was, and now éach, in the number of its pupils, exceeds ours 
by three or four fold, and yet the Deaf and Dumb im no one 
of those States are as numerous as they are in Tennessee. But 
in those States ample funds have been furnished with which 
to carry оп. operations, whilst we have been left to struggle 
for mere existence. North Carolina appropriated $15,000 at 
the outset for buildings, and they are now completed and oc- 
eüpiéd.

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^ In the last report we had the honor to make to the General | 
Assembly, a plan of the buildings necessary for carrying into 
effect the objects of the Institution, with, estimates of their pro- 
bable cost was presented, and an earnest: appeal made for. an 
appropriation sufficient to erect them. That appeal was 
made on the ground that those for whom the Institution was 
designed were among the most needy and most worthy objects 
of the beneficence of the State; that the Legislature had cliar- 
tered the Institution on such terms as made it іп some mea- 
sure responsible for its support; that no building at all, fit for 
carrying on the school, could be rented at any price in this vi- 
cinity, and; finally,-that the people had shown their - high ap- 
reciation of the importance of building up the Institution 
ere by subscribing above five thousand dollars towards the 
accomplishment, of the object. On these and such like 
grounds, the appeal was confidently made. One wing of the 
general plan had been put up and finished by private donations; 
and it was estimated by competent workmen that the front 
building would cost sixteen thousand dollars, and the other 
wing about four thousand. It was proposed to build the for- 
mer, and leave the latter to be erected at some future time 
when the wants of the school should demand it, and the State 
be disposed to grant the means with which to effect it. It was 
the earnest hope and expectation of the friends of the Deaf 
aud Dumb, that the grant asked would be made without hesi- 
tation, but in this they wert seriously disappointed. 

A bill was reported by a special committee of the Senate 
and recommended for adoption, in which it was S ans pee to 
grant specifically for buildings twenty thousand dollars, enough 
to have completed allthat were needed; and it was read a first 
and second time; but finally, it was superseded by the passage 
in the House of Representatives of the act making provision 
for the Institution for the education of the Blind, with the fol-

. The fitst and greatest necessity of the Institution wás build- 
ings, and:the most strenuous efforts of its friends had been 
spent-in endeavoring to provide them, and to effect this object 
. the appeal was made to the Legislature for funds. ‘But in the 

above act no specifie provision was made for thé erection of 
buildings. ` It was true, we were not forbidden to devote the 
money granted, to that purpose. The amount was about suffi- 
cient to meet the current expenses of the seliool, had there 
been fifty pupils; But the whole number that could be accom- 
modated was twenty-five, which was the number then in the 
school. -It was therefore incumbent upon us either to dismiss 
the pupils and teachers, and erect the building as soon as pos- 
sible, by devoting the whole of the annual appropriation to 
that object, or to make the attempt with the amount that could 
be saved after defraying the expenses of the school, as it then 
existed. It would have been desirable to have devoted the 
whole amount to the immediate purposes of education, for 
. many had already passed, and others . were fast passing be- 


yond the age when instruction would benefit them, but this 


‚ could not be, as has already been remarked for a want of room. 
‘To have dismissed tlie teachers and pupils would: not have 
béen good policy, for thereby all that had been done towards 
the organization of the school would have been sacrificed, nor 
would it have done, to have laid by what could have been 
saved from year to year until enough had accumulated to have 
completed the building. This would have been foo great a 
sacrifice of time. Five years would have elapsed before the 
"work could have been commenced; in which time many who 


are now fit subjects of educátion would have passed beyond, 


the.reach of help, and for all that length of time, the school 
would have had to suffer all the inconveniences of its;present 
condition, which in truth, are neither few norlight. "Therefore, 
after a careful.consideration of all the circumstances of the 
саве, it clearly seemed to be our duty at once to enter upon 
the work, mu thus endeavor, as far as possible, to place the 
Institution on a permanent basis. ` Accordingly contracts for 
brick and lumber were entered into early in the spring of 
1848, and the work commenced.

: "The Institution is located in the midst of a beautiful native 
grove, on a valuable lot of two acres in extent, about one 
third of a mile from the centre of the town and about fifty 
yards north of the proposed track of the East Tennessee and 
Georgia Rail Road. The situation is convenient, and one of 
the most pleasant and agreeable that could have been chosen 
for ће purpose. The buildings, when completed, will present 
in the dimensions of their ground plot, a principal front to- 
wards the south of one hundred feet, and an eastern and west- 
ern front of one hundred and twenty-nine feet each, including

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| Not more is asked for than what. the. circumstances of the ` 
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the wing. The front building will be fifty feet deep, and the 
wings seventy-nine feet long by twenty-five wide. . The back 
of the main building with the wings, will form an open area in 
the rear, fifty feet wide by severity in length: The basement. 
will be nearly оп a level with the ground on the outside, so as 
to avoid all dampness. - The principal room in this story, will 
be the dining room, situated in the centre of the main building, - 
fifty feet by thirty-four, and easy of access from all parts of 
the house. To this thefe will be separate entrances for. 
the müles and females by a flight. of stairs and door on the 
east and west sides respectively. The rooms on the east, con- 
tiguous to the dining room, will ‘be used for the kitchen, for 
store rooms and for other culinary purposes. Those on the 
west will be occupied as the laundry and washing rooms—part 
of the basement of the wings will be used for bathing rooms,

The main entrance to the house will be by a flight of fifteen 
steps into a hall fourteen feet wide, which will run across the 
house and terminate at the back door, which will open into 
the area beyond. ` Across this hall will run through the centre 
lengthways of the building, a passage eight feet wide and open 
at each end by a large door into the piazza. The room in 
front, immediately оп- the left of the main entrance, will be. 
used. as the public parlor, and the one оп the right as a cabinet . 
and library. The two rooms opposite these on the north side - 
of the passage, will be devoted to the sick, the one for the males 
and the other for the females. The rooms on the west of the 
public parlour and the hospital; for the males, will be occupied - 
by the Principal and his family, and the rooms on the east of 
the cabinet and the hospital for the females, will be used fora 
sitting room by the girls and by the matron.

Ascending to the second story by a flight of steps at 
either end of the passage, or from the hall, the most im- 
portant room will be the chapel and exhibition room. 
This will be 50 feét long-by 22 wide, and will occupy the space’ 
over the parlor, hall and cabinet. The room will be lighted 
from the south side. Оп the north side will be placed eight 
or ten large slates in а row, on which to write the subjects 
of lectures. In front of this row of slates, far enough back 
to admit of a free passage back and forth, there will be rows .

In planning the house, the ‘main object kept іп view, has 
been to preserve as distinct as possible, the two. departments 
Хог Ше two classes of pupils to be educated in the Insti- 
: tution. Ву the plan adopted, they will be entirely separated 
only when brought together at meals and for the purposes of 
instruction.. They will as it were form two communities:— 
they will go in and out of the chapel, dining room and school 
rooms by different doors, and have separate play grounds. On 
each of the east and west fronts there willbe a covered piazza, 
_ 70 feet long, which will afford to the pupils a pleasant place 
for promenading during unpleasant weather. The main front 
will be adorned by а heavy pediment resting on four fluted 
columns with stone bases and Ionic capitals: On each side. 
of the columns will be two heavy pilasters, one at the corner 
and one between that and the columns. 


Such is a brief description of the plan of the house which | 


itis thought necessary to build. To those who have not ex- 
amined the subject, it may appear larger than will be needed 


for the purposes of the Institution. But when it ів taken into - 


view thatitis designed to furnish not only school rooms, but a 
boarding house for a large number of pupils, both male and 
female, and to accommodate the principal and his family, the 
assistant tenchers, the matron, and the steward, all of whom 
will unavoidably have to reside in the establishment, it will 
not be considered at all too large. A house smaller than’ this 
could be built for less money, but it would not answer the de- 
sign, and in the end would prove the dearest of the two. It 
is aur aim to make it commodious enough to supply room suf- 
ficient for the pupils which Tennessee may reasonably be ex- 
pected to furnish. Great pains have been taken to ascertain as 
near аз possible the number of Deaf and Dumb in the State, 
and the number that will probably seek the advantages of the 


Institution, and it is believed, that at least one hundred pupils . 


will be constantly supplied for ‘nstruction, and in planning the 
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house, this number lias been the basis of our calculations, 
Those who think. this number too large, if there be any such, 
are referred to Indiana, a State not so populous as Tennesseé, 
and yet which has in her Asylum at this time over. опе hun-: 
dred pupils, and is making provision for increasing thé number 
to one hundred and fifty. Surely out calculations ате by no 
means extravagant. 2 т т 2d 

The Deaf and Dumb in the State as a class, have been up 


to this time entirely destitute of instruction, and now а con- | 


siderable portion of. them are {до old to be educated, and many. 
others who are now fit subjects, will soon be beyond the ре- 
riod іп life when it will be possible to benefit them. This. 
thought ought certainly to hasten the efforts that are making 
to give them the light of knowledge and the means of happi- 
ness. Their condition by nature is so dark and miserable, 
that itis not merely a pity, but an absolute wrong in those 
whose duty:itis to care for them, to allow апу more of them 
to pass beyond the reach of assistance. By. their misfortunes 
they are cut off from all intellectual enjoyment, and from all 


social intercourse, except with the few who will take the trou- | 


ble and the time to learn their signs. and especially from all 


knowledge of revelation and from the consolations of religion. - 


In the language of Mr, Peet, President of the. New: York In- 


stitution.for the Deaf and Dumb, “the Hottentot; or. the Es-- 


quimaux, to, whose wilderness missionary never came, is not, 


more profoundly ignorant of the truths of the Bible, nor less' 
conscious of his obligations toa Creator, or of his need of a 
Redeemer, than these dwellers in a christian land, members, 
many of them of christian families.” "That they are ‘entirely 
destitute in this respect, is a fact well calculated to excite ће 
commiseration of every believer in the gospel of Christ. ` Bat 
this is not all, they aré entirely destitute of a knowledge. of 
even natural religion, with which the most abandoned tribes 


of the heathen, it is believed, have some acquaintance. The. . 


uneducated Deaf and Dumb, as ін well known among those 
who instruct them, have no idea of a Supreme Being, or of a 
future state of rewards and punishments. To them бой, the 
Creator and Preserver, heaven as the home of the blessed, and 
hell as the place for the wicked; are unknown. 1t is hard to be- 
lieve that human beings living in this enlightened age and coun- 
"try, of sound intellect and "mature agé, could be found so far 
- removed from the source of all true knowledge as not to know 

the hand by which they were made, nor the world to which 


they-are hastening; but it is nevertheless true: ` Ив truth is.. 


fully substantiated, not only by the testimony. of their teach-" 


ers, but also by the oft repeated testimony of the’ educated, 
Deaf and Dumb themselves, and it will not. appear strange to 


any one, who will: but reflect for a moment on the nature of ` 
their misfortune:  It/coripletely-cutsthem. off from all revela- | 
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tion from God, both oral and written; and from that language, 
the channel of thought, which is necessary to enable them to 
“reason from nature up to nature’s God.” . In all their vocabu. 
lary of natural signs, there is no one which expresses any no-. - 
tion of a Supreme Being; and hence we must admit, that they 
are destitute of any knowledge of him, unless we exalt them 
to the grade of pure intelligences, or attribute to them the pow- 
er of reasoning without words or signs of any kind. 

According to their view, man is the only intelligent agent in 

the universe. By him the sun, moon and stars, the clouds, 
thunder and lightning were produced. They suppose the earth 
to be flat, the E an inverted concave metallic substance, rest- 
ing on the earth; the sun, a ball of heated metal drawn up thé 
sky, and renewed every morning; the moon, a plate of silver; 

7 the stars, candles lighted up in the evening and blown out in 
the morning; thunder, something falliug on the sky; lightning, 
the sparks from the shop of some vulcan in the sky, and rain, 
water running through the sky, which they suppose to be per- 
forated. Of plants they give no other account than that they 
grow from seeds. Animals are the offspring of other animals. 
And when asked where the first seeds and animals came from, 
they reply that there never were any first seeds.or plants; or 
in other words, that a succession of them has existed from all 
eternity. "They have no conception of a supernatural creation, 
or the beginning of things... The common notion among them 
is, that the world has existed always; and that the changes that 
are going on in the world are produced by the agency of man.. 

Can beings so ignorant, be held morally accountable for their 

conduet? Most undoubtedly they can? It is true, having no 
knowledge of right and wrong 'inits highest sense, as it con- 
sists in obedience to God or зіп against him, nor ‘of the rela- 
tion of creature or Creator; nor of the duties that arises out of 
that relation—they cannot be held responsible in these re- 
spects. But civil and social relations they understand, and 
they are as keenly sensible of a violation of duty, with reference. 
to these, as any one else. They know that truth, and obedi- 
ence, and industry, and kindness, and love are right, as they 
perceive they produce happiness in themselves and others; and 
that falsehood and disrepect to parents, and theft, and murder, 
and drunkenness are wrong, as they perceive they produce 
misery; and they look for the rewards of good conduct, and fear 
the consequences in this life of bad conduct; but they have no 
hope or fear beyond the grave; for they know nothing of 
another state of existence. Death with them is the end of 
being. | А г. 

Surely then, if there is any one class of persons in our state 

that need instruction more than another, itis the ignorant and 

afflicted Deaf and Dumb. And surely, if any individuale de- 

serve our warmest sympathy and most strenuous efforts in 
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their behalf, they do. ' And. surely, since it has been fully de- 


monstrated that they.can be thoroughly educated, and thereby 
made useful citizens, their wants will not be denied. We 
would, therefore, speaking. for those who cannot speak for 
themselves, most respectfully, but earnestly commend their 
case to the favorable and early consideration of the Legis-

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RULES AND REGULATIONS `. ` 
RESPECTING THE ADMISSION OF PUPILS. . 


1. There is but one session a year in the Institution, which . 
begins the first day of October and ends the fifteenth of July, 
Pupils are received at the commencement of the term; and at 
no other time, except in extraordinary cases. ; | 

2. The benefits of the Institution are offered to all who feel 
disposed to avail themselves of them. Instruction, boarding, 
lodging, and washing; the continual ‘superintendence of 
health, conduct, manners and morals; fuel, candles, books and 
stationery, will be furnished for each pupil. Citizens of Ten- 
nessee, who are able to pay, will be charged one hundred 
dollars a year. ‘As many of those in this State, who are una- 
ble'to pay, as the funds of the Institution will allow, will be 
received and educated without charge. All from other States 
will be charged one hundred dollars a year. . р 

3. Applicants for admission.should be between the ages of 
ten and twenty-one, and free from immoralities of conduct. 
Applications for admission should be made to the Secretary of 
the Board, or the Principal of the Institution, .  - 

4. Every applicant should be furnished with suitable cloth- 
ing sufficient to last one year, and every article that may need 
washing, marked with the full name of the owner. The In- 
stitution will not in general, provide clothing for the pupils, 
a may do so to a limited extent in extreme cases of destitu- 
tion. , | 
5. Every pupil sent to the Institution, unless accompanied 
by some one who can give the necessary: information, should 
bring a written statement of his name, residence, exact age, 
and cause of deafness; also the address of the person to whom 
letters respecting him тау be sent.

By an act.of your last session, the agent of the Prison was direct- 
ed to employ thirty hands in the Stone Quarry. In compliance 
with said act, it became nécessary to procure the services .of three 
additional Guards at considerable expense, and at the same time 
in selecting the thirty hands considered safe forthe тту, I was 
compelled to take about ten of the stone Cutters from the shop;

Only one bold attempt at escape has been made, that occurred at | 


the Quarry; two succeeded but were re-taken by the officers of the 
Prison during the same, day. с sti C. 
Considerable improvements were. found necessary to be made 
upon the prison property, the roof ofthe front building was origin- 
ally of Copper, but it had become so defective that it was absolute- 
ly necessary to recover it to protect the public buildings, and af- 
ford shelter to the-inmates from inclement weather. I aceording- 
ly had it recovered with Tin; which upon consultation was thought 
to be best, -at a eost of not exceeding $30, besides the copper which 
was given in payment. Ihave also had erected а cook room and 
stove convenient to the dining room, which has likewise under- 
gone improvement, to wit, a new floor of brick has been construct- 
ed, the room has been cieled апа painted overhead, new tables, 
benches, table-cloths, knives and forks һауе been furnished. 


‚ Great care has been taken in having. their food properly prepared, | 


which has been of wholesome diet, consisting of beef, occasionally 


‚ bason,— coffee in the morning -and vegetables in their season. 


Much attention has also been bestowed towards the cleanliness of 
the cells which required an abundant.use oflime and frequent 
white-washing, with an additional supply of bed clothing, &c. &c.; 
to insure the comfort of the prisoner, but notwithstanding every 
precaution has been used, І am sorry to say the mortality has been 
greater than that of the previous two years. ANA 


It may be proper to remark that the Prisoners have not received ` 


their winter clothing asearly this season as usual;this grows out 
of the fact that the Lebanon Manufactory, which ‘furnishes Goods 
adapted to the purpose was destroyed by fire, and the usual sup- 
ply has been delayed, but is now preparing and expected daily. 
There being no Chaplain the agent cannot but acknowledge his

|  Genriemen:—In making my Biennial Report of the Peniten- 
Пагу, it is scarcely necessary to urge, as I have heretofore, the ne- | 
cessity of erecting a hospital which is so much wanting; it is pro- 
bable that until the Capitol is finished, nothing of the kind will he 
done. It seems to be the policy of the State to appropriate all 
the labor of the convicts which is available, to the erection of that 
public edifice. In the meantime the interests of the Penitentiary 
seem doomed to suffer the inconvenience of that essential to their 
- comfort when sick, a comfortable hospital. I have no doubt this, 
in part, has been the cause of an increased mortality in the prison, . 
eighteen having died in the last two years, making four and a half 
per cent per annum, which is more I believe than has occurred be- 
fore except under a visitation of cholera. This season we have 
had no cholera in the prison, but bowel complaints have been 
more general, and of a graver nature than usual.- Too much 
praise cannot be avowed to, the Superintendent for his untiring 
efforts during the prevalence of cholera in Nashville, to keep it 
Qut of the prison, by guarding the intercouse with the sick, and in 
keeping the premises clean and well fumigated. I think it notim- 
probable that these efforts have mainly been the cause of our es- 
cape from cholera. Мові of the deaths which have occurred, have 
been persons. whose constitutions were greatly impaired when re- 
ceived in the prison.

" Acasual visit to the Penitentiary in the fall of 1847, made me 
acquainted with the fact, that ho stated religious .services, as in 
other State prisons, were provided by law for itsinmates, and that 
they were ‘dependent wholly upon the occasional and infrequent 
visits of ministers, for all the religious instruction, which they re- 
ceived. I learned, farther, that in default of these chance services 
on the Lord’s day, they were shut up in their ‘cells, thus suffering 
more severely ón.that day than any other, the irksome weight of 
their imprisonment. ‘The two-fold desire to afford them stated re- 
ірісін instruction, and to open the doors of their cella for a few

appointed to wind up the branches at Athens and Clarksville, 
have been authorized to use the capital remaining at these

the aid in their power, whilst their means have been made more 
available.

aged, as to require heavy outlays to re-construct or repair them, 
During the actual or reported prevalence of cholera in Nash 
ville for six months of. the current year, the travel and transport- 
ation were greatly diminished, and, for а portion of that time, 
wholly suspended, on all the lines of road leading into Nashville. 

_ From the “Nolensville company,” I have received no toll. By 
its undertaking to construct one mile of the *Mill Creek Valley" 
road,its tolls have been mostly absorbed; but according to its 
last report, all of its liabilities will have been discharged by the 
first of January next, and an overplus оҒ.8600 or 700 will at that 
time.be paid into the treasury of the State. 

From the *Gallatin company" no tolls have been received, and 
probably will not be for several years: . The creditors of this 
company, some years àgo, filed a bill to subject the stock to the 
payment of their claims—the court refüsed to sell the stock, but 
decreed that the whole dividends of toll should be paid over to

At different periods during the last two years, I have inspected 
as many of the roads as absence from other official duties would 
allow; found them, generally, in good condition, and the compa- 
nies efficiently administered.

reports made to me, and I had the satisfaction to find that the 
full amount appearing on the books had been, in every instance, 
faithfully and honestly reported by the companies. |0 | 

Before closing this report, Ltrust it will not be considered in- 
trusive to direct the mind of the Legislature to what is evidently 
a defect in the existing" legal provisions. connected with these 
turnpike companies. In granting the charters, it was no doubt 
the intention of the Legislature to invest the companies with the 
right of exacting and receiving from each individual using the 
" Toad a certain compensation for such use, proportionate to the 
distance. Аз a means of defining and collecting these dues, а 
system of tolls and of toll-gates was established, at prescribed 
pointson the road. This system, where the roads are regularly 
traveled through, and each gate passed as it occurs, is very sim- 


ple and efficient in-doing equal justice to all concerned. But : 


there is a disposition in the minds of many, who use the roads, to 
evade the payment of tolls wherever it can be donè without 
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incurring the existing legal.penalties. Many pass along the 
intermediate portions of the road without passing through any of 
the gates; and of course without the payment of any toll,- And 
аз it із the use of the road, and not simply a passing through the 
ates, which creates the obligation to pay, many of these just 
obligations remain undischarged, and the companies have no 
legal means of enforcing them. Thus, the system of toll-gates, 
as the only instrument of the- law, fails to attain the endscf 
justice, and requires some auxiliary remedy to accomplish thet 
object. If alaw were passed authorizing the companies, in al] 
cases where the gates are not passed throngh, and the regular 
tolls not paid, to sue for and recover from the person using aiy 
portion of a road, a sum not exceeding the regular rates of toll 
on said road, a remedy would be fürnished broad enough to meet 
the full equity and justice of every case. Under such a provi- 
sion as this, I doubt not, the State's revenue from these roads 
would be increased some thousands of dollars annually, and the 
existing temptations to evade the payment of tolls be entirely 
removed.

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REPORT. 


NasuvirnLg, Nov. 136 1849. 
of the House of Representatives: — 


In pursuance of the provisions of the first section -of an act, 
passed February 5th, 1848, entitled “An act to provide for the 
establishment of a State Hospital for the Insane in Tennessee,” 
his excellency the Governor appointed commissioners. But soon 
after the appointments were officially announced, it was ascer- 
tained that several of the appointees were unable or unwilling 
to serve, and a delay of one or two months occurred before the 
board could be filled with gentlemen in the adjoining counties, 
who had the leisure and the will to engage in the undertaking. ` 
The board was finally constituted by the appointment of the fol- 
lowing persons, to wit: Lucius J. Polk, of the county of Maury; 
John J. White and Daniel S. Donelson, of. the county of Sumner; 
Henry S. Frazier, of the county of Wilson; Samuel D. Morgan, 
Andrew Ewing and Alexander Allison, of the county of Davidson. 
Five of the above named commissioners met and organized 
themselves into a board, by the appointment of Alexander Alli- 
son, chairman, and Andrew E wing, Esq., secretary and treasurer; 
and after giving public notice that propositions for the sale.of 
sites suitable for a Lunatic Asylum would be received, they. 
commenced the examination of sites, and, after considerable 
time spent-in their inspection, they selected, in the month of 
April last, and contracted with E. H. Foster, G. М. Fogg, Esqrs: 
and Dr. I. H. Harris; commissioners under a decree of the chan- 
cery court, for a farm in the county of Davidson, containing 
about two hundred and fifty-five acres, for which the sum.of nine 
thousand dollars was agreed to be paid, one-third in cash, the 
residue in two equal annual payments bearing interest from date. 
The contract thus made was consummated on the 12th of May, 
1849, by the payment of three thousand dollars in cash, and the 
execution of the individual notes of three of the members of the 
board for the remaining two payments; whereupon a decree was 
rendered, vesting the title of the land in the State of Tennessee, 
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on the payment of these two notes»; С, 
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The board might have made a purchase much sooner, but 
thought it best to defer the matter until a thorough examination 
of the proper sites could be made, and a sum sufficient to meet 
the. object would accumulate in the treasury under the provisions 
‘of the fifth section of the.act referred to. . | 

The farm selected lies six milés from the city of Nashville, its 
northern boundary resting upon the Murfreesborough turnpike 
road, while its southern boundary is not exceeding one mile from 
the Nashville and Chattanooga railroad. It forms very nearly a 
че of ground, about one-fourth woodland. It is well 
watered by four springs, all arable; the soil is good and suscep- 
tible of the highest state of improvement, every part of it being 
free from surface rock. The whole can be most conveniently laid 
off for all the purposes of farming, horticulture, pasturage, and 
pleasure grounds. "The site tor the.building being not far from 
the centre, the ground upon which it will be erected is sufficient- 
ly elevated to give it the advantage of the most perfect drainage. 

` ТЬе building will front. and stand about five hundred and fifty 
yards from the Murfreesborough turnpike road, and with very 
slight improvement on the ground, will be in full view of it. 
The appearance of the building when finished, whether viewed 
upon a near approach to it or from a distance, will be greatly 
enhanced by being most handsomely relieved by two natural 
forests wbich stand a short distance from each end of it. 
. "There are two other considerations which, in the opinion of 
the board, highly commend the place for the purposes for which 
it is designed: the first is, the four springs mentioned will at all 
times afford an abundant supply of pure water free from the 
strong impregnation of lime so common to the waters in this 
country; the other, that there is not on the place, or in its imme- 
diate vicinity, any local cause capable of producing disease. 

After having concluded the purchase of the farm, the board 
were strongly impressed with the conviction of the necessity of 
a correct knowlege of the various modern improvements in the 
architecture of such buildings, and that such a thorough infor- 
mation as to be useful in practice could only be obtained by a 
personal examination of the recently constructed edifices in other 
States of the Union. Acting under this impression, they sought 
and obtained the services of Dr. John S. Young, so long and so 
faaorably known for his abilities and faithfüIness in the perform- 
ance of. his duties, and he immediately set out on his tour, 
and was employed during the whole month of May anda part of 
the month of June last.. After his return home, at his instance 
and under his directions, two plans were drawn by Maj. A. Hei- 
man, architect, which were transmitted to the board by Dr. Young 
as parts arid exhibits of the report which he made, one of wbieli 
was adoptéd and has been deposited іп the office of Secretary 
ef State—to which, together with the able report of Dr. Young, 
(which is appended to and made a part of this report,) the atten- 
tion of your honorable body is most -respectfully and earnestly

` The building will be а plain, neat brick structure upon a ‘stone 
foundation, composed ‘of в centre building 95 by 50 feet, with 
two lateral wings, each 114-feet long, making the front of the 
building 323 feet; іп addition there will be three other wings, . 
the two front each 180 feet; extending at right angles from each 
end of the front building, the: third extending 85 feet from tHe . 
centre of the back part. of the centre building; for particolarsin - 
yelation to dimentions, reference is invited to the ground ptan.

The act of Assembly creating the Board and designating its 
duties contains two distinct requisitions, which, after the closest 
investigation and mature deliberation, have been found wholly 
irreconcilable in their execution. The first, опе prescribes the 
mode of erection of the building, certain comforts and conveni. 
ences to be enjoyed by the patients, dwelling houses, &c., and 
that the institution shall be capable of accommodating two hp. 
dred and fifty subjects. The second, limits the cost of the whol 
establishment, including the purchase of the land, to forty thou 
sand dollars. : 

With every disposition to economise in the matter, and afte 
abandoning every improvement connected with the plans sub- 
mitted, which are not deemed absolutely essential to the con- 
fort and conveniences of the patients, it has been found that the 
lowest estimate of the whole cost will reach from ninety to on; 
hundred thousand dollars. 

The Board felt deeply tbe responsibility of acting under sud 
& state of things, and after a free and full consultation, they 
unanimously came to the conclusion, that the honor and interest 
of the State, and still more the cause of humanity, required 
them to commence the building on a plan which would fully 
carry out the noble charity contemplated by the last Legislature. 
Leaving it, however, to your honorable body at this Session, to 
decide finally whether they would contract the plan and thus 
lessen the expense and accommodation of the institution, or саг- 
ry out the magnificent intentions of your predecessors. 

By-the 5th section of the act, referred to, one and a half cents 
on each hundred dollars worth of taxahle property, is set apart 
for three yearsas a fund for the purchase of the ground and erec- 
tion of the building, which, it is believed, will yield about fifty 
thousand dollars. 

In the opinion of the Board the best means of raising the 
funds which will be required for completing the institution under 
the plan adopted, would be by extending the proyisons of the 
present act for three years longer, гаће; than by any direct ap- 
propriation from the Treasury. | 

It will require two or three years to entirely complete the 
huilding, and should the special appropriation, alluded to, fail to 
furnish the means with sufficient expedition, it could be antici 
pated by loans obtained on the faith of the taxation, and the 
work thus carried on without delay, 

There is one addition to the charter of the institution which 
our experience has convinced ns is absolutely necessary to. the 
speedy completion of the building, and the necessary respousibil- 
ity of the Board; it isthe addition of one or two more directors 
in Davidson county, so that a quorum canbe procured at any 
‚ time without unnecessary delay. | 
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both or either hónsé an apportunjty to make any investigation 
which may be ordered touching -the conduct and action of the 
Board.

GENTLEMEN— 


In accordance with your request, during the month of May 
last, I visited the Western Asylum at Staunton, Virginia, the 
Pennsylvania Insane Hospital, near the city Philadelphia, the New 
Jersey State Asylum, near Trenton, and the Bloomingdale Asy- 
lum, near the city of New York. 

In examining the above named establishments, I had brought 
under my view, most if not all of the modern improvements in 
the arrangement of buildings, by the adoption of which the 
health and comfort of inmates have béen greatly improved, whilst 
a system of economy has been secured which has much abridged 
the labor and lessened the expense of keeping. 

The plans of all the structures which I examined are pretty 
much the same, and incorporate one principle, viz: a centre build- 
ing with lateral wings terminating in straight lines, or at right 
angles with a wide corridor passing through the centre building, 
with a cross corridor ledding to the wings, which consist of 3 
wide corridor, with rooms or wards on each side. The same 
plan of building, has, so far as I have examined, been applied to 
all of the Asylums in the United States, except the Butler Asy- 
lum at Providence, Rhode Island, where the wings consist of the 

ridor and single set of rooms or wards, which is in my estima- 
tion incomparably the best plan, on account of the facilities аЁ 
forded for free ventilation, a consideration deserving much weight 
in a position as far South as ours, where the summers are so long. 
In all structures having the double set of rooms or wards ventila- 
tion is an object of difficult attainment, and is never, as I believe, 
fully secured, and the only reason as I conceive, why the corridor 
and single set of rooms or wards are not adopted in all instances, 
із, that the expense of building is somewhat greater and the ex- 
pense of warming considerably increased. | 

I did not visit the Butler Asylum: at Providence, but from a 
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close examination of a plan, aided by a lucid description of it by 
the Superintendent, I am. satisfied that it is the best planned Asy- 
lum inthe United States. ‘Every part of 4: has the benefit of 
free ventilation, added to which it has all the convenient arrange- 
ments found in other Asylums, with, as I believe, superior ' 
means for the classification of patients. It was projected by Dr. 
Bell under the lights of. his great experience, and has done great 
credit to his taste and talénts. | : 
In order to present to the Board when it meets to adopt a plan 
in a clear light, both the principles of building, I have directed 
Major Heiman .to make two drawings, the one upon the plan of 
the Butler Asylum. near-Providence, the other upon the plan of 
the New: Jersey State Asylum at Trenton, with modifications 
which I have suggested in both cases, which will bring the subject 
of plans before ће Board in a manner which will give the great- 
est latitude for the interchange of opinionsinregard to the different 
forms of structures. "The two institutions which I have mention- 
-tioned have high reputation. In orderto mature the plan. for the 
first mentioned, Dr. Bell made a tour to Europe. : Theother was 
projected by and built under the superintendence of Dr. 'Kirk- 
bride, a gentleman of acknowledged abilities and experience. 
A building constructed upon the plan of the New Jersey State 
Asylum would be the cheapest, but cannot, as I believe, bé so 
. aranged, as to fully. guard against the difficulty of securing .at . 
all times free ventilation. After my visit to the Institution, Isaw 
the Architect in Philadelphia, who admitted to me that the diffi- 
culty existed, and indeed provisional arrangements have been 
made to produce forced ventilation whenever it may be needed, 
by passing 7а jet of steam through air shafts, which terminate 
and open in tbe: cupola’s on the projections of the wings, in all | 
other respects the arrangements and dispositions of the building . | 
are of a superior character in comparison with ‘other buildings 
which I visited. It is a very plain structure, built of sand stone, 
in what is termed broken range work, and consists of a centre 
building sixty feet’ front and eighty feet deep, four stories high, 
including the ‘basement which is above ground, with two lateral 
wings on each side.’ The first, one hundred and twenty, the se- 
cond ninety feet long, three stories high, except the projections on 
the far ends of each’ wing, which are four stories high: The 
main entrance to the building is to the second story, or story 
above the basement, by means of a Portico, which is supported 
by.six handsome columns. The centre building is divided by a- 
corridor fourteen feet wide, which extends from the front to: the 
back part of the building, and crossed at the centre, by a cross 
corridor twelve feet wide, which leads to the wings which consist 
of à corridor twelve feet wide, with rooms: dr wards on each side. 
The basement story of the centre building contains the kitchens, 
the private dining room, store rooms and rooms for the various do- 
mestic purposes. < The. second .story-is divided into four parlors 
and two offices. The third story the privatérooms of the Supér- - 
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intendent, except one which is set apart as а chapel, and the 
fourth story.private bed rooms. - There are eighteen rooms aboye 
the basement, seventeen of which may be said to be set арац 
for the accommodation of the officers, being from the arrange. 
ment of the building inaccessible to the patients, which with me 
is a serious objection. A considerable expense is incurred in 
constructing a number of large rooms, which from their position, 
cannot be used for the purposes of the institution. In this par. 
ticular, the arrangements of the Butler Asylum are greatly supe- 
rior. | ! 
The first of the two wings mentioned above is on a line with the 
centre of the building and separated from it by a cross corridor, 
The second wing is extended from the first and in the rear of it, 
and nearly on a line with the back part of the centre building 
and separated from the first, by. a corridor. . The wings оп each 
side, with the centre building, form а line of buildings four hun. 
dred and eighty feet long. The wings. are reached from the cen. 
tre building by the cross corridors, mentioned above, in addition 
to which, there is a private stairway atthe entrance of ead 
wing. The four wings compose twelve floors or sections, each of 
which, contains a dining room, an attendants’ room, a parlor, a

large sleeping dormitory, a number-of single and double sleeping | 


rooms, а bath room, water closet and clothes store room. Іп ad 
dition to which, each floor or section, has a funnel or flue through 
which the sweepings of the floor pass to a box in the cellar. Also 
a similar flue or funnel through which soiled clothes are transferred 


to the cellar. Тһе dining rooms are reached from the kitchen by | 


an outside door, and from within by an inside door on the lower 
story. Тһе supplies for the dining rooms in the upper stories 
are carried to them by means of dumb waiters or traveling cup- 


.board, operated by pullies, a highly convenient arrangement. 


Each floor or section is capable of accommodating from fifteen 
to twenty-five patients, who are supplied with every thing they 
need, and have itin their power to attend to all the calls of na- 
ture, without the necessity of leaving the floor or section to which 
they belong. The twelve floors or sections compose twelve 
small communities who have no intercourse with one another in- 
side of the building. A door at the éntrance of each wing closes 
all in, and holds them subject to the will of the superintendent. 
The New Jersey State Asylum, I haye said, is four hundred and 
eighty feet long; it contains nearly two hundred rooms and is de- 
signed to accommodate from two hundred to two hundred and 
fifty patients, there being different opinions as to the capacity. 


If the commissioners conform to the instructions of the General 
Assembly, our new State Asylum must be about the same size. 
The edifice proper of the New Jersey State Asylum cost eighty 
thousand six hundred and fifty dollara. The cost of warming it,

supplying it with water and apparatus for Gas light, was neat 
twenty thousand more, making the entire cost when finished on 
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A structure of the вате size could, I feel satisfied, be built of 
brick in this country for ten thousand dollars less, labor.and ma- 
terials both being cheaper here than in New Jersey. | 

The Butler Asylum at Providence is capable of accommodating 
about the same number, and cost about one hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars. Allits interior arrangements are fully equal 
to those of the New Jersey Asylum except that it is not warmed 
by steam, whilst it has a more costly exterior. Тһе difference in 
the cost of the two forms of building would not, I think, upon 
close comparison be found to be a matter of much consideration, 
and could be lessened by increasing the altitude of the building 
from two to three stories above the basement.story. (I mean-the

_ In the State of New Jersey, the new State Asylum which has 
not yet passed its first summer, is the source of great admiration, 
and by its projector and friends is almost heralded as a perfect 
model. So firmly was-I convinced, when I examined it, that it 
could not be perfectly ventilated, that were the selection of the 
plan for our new State Asylum left to me, I would reject the dou- 
ble set of rooms or wards and adopt the single, asin the Butler 
Asylum. lIwould avoid at once the difficulty and not fall into it 
and then be forced to adopt expedients to obviate it; upon this 
point I fully concur with Miss Dix. | | 

In all modern Asylums the windows are made large, and for 
safety the sash in the upper stories are made of cast iron, and so... 
arranged in the most of.them, by means of a double leyer to 
raise the lower sash and lower the upper one four inches at the 
same time; a space too smallto admit the body. In the New 
Jersey Asylum the windows can be raised. іо- ће full height, be- 
ing protected on the outside by a neat wrought iron guard, 
which has the effect of an ornament to the building. The proper 
size of cast iron sash weighs 80 pounds, and costs 5 cents per 
pound. In the lower stories the windows are protected when 
necessary by means of wire shutters hung in the inside of the 
room. 

Dr. Stribling, whose opinions deserve great weight, thinks that 
asingle sleeping ward or room, should be eight by ten feet, and 
a double sleeping room or ward for two beds ten by sixteen feet, 
parlors and large sleeping dormitories twenty or twenty-four feet 
square, the dining room ten by twenty-four feet, bath room seven 
by ten feet, water closet six by ten feet, attendants room and 
clothes store room the same size as single sleeping rooms; these 
are about the sizes in the New Jersey State Asylum, the Western: 
Asylum at Staunton, Virginia, and the Pennsylvania Insane Hos- 
pital, except that ће parlors at the Western Asylum which are 
smaller aud considered too small, and, the parlors at the Penn- 
sylvania Insane Hospital which are much larger. — . 

In all Asylums having two hundred patients, from the best 
estimate I was‘ able to make, about one sixth part are violent, 
turbulent and filthy, for whose accommodation arrangements dif- 
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ferent from those in other parts of the building have to be made, 
which I do not think it necessary to particularize, as they must 
necessarily result from any plan which may be adopted. 
' Having said thus much on the subject of the structure of build- 
ings, I will notice four subjects which involve considerations of 
the greatest importance, and of indispensable necessity in the ar- 
rangement and organization of all Asylums, viz: 
Ist. Drainage. 
2d. The arrangements of water closets. 
3d. The means necessary to furnish the building at all times 
with an abundant supply of water. ; 
4th. The means of warming the house. | 
The best method of drainage,is by means of а cast iron pipe, | 
ten inches in diameter, laid in the cellar, and extended a consider- 
able distance beyond the limits of the building. Atthe New Jer- 
sey State Asylum it extends eight hundred feet from the building, 
and terminates ір a reservoir, over which a house is built, where | : 
allthe deposites are collected and converted into compost ma- |: 
nure. ‘The whole amount of ten inch pipe used, is eleven hun- 
‘dred feet, which cost $1760, being $1 60 perfoot. At the Penn- 
sylvania Insane Hospital, the pipe is extended a short distance 
from the building, and terminates in an arched sewer, which 
opens into a small creek. The same is the case at the Bloom- 
ingdale Asylum near New York. The pipes which receive the 
deposites in the water closets convey them to the- ten inch pipe, 
‘when they are ‘carried off by the frequent currents of water 
which pass into it through the water closets. 
` "In the construction of all buildings intended for the accommo- - 
dation of a large number of persons, the proper arrangement of | 
‘of water closets is a matter of much importance. А roomin : 
‘each story of the building, as I have remarked, is set apart as a 
water closet, in one corner of the room from a few inches above 
the floor, a cast iron pipe four inches in diameter is carried to the 
cellar and inserted into the ten inch pipe; on the upper end of 
the four inch pipe an iron box some twenty inches long and four 
inches square is secured, upon the upper end of which a wrought 
‘iron pan is fixed, having a hole in the bottom which corresponds 
"with the size of the box, the inside of the pan is enameled to 
revent rust; over the whole fixture a box and a seat is fixed. 
here is a set of pipes which pass from the bath room and the 
wash-stands in the bath roóm which discharge themselves into 
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the pan, by which, all the waste water used in bathing and the . | 


daily ablutions of the patients passes through the pan. In addi- | 
tion to this there is a general water arrangement by which the | 
"water closets are in constant communication with the large water | 
‘tanks on the top of the building by a pipe which opens into the 
pan, and is so arranged by meatis of what is termed a trap, that 
‘when thé patient opens the! door to enter the, water closét a cur- 
‘rent of water passes into the “рап, and when һе opens thé door 
‘to'leave it. another-cutrent: passes into it-and: carries off the de- 
posit he has left behind him. 
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іп ае. Asylums which I visited:the supply of water.is furn- 
ished to the building by. means of four large water tanks, holding 
together five thousand gallons, and placed in the dome of.the. 
centre building, which are best when made of sheet iron. : In, 
addition to the large tanks there is a small tank holding five hun- 
dred gallons, placed in each of the wings of. the building below 
the level of the large tanks, so as to be filled by them, in which 
water is heated by a steam pipe for bathing purposes. Pe 

From the large tanks two pipes ‘are carried from the top to the 
bottom of the centre building, on the inside of the wall, thence 
under ground to £he' reservoir spring or fountain, from which the - 
water is to be derived. To the ends of the pipes a double action 
pump is fixed, which forces the water in strong currents into the 
large tanks by méans of steam or horse power, steam, I think, is 
preferable, for the reason that it might be used for the tripple’ pur- 
pose of pumping, heating water in wash house and propelling 
machinery in-a work-shop. At the Bloomingdale Asylum, near 
the city of New York, fifteen hundred gallons per hour are 
forced to an elevation of seventy feet by the means of a small 
steam engine. At the Pennsylvania Insane Hospital the eleva- 
fion is about the.same, and the same results are secured in about | 
double the time by the power-of two horses. Either method is 
cheap, the cost of all necessary steam apparatus would not ex- 
ceed one thousand dollars, whilst that of horse power would not 
perhaps reach half that amount. In an Asylum having two 
hundred inmates, it is estimated that the daily amount of water 
used, is four thousand gallons, all of which, except what is used 
fordrinking and culinary purposes, passes through the water, 
closets, and is chargeable to the account of drainage. | 

For warming large buildings, three methods are now in use. 
The first, by what is termed the dry air furnace. The second, 
by the heat reflected from cast iron pipes, four inches in diame- 
ier, extended through a cold air chamber, through which a. con- 
stant current of boiling water is made to pass. The third, by 
the heat reflected from ranges of wrought iron pipes, heated by. 
steam. "The second and third methods are fast superceding the 
first, on account of the more healthful and bland character of the 
heat produced. Тһе third methodis generally preferred to the 
second. A ЖИ КАК. 

At the Philadelphia Alms House, a building of immense mag- 
nitude, the Commissioners have determined to lay aside the dry- 
air furnaces, and have closed a contract to warm it by means of 
steam pipes, at a large cost. | Е 

The process of warming by steam pipes is exceedingly simple. 
Cold air chambers twelve feet wide and six.feet high are arrang- 
edin the cellar, and correspond through the length and breadth 
of the building with the corridors above. On each side of the 
cold air chamber, near the: ground, openings are made for the 
admission of ‘cold air, which in a; brick wall, would about corres- 
pond with leaving out every other brick, making the opening’ 
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about eight by ten inches. In the céritre of the:cellàr of thë cen. 
tre building, about four feet below the level of the air chamber 
four tubular boilers ате placed, two for each end of the house 
and one for each side of the cold air chamber. From each 
boiler, the steam is carried, by a pipe, into a hollow perpendicu- 
lar shaft, inside of thé: chamber from the shaft, and connected 
with it a range of eighteen three-fourth inch pipes: on each side, 
extend the whole length of the chambérs. The pipes аге about 
two inches apart, and extend from near the floor about half 
down the sides of the air chamber; by the transmission of steam 
the pipes are heated and the heat réflected from them is carried 
fo the differént parts of the building through flues in the walls, 
nine inches square, each story having its own set of flues, which 
terminate in circular openings, just above the floor іп the éorri- 
dors opposite to each of the small rooms and inside of the larger 
rooms. The circular openings are called registers, which are 
closed by doors made of iron fret work and move upon a revolv- 
ing disc, they open and shut by an easy and quick movement, so 
that the heat can be turned off or on at pleasure. The flues for 
the transmission of heat should be numerous, so as to insure the 
requisite degree of heat in extreme cold weather. For the pur- 
pose of ventilation, each room has a flue of the same size as the 
warming flue, which terminates and opens info the attic story or 
in common parlance the garrét loft. қ 

During my visit to the New Jersey State Asylum, I passed 
through the cold air chamber during the time the pipes were hot; 
while I was in the erect posture, the heat about the head and up- 
per part of the body was so great, that 1 was frequently forced 
to stoop below the range of the pipes; where I would meet a cur- 
rent of cool air about the temperature of the atmosphere outside 
of the building. From the boilers, pipes pass to the small tanks 
in the wings, through which the surplus steam escapes, and by 
which, the tanks are kept constantly full of hot water. Аз the 
steam in the warming pipes is reduced to water, itis returned 
through a pipe for that purpose to the boilers. АП the pipe 
used in the New Jersey Asylum, for the purposes of warming and 
distributing the water to the different parts of the building, is 
made of wrought iron, and it is said, that it contains a sufficient 
number of feet to make five miles in length. I was unable to 
arrive at a very correct estimate of the fuel required to heat the 
boilers, but I think it may be safely set down at two cords of 
wood per day, during the three fall and winter months. 

But one of the Asylums which I visited is lighted with Gas, viz: 
the New Jersey State Asylum. The Gasometer in that establish- 
ment cost over four thousand dollars, and the annual expense of 
generating the Gas is about seven hundred dollars; it is the most 
expensive light, but the safest, and furnishes better light, two 
considerations sufficiently strong to induce its adoption, and in- 
рыно into the plans of all new Asylums of any mágnr 
tide. 
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І have allüdéd to-& workshop, airidea for which I din indébted 
to Mr. Sànuel D. Morgan, а member of your Board. . During my 
late visit tò the North, I frequently mentioned it. It was highly 
approved, and particularly by Dr. Stribling, the Superintendent 
of the Western Asylum of Virginia, who thought it would farn- 
ish a means much needed in all Asylums of affording amusement, 
recreation and exercise to the patients during the winter season. 
And it could be-made a source of profit, which would more than 
compensate for the expense of fitting up. In the cabinet kept at 
the Western Asylum of Virginia, thére is a piece of mechanism, 
which I do not think it would be in the power of human skill to 
surpass. A miniature ship, füllrigged, executed by án inmate of 
that institution, with no other instrument than a pocket knife, | 
In the same cabinet I saw many finie specimens of handicraft by 
the female inmates— many of the articles in bead: work and em- 
broidery most skillfully executed and of corisiderablé value. 

The drawings which are being executed by Maj. Heiman; will 
form part of this report, and are necessary to illustrate it. The 
modifications Г have suggested in the plan of the New Jersey 
Asylum, are the additions of a cross corridor to the first wing, 
and placing the second wing at right angles with the first, and 
constructing them with a corridor and single set of rooms. The 
modifications I have suggested in the- plan of the Provtlencé 
Asylum, consist of slight changes in the form of the building, 
which do not materially change the plan. j 

It may be, that one or the other of the drawings may meet the 
view of the Board, if not, the theory of building will be so pre- 
sented to the Board by them, as to give the fullest exercise to 
the taste and judgment of each member, which will result; І have 
no doubt, in the adoption of a plan without the smallest difficul- 


If the Commissioners conform to the Act of Assenibly, and 
commence the construction of a building to accommodate two 
hundred and fifty persons, an additional appropriation will be re- 
quired at the next or subsequent session of the Legislature. The 
instructions of the Act are plain and explicit, and it would be а 
reflection on the intelligence of the body which passed it, to pre- 
sume, that any calculation was made, that the amount appropri- 
ated would be sufficient to meet the object. The case would 
have been different if the Generally Assembly had appropriated 
forty thousand dollars to build an Asylum, without specifying 
the number to be accommodated. If the Commissioners had 
been able to obtain a site eighteen months ago, and had up to 
the present time, built a house capable of accommodating one _ 
hundred and twenty-five persons, with the forty thousand dol- 
lars appropriated, they would have done an act clearly contrary 
to the statute; but if the Commissioners had commenced the 
building of a house capable of accommodating two hundred and 
fifty persons, and exhausted the forty thousand dollars, the next 
Legislature would not have the shadow of a pretext to resist 
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further, appropriations to complete the work.: If the Commis. 
siopers had commenced the work іп May, 1848, the work would. 
have been considerably: advanced by this time, and the appropri- 
ation exhausted, The work ought to be commenced шт. Jul 
1849, three months before the meeting of the Legislature, under 
precisely the same views it would have been іп 1848—arrange- 
ments and dispositions ought to be made to.actively. apply the 
the amount now at the disposal of the Commissioners. To refer 
the Act to the next Legislature for interpretation, would be virtu., 
ally asking its repeal, and contributing to the failure of an enter- 
prise more noble than any other. It is far better to endeavor to 
dispel the fears of its success by firmly and resolutely rallying 
around its hopes and let the responsibility of failure rest upon 
future Legislatures, an event there is no reason to anticipate, 
Justice to the benevolent intentions of the last Leglslature, and 
the cause of humanity point out this as the course to be pur- 
sued. 

So soon as the plan is adopted, the building should by laid off, 
as the first work to be done will be an immense amount of exca- 
vation, a cellar being required under every part of the building. 
The work cannot be commenced so long as the site remains be- 
yond the absolute control -of the Commissioners. If the exca- 
vations are not made during the next fall, but little can be done 
the next year. The work of excavation, quarrying rock, and the 
" making of brick, should be going on at the same time; the brick 
maker ought to have the opportunity of making his yards and 
sheds, and collecting his fuel during the fall, so as to commence 
the work of making and burning early in.the spring; in addition, 
he should have under his control the clay thrown out in excavat- 
ing the cellars, if it should answer his purpose. ; 

The building will have to be carried up under the drawings and 
specifications of an Architect; for this service, l would recom- 
mend Maj. À. Heiman, who has both the skill and industry to per- 
form it; his services could be secured at a moderate rate, as it 
would not occupy his whole time or direct him entirely from other 
pursuits.

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REPORT. 
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To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 


In conformity with the provisions of the act of 1840, chap. 140. 
entitled “An act more effectually to provide for the collection of 
the publie revenue from delinquent officers,” the following state-

If such bank, at any time, оп lawful demand, du- 
ring the hours of business, between the hours of ten and 
three o’clock, at the place where апу of said circulatiug 
notes are made payable, fail or refuse to redeem the same - 
in the lawful money of the United States, the holder of such 
note, making such demand, may cause, the same to be pro- 
tested for non-payment by a notary public in the usual man- 
ner.

11. It shall be the duty of the Comptroller to cause the 
statement required to be made by this section, for Jan- ` 
uary of each year, to be published in a newspaper 
printed in the county or nearest the: county where the 
place of business of said bank is situated, and in a 
paper published at the seat of government; the ex- 
pense of which shall be paid by said bank. 

Sec. 19. Every such person or association may receive the 
annual interest accruing on the bonds or other securities: de- 
posited and transferred in trust for the redemption of their circu- 
lation, except the bonus hereinbefore reserved, unless default 
be made in paying said circulation, or unless in the opinion 
of the Comptroller, said deposite becomes an insufficient se- 
curity for the redemption aforesaid. 

The Comptroller may re-transfer the bonds or other secu- 
tities so deposited, upon receiving and cancelling an equal 
amount of the circulating notes, to secure the payment of 
which the deposite was made, if, in his opinion, the residue 
of the deposite is an ample security for the residue of said 
circulation. 

The business of every bank organized under this law, and 
all legal proceedings by and against the same, shall be con- 
ducted in the name assumed to distinguish it. And service 
of process upon the president thereof, or upon any officer 
conducting said. banking business, shall be sufficient. 

Ány association organized under this act may increase 
their capital to any sum not exceeding five hundred thous- 
and dollars, and the number of the associates at their pleas- 
ure; in which case, à memorandum thereof shall be execu- 
ted, registered and deposited in the same manner as is here- 
inbefore provided for the original memorandum of associa- 
tion. " 

SEC. 18. The bonds of the State of Tennessee, when de- 
posited as hereinbefore provided by the holders thereof, to avail 
themselves of the privilege herein. granted; shall thereafter 
become payable at Nashville, and likewise the annual inter- 
est accruing thereon. | 
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Sec. 14. The Legislature reserves the right to amend, alter, 
or repeal this in such manner however, as shall do no injur 
to the Corporators, nor destroy any vested rignt acquired by 
them—nor shall such repeal take away or impair any remedy 
which have been given against such company, its stock. 
holders or offices for any liability which shall have been in- 
curred. 


THE MAJORITY REPORT. 


— 


The joint Committee on Banks of the two houses of the Gener- 
al Assembly, to whom was referred “the billto authorize and regu- 
late the business of banking,” have had the same under considera- 
tion, and after mature deliberation; return it to the Houses, with 
the recommendation that it be passed. 

The great importance of a subject so intimately connected with 
the interests of the people in all the various departments of trade 
and labor, requires of the committee a brief statement of the rea- 
sons, Which influenced them in arriving at their conclusions. 

They are deeply impressed with the opinion, that the power to 
furnish a paper currency, by the grant of exclusive privileges to 
corporate bodies, ought not to be exercised without due caution 
and deliberation; and that every precaution, (consistent with the 
legitimate rights of the corporators,) should be used to secure the 
people from imposition and loss, and to furnish to them, a good and 
safe currency, free from the great injuries which have been inflict- 
ed by the failure of banks, and the consequent depreciation of bank 
paper, and not liable at one period to encourage speculation by its 
excesses, and at another, to oppress honest industry by its contrac- 
tions. 

The system of banking as heretofore understood and pursued in 
this State, is liable to many and great abuses. A charter once 
granted, confers on the corporators vested rights, while the rules, 
and restrictions under which they exercise the privilege, are often 
times in effect, merely directory. The Legislature has great diffi- 
culty in ascertaining, or restraining, the excesses into which they 

тап. The credit of the institution depends mainly on the charac- 
ter and standing of its managers, and the note holder has no secu- 
rity, other than his confidence in their honesty and capacity. All 
the assets and resources of such corporations are left in their ров- 
session, and subject to their control, and there is no means, by which 
they can be made to-feel that their first and greatest duty is to the 
people. It has been too often the case, that they have been sedu- 
ced by the temptations of gain from the strict path of duty, and ex- 
tended their issues far beyond their means of redemption, so that in 
almost every instance, where public confidence has been shaken, or 
Withdrawn, they have been compelled either to suspend or go into 
bankruptcy. Their only principle of vitality is public confidence. 
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Withdraw that and they cease to exist; and the bill holder who ofall 
their creditors, ought to be the first secured, has to submit to the 
discount of a broker, or is delayed in the payment of his just 
demand, until it has become worthless, by depreciation. When 
guided by intelligence, and honesty, and confined to their legitimate 
business, these banks answer the purposes of their creation well 
enough; and had we assurance that they would in every instance, 
be so managed, there would be no great reason to complain. It ig 
then against the blunders of the ignorant, the ingenious devices 
and cunning arts of the fraudulent, that we must guard by strict 
rules and heavy penalties; and it is difficult to see how such rules 
and penalties can be incorporated into this system, without entire- 
ly destroying it. 

The system of banking here proposed is free from all these ob- 
jections. If publie confidence be essential to the prosperous exis- 
tence of all monied corporations, the committee know of no means 
better calculated to secure that confidence, and to fix it on a basis, 
not to be shaken by slight derangements in the currency, or ru- 
mored insolvency, than the faith and credit of the State, pledged to 
the redemption of every dollar of circulation. 

The great principle of ample security for currency, is not now 
for the first time advanced. ‘This bill has nothing of novelty in it. 
The system embraced by it has been amply tested in one of the 
most commercial States of the Union, and experience has proven, 
that while it affords to the capitalist a fair remuneration for his in- 
vestment, it gives to the people a sound, safe and reliable currency, 
not liable to sudden contractions and expansions, and affords, to 
that portion of the community, who by common usage are compel- 
led to become its creditors, a sure guaranty that allits notes can 
and will be faithfully redeemed. A security more desirable than 
mere confidence in the managers, more reliable than paid up cap- 
italleft in their possession, and under their control; more ample 
than pledges of real estate, or individual liability. All these have 
been fully tested, and found to offer no security. The facilities 
which stockholders who are individually liable have in transfering, 
and concealing their property, and the delay, and expense incident 
to enforcing that liability, render it altogether nugatory. The 
pledge of real estate is equally valueless as the long and protract- 
ed proceedings incident upon the investigation of titles, and fore- 
closure of mortgages produces a delay which to the note holder, is 
little better than total insolvency. Paid up capital, when left in the 
possession, and under the control of those who pay it, is no securi- 
іу ағай. Itis at all times liable to be withdrawn, and the tempta- 
tion to withdraw it, when itcan be more profitably employed, 1s not 
always resisted. 

The capital, required by this bill to be deposited as the basis of a 
paper circulation, is entirely free from these objections. It is easily 
convertible into cash without loss or delay. Nor is it left in the 
custody of those, who might from motives of interest, divertitfrom 
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its legitimate object. , But the distinguishing feature of this system, 
і-“аларіе security to the bill holder, entirely beyond the reach of 
the stockholder.” It is capital paid in, to the full extent of the is- 
sues, secured in the most safe and absolute manner, by a deposit in 
the custody of a public officer, who holds it in trust for the redemp- 

- tion of the circulation, and the consequent security of the note hold- 
er, and heavy penalties are to be inflicted on him, ifhe issues notes 
to à greater amount than the securities filed. The avenues of in- 
formation, are so completely opened to this officer, that. he with or- 
dinary diligence, will at any time be able to acquaint the public 
with the character, condition, and credit of the bank. 

The committee repeat—that this system is based on capital, cap- 
ital paidin, although not in the legal tender of the country, yet by 
a prudent exercise of the bond issuing power, can in every respect 
be made its equal; thus imparting to the State stock a new quality 
and giving to the-public debt, which now hangs so heavily upon our 
treasury, and withits annual foreign drain of interest, is eating into 
the substance of the people, the principle of activity, that of creat- 
ing and supporting the currency of the country, a currency which 
may at all times be relied upon bythe note holder. While he, the 
note holder, being so interested in sustaining the credit of the State, 
pledged for the redemption of the State bonds. There can be no 
apprehension of repudiation. Thus honesty and interest are made 
to harmonize. 

The committee believe, that the adoption of this system, will have 
a salutary effect upon the finances of the State, by increasing the 
value of the State bonds, and arresting the drain of foreign inter- 
est. At present these bonds are much depreciated, and but a small 
amount is held by citizens of ourown State. Urgentappeals, will 
probably be made to increase the amount of State bonds, in aid of 
great, and important works of internal improvement. It is there- 
fore highly important, that they should be made to command their 
par value. Should they be worth less than their par value, either 
the State or the enterprise to subserve which they are issued, must 
sustain a direct loss, equal to the amount of the depreciation. 
The effect of this bill necessarily increases their value, and may 
cause them to be worth a premium. Their value is increased, be- 
cause they become the basis of banking, and afford the profits there- 
upon in addition to the interest payable upon them by the State. 
This additional profit, to the holder of the State bonds, redounds to 
the benefit of the State. The holder cannot make an excess of 
profit, beyond the true value of capital, because the amount of pro- 
fits, acting op the value of the bonds, enhances their price, which 
the State wil receive. The tendency will, also, be,to stop the 
drain of interest payable abroad. A home demand for State bonds 
Will be created, which will absorb all that have been issued, and all 
that will be required for the present objects of internal improve- 
ments, while the interest upon them, instead of being paid abroad, 
may be paid here and to our own citizens. ltisreasonable to sup- 
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pose, that capital now employed, in shaving operations, and Шера], 
and usurious loans, will be diverted from that deservedly unpopular 
business, and be invested in State bonds, and employed under the 
provisions of this bill. Instead of going abroad to sell the State. 
bonds, it may be reasonably expected that much capital at home 
will be invested in them, because capital invested under this bill 
will find its true level—neither more nor less. -When we consider 
' that the individual faith and credit of every citizen of the State, із 
pledged through his representatives to the payment of these bonds, 
and consequently to the redemption of the circulation based upon 
them; we see at once, a strong motive for the Legislature, to use 
great prudence, in the exercise of the bond issuing power, and at 
all times, to limit the public debt, to an amount which may be re- 
quired as the basis of a sound paper circulation, otherwise there 
would be great danger of lessening the value of the securities de- 
posited, to the detriment of the public credit, and hazard of loss to 
the note holder. 

Thus it will be seen, that an individual, or an association, bank- 
ing under this plan, having all their issues for circulation, endorsed 
and registered by the Comptroller, and being limited in their issues 
to the amount of the deposites; can never increase the currency at 
their pleasure; but the same is altogether under the controlof the 
legislature, who can prevent the evils of an inflated currency, so 
apt to be produced by banking corporations not under such control. 
As the resources of our State shall become more developed, by the 
improvements now in progress, the value of property will be en- 
hanced, manufactories will spring up, and our commerce will be 
greatly enlarged; an increase of banking capital will then be re- 
quired, when the legislature can with safety direct the issuance of 
State bonds in aid of other important objects of improvement. 
Thus the great system of internal improvement and the currency 
will move on in harmony, the one with the other; while the appre- 
hension on the part of the legislature of enlarging the public debt 
beyond the convenient means of paying it, will restrain the excesses 
of both. Education will also come in for a full share of the bene- 
fits. The bonus reserved by this bill for the use of commorrschools, 
would bring a handsome accession to that fund. | 

The interests of the corporator are amply secured under this 
bill; sound regulations are prescribed as to the property he may 
hold, the internal government of his bank, and the officers of the 
same is left to himself, and those with whom he may be associated, 
80 that when managed by intelligent, honest and prudent men, 
and confined to its legitimate business, it will be certain to return @ 
fair remuneration for the capital and labor employed.” | 

Nor сап he, when we consider the legitimate objects of banking 
corporations, complain of the conditions to be performed by him, 
under the provisions of this bill. The committee understand that 
object to be, the concentration of capital, to be loaned on favorable 
terms, to those who need it in the prosecution of their business, and 
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who pay а reasonable interest for the use of it. The banker must 
remember that these institutions and the circulation which they 
issue, add nothing to the aggregate wealth of the country, that 
consists alone in the surplus products of the industrial pursuits of 
its citizens. · All national and commercial debts are discharged by 
the exchange of such products. Banks are established as a matter 
of convenience to industry and trade, and the loss incident to bank 
failures, generally falls on those who are least able to bear it. 

The capitalists who alone enjoys this prerogative, ought not, 
therefore, to complain, that they, in consideration’ of the privi- 
leges granted, should be required to give the most ample and satis- 
factory security to the bill holders. ' 

These are some of the reasons which influenced the committee in 
arriving at their conclusion, and are, with the bill, respectfully sub- 
mitted to the consideration of the House.

THE MINORITY REPORT. 
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The subscribers being a minority of the Joint Committee on 
Banks—and unable to concur with the majority, in recommend- 
ing the passage of the Bill to authorize and regulate the business 
of banking, beg leave to submit е reasons which operate upon 
their minds inducing them to withhold their assent to its passage. 

The Bill provides that any person or association of persons 
owning one hundred thousand dollars in bonds of the State of 
Tennessee, or seventy-five thousand dollars of said bonds, to- 
gether with twenty-five thousand dollars of stocks or funded debts 
of the United States, may deposite the same with the Comptroller 
and therefor receive from him alike amount of notes to be used 
as money in the usual banking operations of the country. The 
bonds deposited are to be held in trust for the ultimate redemp- 
tion of the notes so used and the bank so formed, is prohibit- 
ed from having on hand for the space of twenty days to- 
gether, in specie, less than ten: per cent. of its circulation, all 
judgments or decrees against said bank shall be satisfied alone 
out of the property of the same. The person or persons making 
such deposite, to be a corporation with such name as may be 
chosen and to continue until such time as the bank may de- 
signate. 

These constitute some of the leading features of the bill. With 
a single exception in one act of legislation, such a wholesale 
proposition to create banks has no precedent. | 

If the bonds of the State already issued shall be made the 
bases of banks under this bill the number may be thirty, and for 
every additional hundred thousand dollars that may be hereafter 
issued, an additional bank may be added to the list; under such 
an operation the Bill promises to become a most prolific generator 
of banking institutions. If the majority of the Committee, had 
not appealed to the experience of New York, in support of the 
Bill, the undersigned would have characterized the proposition as 
something novel. With due deference to the opinions of the ma- 
jority, they cannot concur with them in yielding a controlling in- 
fluence to the precedent referred to in New York. That State 
has become somewhat celebrated for her experiments in matters 
of banks and currency, and after all her other schemes have ex- 
ploded, she has but recently entered upon the experiment of free 
banking. Like most of her other projects of the kind, its com- 
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mencement has. been heralded to the’ world as signally successful, 
but as yet, its probation has been too short to justify us in relying 
upon it as a controlling precedent. | - 

It will be ample time to quote the result when the system shall 
have been subjected to one of those severe commercial revulsions 
which visit our country periodically, and make wrecks of thous- 
ands of mushroom banks, which had sprung up and flourished in 
times -of plenty and prosperity. 


.Regarding the system proposed as a mere experiment, the un-. 


dersigned are unwilling to see the State embark in it, unless some 
pressing necessity for hazarding so much could be shown. No 
such necessity has been shown, and they respectfully suggest that 
none such exists. Itis certainly true that we now have as much 
banking capital in our State, as can be profitably employed, it 
may not be as well distributed for profit and convenience as it 
should be, but this evil may be easily remedied by the present 
banks or by the Legislature. о | 

Our currency is certainly as good as any that the proposed sys- 
tem could furnish. 

The notes of all our present banks circulate freely, and no want 
of confidence exists as to their ability promptly to redeem them. 

. Where then is the necessity for additional banks. The under- 
signed can cónceive of none, nor have the majority undertaken to 
show any. Under such circumstances, a proposition which may re- 
sult іп аз many banks as we have counties, deserves to be most 
critically scrutinized, before it receives the sanction of the Legis- 
lature. 

The majority ofthe committee have stated with clearness and 


force the objections which obtain to the existing system of banking, . 
in the truthfulness of these strictures we fully concur; but we cannot 


concur in the opinion expressed by the majority, that the proposed 
bill avoids those objections. The bill under consideration seems to 
be based upon the supposition, that if the redemption of the circu- 
lation of a bank ‘is made. certain, all the evils of banking will be 
remedied. Weagree that the security of the note holders is an ob- 
ject of primary importance, and that the pledge of the State bonds 


for that purpose furnishes as reliable a basis for their security 


аз сап well be adopted.. But this does not remove the evils grow- 
ing out of the alternate contractions and expansions of the cur- 
rency on which the majority have commented with much force; 
these are evils to which the banks provided for in Ше bill, will be 
peculiarly liable. Thesé banks will be authorized to have а circu- 
lation equal to the full amount of their capital stocks, and yet they 
are only required to keep on hand specie to the amount of ten per 
cent. of their capital. A wider range for contraction and expan- 
sion could not be devised by any bank. Heretofore it has been 
supposed that no bank was safe whose circulation was more than 
three to one for its specie; but under the new system it seems to be 
regarded as sufficient, if the proportion be ten to one. 
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How long a bank could stand with a circulation of ninety thousand 
dollars, with only ten thousand of specie, we need not stop to calcu. 
late. But this objection to the billis not yet fully stated. The 
State bonds deposited with the Comptroller to be held in trus 
for the indemnity of the note holders; they are made the pre. 
ferred creditors, and properly so, but they aré not the only creditors 
ofabank. What indemnity is provided for depositors and check 
holders; these creditors are wholly unprovided for in the bill, ey. 
cept.as they may Бе indemnified out of the assets not pledged to 
the note holders. The only security which all other creditors, ex- 
сері the note holders have under the bill, is the honesty and fideli- 
ty of the officers of the bank. Every objection, therefore, which 
exists against the present banking system, exists with equal force 
against the proposed system. The bill expressly exempts the in- 
dividual property of the corporators from liability for the debts of 
the corporation; to the undersigned, this is a most serious objection. 
If such liability is not necessary as to the note holders, as is strong- 
ly maintained by the majority of the committee, it does not follow, 
thatitis not necessary for the security of other creditors. The 
majority have contended with great: eartnestness, that the note 
holders should have some better security than the honesty and in- 
tegrity of the managers of the bank; with the same earnestness we 
insist, that the depositors and other creditors should have better 
security than the mere integrity and honesty of the managers of 
the bank, and Ма: better security should be the individual liability 
of the stockholders. They may seek to escape from it by fraudu- 
lent transfers. of their property, but we have ample remedies 
against all such attempts. Itis provided in the bill, that any per- 
son, or association of persons, may have the privilege of banking 
in our State, provided the requisite amount of bonds is deposited 
with the Comptroller. The majority of the committee have stated 
with truth, that the passage of the bill will have a tendency to ap- 
preciate our State bonds, much the larger portion of these bonds 
are now held by citizens or corporationsin the eastern states. 

Under the bill, the holders can come to Tennessee, and for every 
hundred thousand dollars ean commence abank. The inducement 
to do this is powerful—they will not only continue to draw the in- 
terest on the bonds from our treasury, but from their banking ope- 
rations they will draw in addition, some seven or eight per cent. 
in profits, making the handsome sum of twelve or thirteen per cent. 
on their capital, instead of the five per cent. they now make. 

With such inducements held out by the bill, it can be determined 
whether our own citizens would enjoy the benefits of the system, or 
foreigners. . The interest on the bonds will continue to be drained 
from our State, and in addition the profits made upon banking. 
If we are correctly informed, the million of six per cent. bonds issued 
to raise the capital of our State bank are all held by one company 
in New York, upon these bonds, that company can start ten banks 
in our State, and instead of drawing from us annually sixty 
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thousand. dollars as at present, they may draw annually one hun- 
dred and twenty thousand. The majority of the Committee have 
supposed that our State would be greatly benefitted from the fact, 
that the interest on our bonds, would hereafter be payable at home, 
we think the falacy of this argument has been fully exposed.’ 

But it becomes us to look to the consequences if the bonds should 
be purchased from the foreign holders, and be made the bases of 
banking corporations. The people of the State have a deep inter- 
est in sustaining our State bank. | 

They rely upon it for the means of paying the interest оп our 
State bonds, and of raising a fund for annual distribution to com- : 
mon schools. | | 

It is too palpable to require argument—that an increase of bank- 
ing capital would materially diminish the profits of the State 
bank. This is a result for which we could receive no compensa- 
tion іп the adoption of the new system, but in addition to this, 16. 
is our true policy. to purchase as many of the bonds of the State - 
as the means of the bank will command. This policy has been 
pursued until the bank now holds nearly four hundred thousand 
dollars of her bonds. If the adoption of the new system should 
appreciate the bonds, as it no doubt would, this policy would at 
once cease. The majority of the Committee urge the passage of 
the Bill, with the view of appreciating our bonds, having an eye 
to the bonds that may be hereafter issued in carrying on works of 
internal improvement. 

This view of the subject deserves a most careful consideration. 
If we understand the argument it is this: А system of Internal 
improvements cannot be prosecuted except by the aid of the 
State, in the use of her credit. То increase our present debt 
might depreciate our State credit, so that our bonds would not 
be available—to avoid this, a market for the bonds is to be crea- 
ted at home, by this bill, and the bonds are to be appreciated by 
the inducement held out of getting the interest on them, and in 
addition of getting the profits to be derived from banking upon 
them. “Тһе doctrine that a national debt is a national blessing,” 
was never before presented in a more captivating form. The State 
is deficient in credit, and, therefore, cannot go into debt. To 
remedy the evil, and enable her to contract indebtedness for the 
public good, a license to bank freely is offered to all the money 
dealers and shavers who will agree to take the evidences of this 
indebtedness at par value. By the scheme the State will secure 
the blessings of a system of internal improvements, and the peo- 
ple, the blessings flowing from this new species of banking ac- 
companied by: a large debt and taxation sufficient to pay the 
interest. 

The project appears to the undersigned to be deficient in one 
important particular, whilst it is admirably calculated to help the 
State to go in debt. It provides no means of paying either prin- 
cipal or interest. According to the argument of the majority, 
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capitalists will be induced by the bill to seek an investment of . 
their money in State bonds, and to supply this demand for bonds. | 
the State will be required to embark in internal improvements. 
A combination between capitalists who look to the banking privil- 
eges, and the real friends of internal improvements, will be the 
result—and a system of wilde and extravagant schemes, connect- 
ed with banking privileges will follow. | 

The ultimate practical effect of the bill will be to induce com. 
panies to procure charters for roads, not with a view of improv- 
ing the country, but for the purpose of getting State bonds, on 
which’ to commence banking. | 

Our past experience has been worth nothing if it does not teach 
us to guard with vigilance against the disastrous consequences of 
such a system. 

These are. some of the reasons which prevent the undersigned 
from concurring in the recommendation of the majority of the 
Committee.

Gentlemen of the Senate: 


І have had the honor to receive a copy of certain resolutions 
passed by your honorable body on the 19th day of November, in 
the words following, to wit: a 

* Resolved, 'That the Comptroller be instructed to report to the 
Senate the probable amount of receipts and disbursements for

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That the Senate may be placed in possession of all the avail- 
able information on the subject, and of the data upon which have 
been predicated the foregoing estimates of receipts from Sheriffs 
and Collectors, Tabular Statetments, showing the value of pro- 
perty and number of Polls returned for taxation forthe year 1849, 
are herewith appended. The list of returns from the several 
counties is complete with one exception. From these, it will be 
seen, that the gross levy upon property and polls, for the current 
year, amounts to one hundred and seventy-eight thousand seven 
hundred and seventeen dollars and forty-two cents.

nine per cent. as the average cost of collection, and incidental losses

It is presumed, from the high prices which many of our staple 
commodities now command, and the general tone of the trade 
and business of the country, that the’ returns, for the year 1850, 
will show a decided increase in the estimated value of taxable pro- 
perty, and, consequently, aproportionate increase in the revenues 
therefrom. A comparison of the aggregate amount and value of 
property subjected to taxation for the years 1848 and 1849, goes, 
not only to sustain this opinion, but to disclose some interesting 
and important facts. In 1848, the total number of acres of land 
returned for taxation was 21,737,309, valued at $66,414,771. ` In ` 
1849, the total number of acres returned is 23,157,022, valued at 
$77,942,496. Increase in quantity 1,419,713 acres—increase in 
value $11,527,725. In 1848, the total value of town lots was 
stated at 11,448,429 dollars—in 1849, the total value of town lots 
is stated at 12,342,882 dollars—increase in value 894,458 dollars. 
In 1848, the total number of slaves given in for taxation was 99,- 
994, valued at 46,740,829 dollars. In 1849, the total number of 
slaves given in for taxation is 107,220, valued at 51,413,480 dol- 
lars—increase in number of slaves 7,226—increase in value 4,- 
672,661 dollars.

The foregoing statement, it will be observed, does not include 
the Revenues due from the counties of Fentress, Hancock, War- | 
ren and Obion. With the Clerks of the three first named coun. | 
ties, no settlements have yet been effected; and by an act passed 
January 25, 1848, the “Revenue to be collected in the county of 
Obion, for the years 1848, 1849 and 1850," was loaned to said 
county for the purpose therein specified. 

It will also be observed. that the payments from the county of 
Davidson, on account of licensed privileges:for the past fiscal | 
year, have fallen unusually short—an explanation of which is 
deemed not unnecessary. On application, I learn from the Coun- 
iy Court Clerk that many of the large dealers in merchandise 
renewed their licenses just before the revenue law of 1848, went 
into operation. Upon the expiration of the licenses thus obtain- 
ed, these merchants gave bonds as required by the law of 1848 
which have not yet matured; and, consequently, no account of 
purchases, made by them for the past year, has been rendered to 
the Clerk. It is believed by that officer that his collections for the 
year ending first of September, 1850, will not fall much, if any, 
below thirty thousand dollars—which, added to the sums collected 
and collectable, for the years 1849 and 1850, “under existing rev- 
enue laws,” will make up the sum of two hundred thousand dol- 
lars, hereinbefore stated as likely to accrue from Clerks of the 
County Courts. '

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REPORT. 


To the Honorable Legislature of Tennessee, now in session. 


In presenting their third Biennial Report to your Honorable 
body, the Trustees for the Tennessee Institution for the instruc- 
tion of the Blind, would premise; that its presentation has been 
delayed much longer than they intended at the commencement of 
your present session. 

This delay has been the result of no want of interest on their 
part, in the benevolent duties assigned them, or of disrespect to 
your Honorable body; but of a variety of causes, the principal of 
which, was the deranged condition of the Institution after its late 
ravages by the cholera, and the necessity of new exertions to com- 
mence again its multiplied operations. 

You will learn from the Report of our present Principal, Mr. 
Whelan, herewith submitted, that during the past summer the re- 
signation of his ofice was accepted by your Board. In thus act- 
ing, he was mainly influenced by the impaired health of Mrs. 
Whelan, intending to travel with her, with a view to its restora- 
tion. On accepting his resignation, Mr. J. G. Berry, a gentleman 
highly qualified for the station, was selected in the room of Mr. 
Whelan. He had, however, but scarcely entered on the duties of 
his station, before he was removed by cholera—an event greatly 
deplored by your Board, and by all who had learned to appreciate 
his worth. 

After his decease, with that of many others of the Institution, 
no suceessor for some months was appointed in his stead. During 
those months, its surviving pupils were sent abroad, and silence 
reigned in the late habitation of their sounds of melody. On the 
restoration: of Веа to, our city, it was deemed expedient,to 
call home our scattered pupils; and to renew the facilities of their

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former means of instruction. And in order to this, the selection 
of a Principal to succeed the departed one, was the first step ne- 
«essary to betaken. Our selection was soon made, for our former 
Principal, Mr. Whelan, was still among us, to whom we again 
tendered the station; and who, the main cause of his resignation 
having been removed, was induced to accept it—thus affording re- 
b evidence of his ardent devotion to the improvement of the 
Blind. 

In the month of October, the School was again re-organized un- 
der his superintendence, and is now, once more, in successful oper- 
ation. Kor information respecting the Institution in its past coursé 
of instruction, and the results apparent therefrom, we: would re- 
spectfully refer you to the report of Mr. Whelan, a synopsis of 
which will be submitted for your consideration. . It is believed by 
your Board, that for the time its remaining pupils have been favor- 
ed withits means of improvement, they will'favorably compare, both 
as to the variety and extent of their acquisitions, with those of 
any other similar Institution in our whole land. And for the sin- 
cerity of this belief, they are entirely willing to have them exam- 
ined individually under any course of competent trial, calctlated 
to exhibit their real proficiency in the several branches of learning 
to which they have been attending. Мог in connexion with this 
avowal, can they forbear expressing the hope, «that before the end 
of your present session, it will comport with your convenience, to 
judge for yourselves of their success in prosecuting their respec- 
tive studies, by having them personally before you, for your indi- 
vidual and specialexamination. Notthat we would insinuate, that 
all our pupils have been individually alike successful in their several 
courses of study, but that allowing for the usual disparities of in- 
tellectual and industrial developements of character, more or less 
apparent in all schools, no scholars on the whole, have been more 
successful than ours, in the attainment of an education at once 
thorough and available—requisites, without which no education is 
of any solid or practical importance, And here we would re- 
spectfully call the attention of your Honorable body to the con- 
sideration of some matters, touching the present and future inter- 
ests of our Institution, which we deem of radical importance. 
And in specifying these matters in detail, we would arrange them 
as follows, viz: (7 

The purchase of a lot on which to erect a suitable building 
for the aecommodation of all the unfortunate blind, within the 
limits of our whole commonwealth, who can be induced to avail 
themselves of its means of instruetion. From the showing of our 
. last census, no less than 250 of this pitiable class are enumerated, 

as living within the bounds of Tennessee. And from further re- . 
searches instituted since 1840, itis believed, that at this period, 
the number of such sufferers, will not fall much below the start- > 
ling aggregate of 400. Of this large number, ‘it would doubtless 
be a fair estimate to presume, that, at least one third of them, are 
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within the proper age to enter a blind Institution, and to Бе large- 
ly benefitted by its almost indispensable facilities of instruction. 

Now, it must be evident to your Honorable body, that with our 
present contracted building, for the use of which we have the sum 
of $400 to pay, it would be impossible for us to accommodate even 
a tithe of the number ‘above indicated. If, therefore, in your 
benevolent sympathies for this’ pre-eminently afflicted class of 
suffering humanity, you would extend to them that which alone 
‘can tend, through the blessing of Providence, to render their pre-_ 
sent existence a source of comparative enjoyment, and not an in- 
tolerable burden, (we mean the cultivation of their minds,) how 
can you more truly express those sympathies, and respond to one 
of the most ennobling ends of your high trust, than by the enact- 
ment of such a bill as shall at least prepare the way, for & con- 
summation so absolutely required—the erection of an edifice suf- 
ficiently large and commodious for all the poor blind children of 
your great State of Tennessee—for they are generally not only 
blind, but extremely poor. 

In order that you may more fully understand the imperative 
need under which we labor,in regard to such a building, we would 
again respectfully refer you to the statements of our worthy Prin- 
cipalin relation thereto. | | | 

And while referring you to his recital of the many disadvan- 
tages, under which we are obliged at present to struggle, we would 
especially call your marked attention to the difficulties growing 
out of the existing exigencies of our mechanical department—a 
department, of pre-eminent importance to those of our pupils, 
whose circumstances in life make it positively necessary for their 
future maintenance, that they should be well versed in one or 
. more of the various branches of handicraft. 

In reference to the amount necessary to enable us to procure а 
lot, on which to erect a suitable edifice, we would not presume to 
specify any particular sum, inasmuch, as we would refrain from 
any course having even the semblance of dictation, and, more- 
over, аз itis a matter so necessarily within the scope of your own 
individual sense of responsibility to your several constituencies. 

But we would barely intimate, that taking into consideration the 
benevolent action of other States in providing for the education 
of their Blind—together with the liberal bounty granted already 

in part, to the sister Institution at Knoxville, for the Deaf and 
Dumb:—these and other facts, connected with our noble State, have 
led us to anticipate, not only that your benevolence in a cause 
so affecting, will be equal that of other States—but will at least, be 
equal, if no more, to that liberality which one. branch of your leg- 
islative body has already manifested towards the Institution at 
Knoxville. In correspondence-with the sentiments expressed in 
our last report, it is again our pleasing privilege, to reaffirm the 
expression of, our united thanks-to the, Lady Managers, who have 
been associated with us in the ' management of the Institution 
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committed to their, and our joint care. Their habitual readiness 
to perform all their appropriate duties—to ascertain from time to 
time the wants of its domestic department—to provide for such 
wants when ascertained—and in general, to minister by their 
prompt and affectionate assiduities to all its cases of destitution 
and.of distress; have not only claimed our gratitude, -but also tend- 
ed greatly to soften and improve the personal welfare and happi- 
ness of all its truly dependant inmates. · WE 

Nor can we forbear in this connexion to advert to the obliga- 
tions, under which we have been placed to one of our city physi- 
cians, Dr. Robert Martin, for his unwearied efforts, both during 
the prevalence of the cholera, and throughout all other instances 
of affliction, in ministering by his skillful and’ gratuitous atten- 
tions to all the cases of illness, with which the pupils have been 
from time to time attacked. . oan | 

In conclusion, we would: reiterate the conviction expressed by 
us to the members of the last Legislature, which was, that in or- 
der to the more perfect management of our financial department, 
it would be advisable on your part, either to appoint some two or 
three secular gentlemen to be associated with us, or as we now 
think, to commit the whole management of the Institution alone, 
to gentlemen, ‘whose superior qualifications would not only 
enable them to control said department to the best advantage, 
but whose time could be more conveniently given to it, than that 
of clergymen constantly more or less occupied in the performance 
of their pastoral duties. 

Indeed, it is our individual persuasion, that it would far more 
advanée the interests of the Institution in all its combined objects 
of usefulness, for its Board of Trustees to be all composed of sec- 
ular financial gentlemen, and for a like number of the clergy 
of our city to be designated as a Board of Visitors, whose duty it 
should be to visit the School, at least, monthly, in order to the ex- 
amination of its pupils, and the promotion of their intellectual, 
moral, and religious well-being. |

GENTLEMEN: 

The teachers entursted with the education of the pupils in 
this Institution, have abundant reason to be gratified with the.re- 
sults of their labors. The regular course of studies has been fre- 
quently broken by the changes of Instructors, and other unavoid- 
able interruptions, yet, the progress of the students has been alike 

- honorable to them and their teachers. The labors of both, have, 
however, been rendered tedious and difficult, by the want-of suit- 
able apparatus for illustration Яп the branches of science. » 

The following is a, list of the studies pursued in the school since 
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my last report:—Spelling, with definitions; Reading; Grammar, 
Mental and Written Arithmetic; Geography; History; Natural His- 
tory; Biography; Algebra; Geometry; Natural Philosophy; Chem- 
istry; and Music, vocal and instrumental. The ordinary studies 
have been directed by Mr. Joseph Ramsey until his resignation, 
and subsequently by Mr. J. G. Berry until his death by cholera, 
during the last summer. The Musical Department has been un- 
der the judicious and able management of Mr. Edward King, and 
is a constant source of pleasure and enjoyment to most if not to 
all of our pupils, and it is confidently hoped that it will afford. to 
many of them a means of support after leaving the Institution. 
The progress of the pupils in this delightful. art is perhaps,. the 
best commendation that can be offered on the services of Mr. 
King, and the strongest evidence of the talent and industry of our 
pupils.

Handicraft employment must necessarily constitute a large ele- 
ment in the instruction of the blind, since upon its aid most of 
them must depend for their future subsistence. It is to be regret- 
ted therefore; that for want of a house adapted to our circum- 
stances, we have been able to do very little in this department— 
beyond. the making of coarse brushes and segars. It is to be 
hoped, that the munificence of our Legislature will soon supply 
us, not only with suitable school apparatus, but also a building, 
grounds, and shops, by which the wants of this class of our fel- 
low-citizens may be met and supplied. `

The health of our school generally, has not been as good as is 
usual. This is doubtless attributable among other causes, to con- 
finement in apartments too small for our purposes, the best that 
could be temporarily secured, but insufficient for our purposes; 
and want of grounds for exercise. The cholera overwhelmed us 
In desolation. The Principal was one among its first victims, and 
then in succession, the steward, his wife, three of the pupils, ‚ава 
зоте of the servants. The pupils and teachers were dispersed, 
and the school for a season, broken ир, We have however, reas- 
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sembled under favorable auspices, and we trust, under the nur- 
turing hand of our Legislature, with the blessing of God, that we 
shall fulfill the expectations of our fellow-citizens, regarding the 
unfortunate blind of our State. One of our greatest difficulties, 
and cause of the smallness of the number we have had under o 
charge, is the difficulty of inducing the blind to avail themselves 
of the advantages of the school. They must be individually hunt- 
ed up, exborted, and coaxed, and even then itis bard to win them 
unless we can exhibit before them practical demonstrations of 
the benefit they may derive. We have not been able to do much 
of this work. Therefore our numbers have been comparatively 
small. А 

It is earnestly hoped that in addition to their usual аррѓорма- 
tions, the Legislature will this year give us the means to purchase 
grounds and build a suitable house. Other states have done thus 
much for their blind, and why may not Tennessee? In other 
charities she is behind none of her sisters. Itis believed that in 
this, she is now prepared to act with liberality. 

1 submit the following statement of what other states have done 
for the blind. | 
Act passed by the Legislature of Pennsylvania, 1833 and 1834, 
section 4. “То aid the funds of the said Institution, the Governor 
is hereby authorized and required to draw his warrant on the State | 
Treasurer, in favor of the said President of the said Institution, for 
the sum of ten thousand dollars immediately; and moreover, shall 
draw his warrant on the State Treasurer, in favor of the said 
President, for the further sum of one hundred and sixty dollars, for 
every indigent pupil of this commonwealth taught in said school | 
one half to be paid at the expiration of six months, and the re 
mainder at the end ofthe year. Provided, thatno one scholarshal | 
be taught at the expense of the commonwealth more than six 
years. And provided also, that the sum so to be drawn from the 
Treasury for tuition shallin no one year exceed the sum of nine 

thousand dollars." 

Section 7th of the same act. 

“То aid the said Institution in erecting a suitable building, and | 
in purc!.asing а lot, whereupon to erect the same, the Governor is 
hereby authorized and required to draw his warrant on the State | 
Treasurer for the sum of ten thousand dollars, provided the man- . 
agers of the said Institution shall raise within two years from the 
present time, by private contribution, the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars. That part of the fourth section which limits the term of 
tuition to six years; has been so altered as to allow eight. . 

The buildings owned and occupied by the Institution in New 
York cost $96,832, the annual appropriation for its support, is, ! 
believe $18,000. 

Virginia, for buildings for Blind, Deaf and Dumb $47,000, an- 
nual appropriation $15,000. . 

Ohio, for buildings $30,000, annual appropriation $8,000. 
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Kentucky, for buildings $10,000, annual appropriation $5,000. 

Indiana appropriated $5,000, $0 commence an Institution, and 
levied a tax of one cerit. on every hundred dollars of taxable pro- . 
perty to support it. | 

Illinois has made the same provision, in every particular.

We are at present engaged in preparing a set of Geometrical dia. 
grams on a plan we believe to be entirely new, and which we hope 
will prove material aid to our pupils in this interesting and impor- 
tant branch of theirstudy; the figures or diagrams are raised upon 
very smooth canvass in needle work, called as I understand in Ta. i 
lors’ nomenclature, “the Back-Stich,” presenting .a smooth line suf. 
ficiently prominent to be tangible to the most obtuse touch. The 
dotted or demonstrative lines are produced by throwing alternate 
stitches to the face. The letters and numbers are made in a simi- 
lar manner. The canvass thus prepared is mounted upon two hor- 
izontal rollers about thirty inches in length, and the same distance 
apart in a frame, each roller being turned by a crank; between the 
rollers and a little in advance of them, is a board over which the 
canvass із кері tightly stretched as it passes off one roller on to the 
other. The diagrams thus prepared are fit for use in order to ren- 
der them more durable and also serviceable for exhibition purpo- 
ses, we have colored the lines &c., exactly like those for the seeing, 
thus completed they will not only serve for the blind while at 
school, but may prove useful to those who engage in teaching the 
seeing.

Together with the Testimony elicited by the Committee, in an 
Investigation into the affairs of the Bank of Tennessee; directed 
by resolution of the Senate, of 19th October, 1849. |

MAJORITY REPORT. 


Tur Committee on Banks, to whom was referred Senate’s Reso- 
lution, No. 32,—* Instructing them to enquire and report, whether 
there has been any violations of the Charter of the Bank of 
Tennessee, within the last six years, by extending loans or ac- 


commedations to a Director or Directors, or otherwise; and if . 
so, state when, where, and to whom, and particularly that they 


enquire and report, whether any Directors have received larger 
accommodations, either directly or indirectly, than the Charter 
authorized,"—have proceeded to perform the duty assigned them, 
and after as full and thorough an investigation as time would 
permit, have instructed me to make the following report :— 

With a view of condensing the report, the committee will 
allude .to the most important facts in the voluminous testimony 
taken before them—the whole of which accompanies this report 
in Exhibit “ A,” and here referred to. 

In making the investigations, as required in said Resolution, 
as to all violations of the Charter of the Bank, embracing a 
period of six years, the committee were necessarily compelled to 
tely, in a great degree, on the information received from the 
officers of the bank, whom we required to be sworn;—as a per- 
sonal examination of all the transactions of the bank, for so long 
a term of years, would necessarily have required more time 
from the members of the committee thari could have been be- 
stowed from the discharge of other important legislative duties. 

In submitting to the consideration of the Senate the result 
of this investigation, the committee have been impressed with 
the necessity and importance of a strict scrutiny, by the immediate 


representatives of the people, into the action and conduct of those ` 
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into whose hands are entrusted the management and control of 
an institution, in the destiny of which is involved the character 
of the State, and the interests and welfare of: a common con. 
stituency. | . 

Had this course been adopted, at an early day, in the histo 
of the bank, and steadily pursued by successive Legislatures, 
from its organization to the present time, many flagrant violations 
of the letter and spirit of its Charter would have been prevented, 
All attempts to make it a mighty political engine, by making par- 
tial loans and accommodations, or enlarging its issues at particular 
points on the eve of an election, obviated, and last, not least, the 
gloomy spectacle of a suspended debt of nearly one-fourth of 
the present real capital, a sad commentary on the past, and 
solemn warning tor the future, would not now be exhibited as 
the result of its operations having lived out only one-third of its 
chartered existence. 

Let the precedent of this investigation be strictly followed by 
ihose who are to'come after us—let a provision, similar to the 
resolution under which the committee have been called to act, 
be engrafted on its Charter, and the day is at hand when all 
temptation to lend its influences to the accomplishment of party 
ends will cease, and its future administration deposited in the 
hands of those whose highest aims will be, the honor of the State, 
the. safety of the bank, the happiness and prosperity of the 
country. 

It will no longer be regarded as an appendage to the party in 
the ascendency—as part of the “loaves and fishes,” the patronage 
of which is to be bestowed on directors, attorneys, and agencies, 
scattered as they are into every nook and corner of the State, as 
the reward of political labors; for no party, however reckless in 
the use of means to accomplish a party end, would hazard such 
a step with the certainty of detection and exposure by the repre- 
sentatives of the people staring them in the face. 

Instead of this continued party wrangling at each successive 
meeting of the Legislature over an institution, around which 
cluster so many interests—combining as it does, a system to afford 
the means for the education of our children, by which the intel- 
lectual character of the State is to be elevated, with the no less 
important one of Internal Improvements, by which her great 
resources are to be developed—it would become a common end, 
and a common aim, to place its destiny in the hands of a faithful, 
competent and honest directory, irrespective of party claims or 
considerations. | . 

Your committee, in the discharge of the duty imposed by said 
Resolution, discovered, on the books of the bank, a report entered 
on the 23d day of May, 1844, (made by William Nichol, who was 
then president) of the management and condition of the branch of 
thebank af Athens. ' 
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The committee were anxious to have examined him in relation 
to this and other matters relative to the bank, and regret that his 
absence until the day before the examination was closed, and his 
indisposition since his return; denied them the opportunity of 
getting his evidence. | | 

From this report, it seems, that the Charter was not only in 
many instances violated, but even suspended by a rule enacted 
and spread on the minutes of the board, by the directors of this 
branch, whenever circumstances or occasion required it. 

Ва as this report will perhaps speak more truly what was done, 
than any commentary upon it by your committee, they have 
concluded to adopt it, which reads as follows :— , | 


REPORT OF PRESIDENT NICHOL, МАРЕ. MAY 93, 1844. 
“То the Directors of the Bank ef Tennessee—: | 

GENTLEMEN:— While at Athens, President Bridges, Cashier 
Campbell, and the Directors present ‘of the branch at Athens, 
furnished the following information, in answer to questions pro- 
pounded, viz :— "E 

A note held by the branch, drawn: by O. G. Murrell, for $9,350, 
on which they had no endorsers. "The former board received said 
note, and advanced in cash. $1,250, and surrendered. Henry Smith 
and Asa Coffin, endorsers, for $3,100, who were esteemed ‘at the 
time doubtful; and on notes of the same, endorsed by Rudd and 
Vandyke, for $5,000 considered then and now good, and in lieu 
of these endorsers, received a mortgage on real estate, and ех- 
tended two years. The former board discounted A.-M. Rawlings’ 
note for $2,665 54, without endorsers, for which the cash was 
advanced to relieve the real estate, conveyed by said Rawlings, 
sometime previous, to the bank, for a debt of $20,442 76, which 
was considered doubtful. It is proper here to remark, that the 
board, when the conveyance was accepted,.intended only to receive 
itas a collateral security, but on consultation with S. Jarnagin, 
Attorney, sometime afterward, the acceptance was believed a 
surrender of the security or liability of the endorsers, in his 
opinion. | 

The liability of directors, in the year 1842, was as drawers and . 
endorsers, viz: Cook, $4,030; P. B. Anderson, $56,814; T. N. . 
Vandyke, $13,580; Bridges, $16,210; J. В. Brown, $13,846;.J. D. 
Challon, $6,100; J. Parshall, $1,875; J. Gamble, $3,295; P. J. R. 
Edwards, $6,138; J. Martin, $4,380; J. А; Whitesides, $2,936. 

The liabilities, in the year 1843. are as follows: Cook, $1,469;. 
Anderson, $62,886; Vandyke, $13,061; Bridges, $14,687; Brown, 
$14,241; Parshall, $985; Challon, $5,880; Cox, $457; Edwards, 
$5,220; Crozier, $900;-Gamble, $3,809; Whitesides, $2,647. Since ` 
the 16th November, 1842, the liabilities have been increased to 
J. S. Bridges, to assist him to purchase the property of a debtor 
on which he was liable, $200. Р.В. Anderson, as endorser, has. 
Increased about $6,000; Brown increased near $400 and Gamble 
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8514.. Messrs. Bridges. Brown, Vandyke, Anderson, Gambie, and 
Edwards, acted in the board whilst under protest. The rule (law) 
was suspended, which prohibits ‘directors from acting, and three 
are remembered, who were more than thirty days under protest, 
Bridges, Brown, and Anderson. This law was suspended; as appears 
from the minutes of the board, ‚ 1842, and so continued; and the 
By-laws of the bank changed respecting the number to reject 
paper, from one-fourth to one-half (one-half) Ofthe directors 
present, Messrs. Bridges and Slover-are now and have been more 
than thirty days under protest.

I examined the minutes of the previous, as also of the present 
board, slightly, and found, іп many instances, as reported, business 
was transacted on discount days, when it appears a less number 
of directors were present than the Charter required, say two, four, 
бге., by the former board—appropriations, elections, and discounts 
made.

I left with them a letter of instructions, directing their 
attention specially to this account—the examination of the branch, 
regularly,. quarterly, and many things connected with its future 
conduct: such as the observance of By-laws, Charter of the bank, 
and to take real-estate, only when absolutely necessary to secure 
a debt, directed them to sell if opportunity offered. Many other 
occurrences, that might be detailed here, but I consider them 
unimportant, in relation to this branch. Ihave the original paper

Your committee are at-a loss to determine what. motive could 
have prompted the directors, -at this branch, to handle so freely 

and lavishly the money of the people. Whether it was to ac- 
eommodate personal favorites, or political friends, or for the more 
unholy object of answering electioheering purposés—as a large 
amount of its losses, and a total disregard to the requisitions of 
its Charter, occured in the year 1513, the date of an important 
election in Tennessee—they will. not hazard an opinion; they 
leave it for others to draw the proper ‘inference, and to assign 
the proper motive. ` 

So far as the committee have been able to gather information, 
required under said Resolution, relative tothe bank at Nashville, 
“the first case that presented itself, as furnishing .evidence of a 
violation of that provision in the Charter, which restricts -the - 
liability and accommodation of a director to $2,000, was that of 
C. Connor, who wasa director іп said bank from 1846 to 1848. 

From the Bill Book-in Ње bank it appears there were entered 
on the- 17th of May, 1847, three, Bills of Exchange, as discounted 
for C. Connor, dated about the 1st of May, of the same year, for 
$10,200, falling due, in eight, nine, and ten- months after date ; an 
unusual time for billsto run; based on no. shipment. of produce, 
and on slim personal security. | 

The books of the bank further show, that about the 16th- of 
gaid month and year. he had a-note for $2, 000, that fell due, en- 
dorsed .by the same parties;:and Шаѓ оп the 90th of said month 
and year he received -a discount on a note for the same amount, 
endorsed by the same parties, by way ә of reuéwal—making his 
whole liability to the bank, on that day, $12,209, . 

It is alleged, by way of extenuation, that before he received this 
accommodation of $10,200, hé had resigned his seat as a director 
in the bank, but the minutes of the Board. of Directors were . 
searched. in vain, and no entry of his resignation found. The 
discount of the bills for $10,200, occurred some time between the - 
. 29th of April, 1847, à aye Th of May following—the particular 

day on which it was don, how or by whom done, doesnot appear.

But of all the. directors present, from the 29th of April, 184%, 
to the 17th of May, following, but one proves. that the resignation 
of' Connor was received, and that he was afterwards re-elected 
or re-instated, and as to whether Connor was qualified and took 
the oath a second time as a new director,-and as required by the 
Charter, he has no recollection. He thinks that the resignation of 
Connor was handed in about the 29th of April, acted on the 6th 
of May, and re-instated. the 13th—though the minutes show that 
the director; thus testifying, was not present on said last mentioned 
day at the meeting of the board—he further stated that the 
minutes of the board being silent as to the resignation of Connor 
was no evidence that it was not tendered and received, as 
the Cashier was not a very systematic man, and did not always

Another director remembers that the resignation of Connor was 
formally written and tendered, but at what time he does not re- 
member.

The £hen President, Mr. Nicholson, saw the resignation of Con- 
nor, but don't know that it was acted on—thinks Connor told him 
he withdrew it. The then. Cashier, Major Graham, saw the re- 
signation—if it had been received and acted on, was certain that 
he would have made an entry on the minutes. He had anim- 
pression that Connor withdrew it at the request of the board, and 
on ‘further reflection. thought a resignation tendered, and not

But what is still more remarka- 
ble, no director, including the two who saw the resignation of Con- 
nor; could be-found who had ever heard.or known that tlie bills for 
ten thousand two hundred dollars were discounted for Connor 
about this time, or before this time, or at any time during their con 
nexion with the bank, under the administration of Mr. Nicholson 
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The'committee are at a loss, from the proof, on "whom to fasten . 
the responsibility of discounting the bills before mentioned.. There . 
are no marks-or foot-prints to be found on the books of the bank, 
that are satisfactory on this point. . Мо director knew or heard of it 
during his entire continuance in office.

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Тһе committee will exhonerate every director from having any 
participation whatever inthese violations alluded to—for the proof 
shows that it is the invariable, custom, when a director's name 
appears on paper, he leaves the room, and the question is asked, 
“Has he received or is he liable for more than $2,000?” and that the 
directors have to rely for information received from the President 
and Cashier... © ' 7 

But, again, your committee would remark, that bills are seldom 
if ever presented to the board of:directors—their discounts are 
confined to notes. Bills are discounted by the bill committee, 


. Which- consists of the President, Cashier, and two Directors, usu- 


ally appointed monthly, from those residing in Nashville—three of 
whom. constitute a quorum to do business; and all must agree to 
discount a bill, and the President or Cashier must be present. 
There can be no such thing as a “bill committee;" without one or 
the other of said officers being present. .. ; 

The books of the ‘bank show that the President was present on 
the 29th of April. about which time the bills were discounted, as 
he, Connor, commenced checking on ће Ist of May, and the proof 
shows that Connor and Waters were generally members of the 
bill committee. This isallthe proof and circumstances that throw 
any light, as to the time when the bills were discounted, or by 
whom discounted. е “00007 

If there was а resignation of Connor, it appears, from the proof, 
that it was handed in partly for the purpose of getting the discount 
of the bills, and if he intended coming into the board as soon as 
that object was accomplished, the Charter of the bank is buta - 
rope of'sand, which, in the hands of those not mindful of the 
interest of the institution, or desirous of accommodating personal 


. ‘or political friends, might be used not only to.thwart the objects for 


which it was created, but to germinate the elements of its own 
destruction. | Ж. ^ P 

The committee in taking leave of this branch of the investiga- 
tion, would remark, that if Connor' s notes for $2,000 were dis 
counted by the board, they all disclaim any knowledge of the fact; 
that he, Connor, had receiyed the discount on the bills for $10,200, 
and as they had to rely for such information on the statements of 
the President and Cashier to a question that is universally pro- 
pounded, when a paper is presented, with: a director's name onit, 
“Наз he received or із.һе liable for more than $2,000?,’ The board 
are not responsible for this transaction, and to say the least of it 
the information asked for was withheld. А 

If his notes for $2,000 were discounted іп May and November, 
after receiving the $10,200 for the full amount by the President 
and Cashier, as is sometimes the case in notes for renewal, then 
the President and Cashier alone ате. responsible for the violations 
of the Charter in May and November, 1847, and from all the 
proof, the President, Cashier, Connor and the Clerk who entered 
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the bills, are the only persons-cognizant, of the fact that the bills .

intelligibly; for the reason that his original and present endorsers 
are connected with. business houses іп Nashville,.and the com- 
mittee desire not.to say any thing of them that will injure their - 
credit inthe community.

It appears that when the bills of Connor went.to protest in 
January, February and March, 1848—he.was considered in failing 
circumstances—and the. present. board determined that it was 
the best poliey to withhold suit until after his $2,000 note should 
fall due in Мау; 1848, at: which time it was hoped that he would 
pay а part and renew for the balance, ‘giving other endorsers as. 
good as those then on the bills and note—the board being apprised . 
that. the original endorsers -declined going on any new paper hy 
way of renewal ог otherwise. From the evidence, it is manifest 
had suit been brought, his endorsers, who carried on a grocery 
and commission business with but little save their credit to sustain 
them, would have closed doors immediately . SS 
After many attempts had. been made, and failed; to arrange 
this debt, it was agreed by the Bank, that his original endorsers. 
were tobe released on condition of paying: $3,500 іп money, that 
Connor was to deliver two good notes for $1,100, and renew for 
the balance—giving two new endorsers who were then thought 
to be good—the first. owning property at that time worth.

` The committee deem it proper to make an explanation of the 
account of this endorser.since he was under protest for Conner, 
otherwise a false impression might be made as:to the true condi- 
tion of the Connor debt пож due the Bank.. -It appears that the 
second endorser on.this debt, which is considesed very doubtful, 
has had bills discounted since he was under protest. for Connor, 
which occured some nine or twelve months ago, tothe amount of 
$146,775, the.inost of which has long ago been paid, by which 
the Bank has réalised exchange to that amount independent of 
the interest received -on the various transactions. The most of

. The rule of the Bank which refuses accommodations to persons 
under protest was "waived. or suspended in this case, by a full 
board, after mature discussion, in view of the advantage the 
Bank would derive by discounting his bills under the circumstan 


ees above recited. It istrue the law. requires that no rule or 


by-law shall be changed or stispended without giving due notice 
in writing to all the Directors, and then it must be done by a 
full board. Butin eases of this character the rule as to extend. 
ing accommodations to persons under protest has been waived or 


‘suspended in many instances since the organization of the Bank 


by the unanimous consent of the board, whenever, to use the 


` language of the officers of the Bank, “it was manifestly to the 
interest of the Bank to do so"  . | 


. This ‘endorser could have obtained accommodations of this 


character under like circumstances, from any bank in Nashville, 


with thanks for his custom. It is by doing business of this sort, that 
the bank is enabled to pay the interest on the State debt in New 
York and Philadelphia. But, for all this, hé isa man. of small means 


—with good credit, which he has built up by punctuality, enregy 


and industry—and as he cannot be forced to pay, unless he chooses, 
and as he says he will not pay, the committee fear that his words 
will be made true. Moreover, these new bills, of Conrior, were 
taken not so much on his endorsement as the endorsement of the 
man before him, who, at the time they were taken, owned proper- 
ty worth fifteen or twenty thousand dollars. The committee are

‚ drawn’ by Dowdy—endorsed by Dowdy—Geo. С. Allen and 


Alexander Allison, at four months for $4,000, was discounted by 
the bill committee—and that one of the endorsers thereon, Geo. 
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С. Allen, was a Director, at the time, :in the. Bank of Tennessee, 
from the county of Smith. The President and Cáshier.two of 
the bill committee, were the only witnesses examined, as their 
evidence furnished.a full and satisfactory explanation of this trans- 
action to the committee. ^ С.С.

The committee will report а short extract from the evidence, 
which will supercede the necessity of a lengthy. comment to 
explain a matter which it renders so plain-and simple. The 
President says—* That at the time the bill was discounted he 
knew nothing of the. Dowdys—but knew the endorsement of 
Alexander Allison made it first rate. Afterthe bill was dis- 
counted, that evening or the next day, his attention was called to 
Geo. С; Allen’s name as one of the endorsers, who was then—and 
is now а Director—had two endorsers besides Allen, and did not 


notice his name at the time—and, as forming some excuse for the ` 


omission; refers to his signature accompanying this statement. It 
he had noticed his endorsement would have rejected the bill. 


He stated to the board ‘or. the bill committee next meeting that . 
the bill had been. taken by mistake in not noticing Mr. Állen's: 


endorsement. . Some time. after, Jos. W. Allen, agent of the Bank, 
at New Orleans,. wrote for the. bill to.be forwarded; which was 
done, and, as he understands from the agent, was paid two or three

The Cashier-says “Dowdy’s bill for $4,000, endorsed by Dowdy, В

—and after the discovery, the bill committee declined to throw it

had been promised—at the same time, Allen and Dowdy had a 
note for $2,000.

It is clear that the discounting of the bill with the endorsement . 


of Geo, C. Allen was а violation of the Charter: of the Bank— 
but to say the most of it, it was а “віп of omission rather than 
commission” о.

It seems it was no great accommodation to Allen, from the fact 
that he paid it-eighty-three days before it fell due, in New Orleans, 
and thirty-seven days after it bears аще. The committee are free 
to exhonerate the bill committee from intentional violation of the 


. Charter, as the disavowal thereof is so clear and positive’ from : 
the proof herein set forth. It appears theré was no effort on - 


their part to conceal її from any member of the board, as their 
attention was called to the matter, and the circumstances under 
which it was done, fully explained—and if there has been a 
wrong done, it seems it; was inadvertent—that they avow it boldly 
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and seek not to evade the responsibility which attaches to the. 
discharge of official duty. -— "ud 
Before leaving this case, the committee will state that the bill 


was paid eighty-three days before it fell due; and the Allen and 


. Dowdy note for $2,000. was paid at matutity—no renewal asked 


for and that he owes the Bank nothing. 

Your committee in making the investigation required, discoy. 
ered a debt due the Bank from Ray S. Orton, which was created 
by discounting J. J. Pollard's bill, endorsed by Orton, J. Nicholson 
and James Johnson. It appears from the proof that though the bill 
was drawn by Pollard, it was really the bill of Orton, and discount- 
ed for his benefit. This bill was discounted in the year 1847, and 
at maturity, instead of being forwarded for protest, it was 
held up, іп which condition it was found by the present board, 
and the endorsers thereby released for want of notice of protest. 
The proof shows that this bill was held up by order of the then 
President, Mr. Nicholson, and the debt thereby. rendered desper- 
ate, as the drawer and the endorsers, with the exception of the 
last, who was good, and released for want of protest, soon after 
failed in business. This case, it is true, does not -strictly involve 
any violation of the Charter, butin the absence of all proof to 
explain the exercise of such authority: by the President aloné | 
over a debt due the Bank, to say the least of .it, was not: acting in 
the line of duty, and was extending an indulgence to the real debt- 
or, Orton, denied to others. And whatever may have been the 
motive that prompted this favoritism, it was impolitic and inju 
dicious—manifesting an indifference to the interest of the Bank, 
which no prudent man. would feel in the management of his own. 


affairs. 


To secure this debt, the present board were forced to advance 
$4,700 on a lot of Orton’s which had been sold under an execution, 


and purchased by McGavock, and the 106. cost the Bank, includ- 


ing. the redemption money advanced and the amount of the 
Orton debt, about $5,800, which, when sold, will likely produce 
that sum. | кте 

: The next and last case that the attention of your committee 
was called to, was the Bank account of Morton, Smith & Co.— 
One of the members of which firm, James Morton, was a Direc- 
tor in the Bank of Tennessee, who was qualified as such about the 
13th day of January, 1818. . At the time of his qualification, the 
firm of which he was a member owed the Bank $13,685. The 
Charter requires that when a Director takes his seat.in the 
Board, indebted or liable to the Bank in а’5ат exceeding $2,000, 
such indebtedness or liability shall be.reduced 95 per cent. per 
annum until it is reduced to that sum: The proof of the President 
and Cashier, shows that this indebtedness has been reduced from | 
time to time, until it only amounts ‘to about $600, and. that. аз.

` It appeared, from the proof taken іп. this particular case, 
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that the Bank, about the 18th March, 1848, was applied to. hy 
Capt. Brooks, of the steamboat Gov. Jones, -with a view of pro- 
curing instructions to the agent at New Orleans; to purchase or 
cash his drafts payable in Nashville, at 30 and 60 days drawn on 
shipments of sugar and-molasses: About this ‘time’ the Bank had 
instructed said agent to make shipments of specie, and as-Brooks

From the proof and the books of the Bank, it appears that on 
the 29th day of November, 1849, О; B. Smith presented two bills 
drawn on six hundred. and thirteen bales/of cotton, at 90 days, 
endorsed by B. Embry, Nicholson & Smith ‘and R. G. Smith, and 
that the same were discounted by the bill committee in the Bank 
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of Terinessee, _ А short time before this, the President and Cashier 
weré consulted by James Morton as бо Ње propriety of buying 


cotton on speculation for the New Orleans market. When the bills 


were offered, the President and Casbier believing that although 
his name did not appear on the bills, that yet he might be inter- 
ested in the cotton on whieh they were drawn, declined discount- 
ing the bills, giving this as a reason, and telling him.that though 


it was to the interest of the Bank to discount the bills, under all - 
the circumstances, he had best take them to some other Bank. . 
The bills were accordingly withdrawn and afterwards presented to _ 
the bill committee with a letter from Morton, stating that he was - 


not interested in the cotton on which they were drawn, having 

transferred or sold all his interest to О. B. Smith. - 
It is manifest that whatever may have beenthe real object of 

Morton, in making the transfer in the cotton to Smith, on which 


the bills were drawn—-and they see nothing to justify the belief . 


that he was endeavoring to deceive the Bank—to suppose that 
he was, would be assigning to him а degree of moral turpi- 
tude which his ‘character and standing inthe community would 
not justify: and, at all events, the bill committee used all : legiti- 
mate means to guard the Charter of the Bank from violation, and 
if there was any wrong intended, the sin lies not at their door. 

At the first blush it would seem that the Bank has furnished. 


very large accommodations to Smith, by discounting his bills, - 


thereby affording him facilities to purchase cotton; bùt оп exam-. 
ination and reflection it will be found that the Bank is the party 
securing the greatest benefit from discounting bills of this char- 
acter. | n 

The bills in question are drawn at short dates. well ‘endorsed, 
onan actual shipment of cotton, equal in amount to near its 
present value—the best of all security—so that. even if the 
drawer and endorsers thereon should fail, the cotton is still left

to pay the Bank, out of the proceeds of the sale in the first place, ` 


and the remainder; if any, to the shipper. EN 

The Bank has an agent in New Orleans to. whom all bills are 
forwarded that may be drawn on shipments, and who could even 
attach the cotton or tobacco on which bills are drawn, and apply 
the proceeds of the sale to the payment thereof, whenever the 
interest of thé ‘Bank demands such a step. The buying of bills 
thus secured is а much saftr transaction to the Bank, than dealing 
in accommodation notes for smaller amounts, however well 
endorsed; moreover, the Bank secures in lieu of its own paper, at 
the maturity of the bill, specie funds, which increases the profit 
over the discount of accommodation paper,—at the same timie fur- 
nishing exchange for the community and thereby protecting its 
circulation. `` г | | | | 

But: again, dealing in bills of this character, which the Bank 
can always do with little or no hazard, affords as much or more 
accommodation and benefit to the farmer than to the party draw- 
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ing the money from the Bank. - In this way facilities are afforded, 

to buy up the farmer's cotton, tobacco, pork, beef, ete., which . 
would otherwise force him to ship to a foreign market, thereby - 
producing delay in.realizing the rewards of his labor—with no | 


little danger of being swindled in the end by his foreign merchant, 


. Who" makes his living Ьу the changes.and fluctuations in the 


market, of which he has always a thorough knowledge. 


Your committee from the examination made into the condition 


of the Bank, and the manner in which it has been conducted as 


. "appears from the Report submitted to the present Legislature, 


would state, that fair profits have been made, and its affairs 
prudently managed for the last Bank year; during which time 
the Bank and Branches have created a “bad debt” of $66, and 
a “doubtful debt” of $2,551, and which will compare favorably 
with any previous Bank year.sinée it was organized. ` 
Had time and opportunity favored—for the safety of the Bank 
and the satisfaetion of the püblie, though not required by the 
resolution— your. committee would have inquired into the heavy 
uspended debt created in the Bank years 1846-7, amoünting. to 


the sum ‘of $70,664 35, of which sum there was created. in the . 


year 1847, а “bad and doubtful debt” of $49,880 01; all of 
which, with the exception of $6,786 83, occurred in said-year at 
the principal Bank at Nashville. >. = М. 

''he committee, in the absence of proof, will not hazard an

opinion as to the causes which have produced this state of things, | 


or the manner in which this large suspended debt was created 
in. the year 1847; it was certainly not brought about by the 
embarrassed condition of the Bank or the country. In this par 
ticular year, exchanges were low—no great monetary revulsion 
took place—no heavy debt was pressing the people—and the 
products of the land yielded a fair compensation as the reward 
of labor. . | ғ” ` 

The remedy for this evil is in- the hands of the Legislature, 
who have the power to change its administration, its manage- 
ment or its charter, whenever the public good or the safety of 
the Bank demands it. О D. 

The surest remedy for this evil—the strongest safe-guard to 
protect its interest—is to give something like permanency and 
stability to: the administration of its affairs. But so long as the 
principle is acted on that the Bank "must change as parties 
change in the State, without regard to the manner in which it has 
been conducted, or into whose hands it may fall, so long may we 
expect similar results.. : WM TC 

In the proper administration of the Bank, all classes—all eon- 
ditions of men—the rich, thé poor, the humble and the distin- 
guished, are alike interested. If the Bank goes down, the faith 
and credit of the State must go with it; and in the crash the 
people will be the main sufferers. Let ће principle be adopted, 
and strictly adhered to, that the Legislature will sustain and give 
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countenance to those who show, by their administration, that its 
affairs have been wisely, prudently and safely conducted; thereby ` 
giving permanency, and stability—two important elements in the 
successful administration of banking institutions—and we may 
hope that it will yet accomplish the great objects of its creation; and 
prove to bea profitable source of revenue toghe State. Such a 
course of policy will not only increase the public confidence so ne- 
cessary to the support of a bank, but it will make those into whose 
hands its affairs may be trusted, feel a personal interest in the 
destiny that awaits it, and that their character and reputation is 
involved in the discharge of the high duty imposed upon them by 
the répresentatives of the people. Butif the course of policy is 
to be pursued, that the changes of the Bank must keep pace with 
the changes and mutations of the political complexion of the 
State, right or.wrong, its history is already written—a blight 
must come on the hopes and. prospects that dawned on its early 
creation—and the day is hard by when the stern reality will 
break upon us of a ruined and bankrupt institution—the prostration 
of the faith and credit of the. State, and heavy taxation on the 
people—all of which is the. inevitable result of'such misguided 
policy.

ate, having declined to sign the Report agreed on by a majority of 
the Committee, made in pursuance of a Resolution of the Senate 
requiring them to investigate and.report upon any violations of the 
Bank charter within the last six years, respectfully submit to the 
Senate their reasons for not concurring with the majority. 

The undersigned considered that the duties assigned to them by 
the Resolution would be most satisfactorily discharged by submit- 
ting to the Senate the facts developed during the investigation by 
the proof, and leaving to each Senator the unbiassed privilege of 

drawing his own conclusions from the proof, without comment or 
argument, by the Committee. They regarded such a course .as 
just and fair towards-the Senate and all parties concerned in the 
investigation as well as to themselves. With such views опе 0 
the undersigned took such notes of the proof as has enabled him 

in conjunction with the other two members who subscribe this re- 

port, (and by the aid of the testimony taken by the Secretary of 
the Committee) to make out and present the proof as it was given 

in to the Committee, which they herewith submit to the Senate 
under exhibit (A) But the majority of the Committee have not 
considered their duties as fully discharged by simply reporting to 

the Senate the proof, but have felt themselves called upon to pre- 
pare and present a lengthened argument іп the shape of comments 
upon the different transactions embraced in the Report. In these: 
comments and in many of the deductions drawn by the majority, 
the undersigned cannot concur, and hence the necessity is im- 
posed upon them of submitting to the Senate as briefly as praci- 
cable their own views of the several transactions as exhibited by 
the proof. 

The undersigned feel themselves constrained to withhold their 
concurrence from the report of the majority, because they cannot 
regard the argument made upon the facts as‘fair and impartial m 
its conclusions, but as manifesting a desire to throw censure 0n 
some and to furnish extenuation to others, which but for the high 
and responsible station occupied by the majority, might produce the 
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impression that they are not altogether free from those influences 
of party bias or favoritism, which they so justly deprecate in oth- 
ers. То avoid any such suspicion, the undersigned were desirous 
of doing no more. than reporting’ the evidence and leaving it to 
be weighed and judged by the Senate. 

They concur most readily with the majority in their remarks as 
to the necessity of arigid scrutiny at every session of the Legisla- 
ture into the conduct of the Bank officers, but they are not prepat- 
ed to arrogate to themselves or to the present Legislature, any 
more patriotism or wisdom than their predecessors possessed—and 
therefore they cannot undertake to say that their predecessors 
have been faithless or derelect in the discharge of their duties; and 
least of all are they brought by their investigations to the con- 
clusion which із” во urgently pressed by the majority, viz: that 
something like permanency or stability should be given to the ad- 
ministration of the Bank by retaining in office for a longer period 
than two years, those who have the control'of its administration. 
The undersigned cannot resist the impression that the whole scope ` 
and aim of the argument of the majority is to make the imprés- 
sion that the present managers of the Bank have been faithful and 
prudent, and therefore that something like permanency and sta- 
bility in its administration require their continuance. Whether the 
present Managers of the Bank have been more faithful and pru- 
dent than their predecessors they do not undertake to decide, nor 
could they make any decision on that question, from the limited in- 
vestigation made by the Committee, which would be entitled to - 
much weight. ltis impossible yet to know what amount of bad 
or doubtful debts have been contracted within the last two years, 
and itis therefore premature in the majority to attempt to make 
any impression by contrasting the results as now' supposed to ex- 
ist, in reference to the two last years, with those of the two years 
preceding. | | | 

This fact of itself, shows that the charter of the Bank was wise- 
_ly framed in limiting the terms of the officers to short periods — 
The Committee have not been called upon to investigate the ques- 
tion as to bad or doubtful debts, nor were they required to report 
thereon. The introduction of that. subject into the argument of 
the majority -only strengthens the impression of. the undersigned, 
that the fair and just course was to submit the proof without ar- 
gument or comment. | | | 

It will be full time to administer our praise or censure when an 
investigation can be had under such circumstances as will enable 
a Committee to ascertain thereal facts; at present, all thatthe ma- 
jority relies upon is the statement of the present managers of the 
Bank, whose continuance in office seem to be deemed important 
by the majority. | HF. | 
^ In regard to the transactions’ at the Athens Branch, the Cóm- 
mittee have no other information than that derived from President 
Nichol’s Report, to whith the Senate is respectfully referred. The 
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undersigned cannot consent to indulge in any conjecture in the 
absence of all proof, as to the motives which actuated the conduc 
of the directors in that Branch. They leave that matter to the 
judgment of the Senate, M 

The attention of the Committee has been directed almost ex- | 
clusively to the investigation of transactions at the Principal Bank | 
within the last four years. Only two transactions occurring dur. - 
ing the years 1846 and 1847 were brought to the attention of the | 
Committee, and the undersigned feel warranted in.the belief that 
the resolution of the Senate was adopted mainly for the investi 
gation of these two cases. If the majority had stated the facts in 
regard to them and submitted the matter to the judgment of the 
Senate upon the facts alone, full justice would have been done to 
all parties concerned. 'But it is impossible for any impartial mind 
to read the facts as proved, and the comments of the majority on 
these cases without feeling that there is a willingness, if nota 
wish, to implicate at least one individual in these transactions. | 

The first transaction investigated was that in regard {о the 
Connor bills. The proof shows that between the 29th of April 
and the 17th of May, 1847, three bills were discounted for C. Con- 
nor, amounting to $10,200, and due in January, February and 
Marck following. Оп one of these bills, Geo. D. Crockett was | 
endorser, and on all of them, Pilcher & Porterfield and L. Е. John- | 
son. At the time these bills were discounted, Mr. Connor was in | 
good credit аз a Commission Merchant, Crockett was the only son | 
of a lady of considerable fortune, Pilcher & Porterfield were mer- 
chant good credit, and Johnson was possessed of but little | 
means. 

The Cashier of the Bank, (Maj. Graham,) proves distinctly that 
these bills-were discounted, but he does not remember who con- 
stituted the bill committee, nor have the Bank Committee been 
able, after an examination of most of the bank directors to ascer- 
tain which of the directors passed upon and discounted the bills, 
but when such a man as Daniel Graham proves that they were 
regularly discounted, the undersigned feel it but just to suppose 
that in the multitude of transactions, the directors who acted оп. 
the Bills may have forgotten the circumstance. 

The proof shows that the President of the Bank (Mr. Nicholson) 
was present at the Board on the 29th of April, but was not present | 
again until the 17th of May. It further shows that about the Ist 
of May, but on what precise day it does not appear that he left 
Nashville, and was absent at Columbia until about the 17th of May. 
It shows that during his absence the Connor bills were discounted, 
‚ and the first knowledge he had of their discount was derived from 

- one of the clerks, (Mr. Norvell,) on hisreturn from Columbia, when 
a large portion of their proceeds had been checked out. | 

Connor was one of the board of directors for 1846 and 1847, 

and if he was a director when his. bills were discounted, it was а 

violation of the Bank charter. The proof makes it perfectly cer 
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tain that before Mr. Connor’s bills were discounted, he had written 
and handed in to some officer of the Bank his resignation as a di- 
rector. ‘There is a difference of opinion amongst the witnesses as 
to whether a director ceases to be such until his resignation is re- 
ceived and accepted by the board, and this is a question which the 
undersigned will not undertake to decide. 

The pooof by at least two of the directors, is that the resignation 
-was tendered'to the board but what action the board took upon it ' 
does not satisfactorily appear. Nor does the proof make it entire- 
ly clear how Mr. Connor got back into the board, but from the fact 
that the Cashier (Maj. Graham) made no minute of it, and from the 
fact that there is no proof that Mr. Connor was sworn in again, it is 
altogether probable, that at the request of the board he withdrew 
his resignation and continued to.actas before. In the intermediate 
time his bills were discounted, his resignation being deposited in the - 
Bank, and he proves that his resignation was sincere, bona fide, and 
intended to operate’ as a resignation, and all the directors who re- 
member the resignation regarded it as bona fide. What are the fair 
and legitimate inferences from thesefacts? First, that Mr. Connor, 
in good faith tendered his resignation; second, that whilst the resig- 
nation wasin the Bank, the bills were discounted under the be- 
lief that he had ceased to be a дігесіог.. Third, that afterwards at 
the request of the board he withdrew his resignation and continued 
toact. lf this was а mere device to evade the charter and give 
Mr. Connor a discount—it was a violation of the charter, but are 
we authorized to regard it as a device contrary to the positive 
swearing of the honorable men who have testified as to the matter? 
The undersigned cannot consent to disregard such evidence—but 
they feel bound to come to the conclusion that Mr. Connor's resig- 
nation was bona fide, and that the Bills were discounted under the 
bélief that he was no longer а director. The President of the Bank 
(Mr. Nicholson) being absent, knew nothing of the transaction, and 
when he was informed, he was at the same time informed of the 
resignation, and that a large portion of the proceeds of the bills had 
been checked out. | 

We submit to the Senate whether it is just or fair to hold him re- 
sponsible, even if it shall be regarded as an unintentional violation 
of the charter in those who discounted the bills. 

These are the facts which the undersigned deem material to be re- : 
ferred to, and their conclusions in regard to the discounting of the 
Connor fbills. 07 

In regard to the renewal of his $2000 noté, the undersigned refer 
tothe proof which shows that this note became due and was renew- 
ed without any call, being paid about the 20th day of May 1847.— 
According to a rule of the Bank, as they are informed by the proof, 
every maker of a note receives notice before the beginning of the . 
month of the notes of his, that willfall due in that month and' the 
call that isrequired. They suppose that Mr. Connor received the 
notice and as he was a Director, of course no call would be:made, 
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that being his only liability at the time, and that he renewed the note 
according to the notice and call. They suppose that his note was 
renewed again in November 1847, without call, under the expecta. 
tion that his bills falling due in January, February and March, 
would be fully paid up, and therefore that his liability then would be 
reduced to the $2000. 

These seem to the undersigned to be the fair and reasonable de- 
ductions to be drawn from the facts; and they are unwilling to draw 


others, which impute censure to those who had no motive, as far as. 


they can see, to violate their duty. 

Messrs. Connor, Norvell, Waters, Graham, Nicholson and: Wat- 
kins, prove positively that Connor did resign, and some of them say 
he spoke of resigning several months before he did resign; but the 
majority of the committee come to the conclusion in effect, that he 
did not resign contrary to the positive swearing of those siz honor- 
able men, and it is a little remarkable that they arrive at this con- 
clusion from the evidence of three or four directors who say they 
never saw or probably never heard of the resignation. There 13 по 
contradiction between these witnesses, both statements may be true; 
one is positive and the other negative, but the majority of the com- 
mittee have founded their conclusion principally upon the negative 
testimony, which proves nothing. 

The proof shows that the bills of Connor fell due in January, 
February and March, and the note in Мау 1848,—and all went to 
protest—but the board deemed it best-not to sue onthe bills until the 
note should fall due, under the hope that a payment would be made. 
"When the note fell due in May, no suit was brought, but attempts 
were made to arrange the dehts which were unsuccessful until Au- 
gust 1848, when the endorsers on all the bills and on the note, 
were released upon the payment by Pilcher & Porterfield of $3,500 
and by Connor of $1400, leaving still due about $8,500, for which 
Connor's bills or notes with other endorsers were taken. The evi- 


dence shows that the last bills were protested at maturity and that ` 


they are now in suit; but that both of the endorsers, À. Hamilton 
and Jesse Johnson, are resisting a judgment. The debtis regarded 
as doubtful, because of Connors doubtful condition, and because 
Hamilton's means are small and he disputes his liability, as he noti- 
fied the officers of the Bank not to discount the paper, and because 
Johnson has assigned his property, and expresses his determination 
not to pay, as he alleges he wasimposed upon in making the endorse- 
ment. There is no proof showing that the endorsers on the orig- 
inal bills and note are not yet good and solvent, but the present 
board in arranging the debt, acted under an apprehension that an 
enforcement of the liability would cause them to suspend business, 
and therefore they deemed it best to take the new paper. with the 
new endorsers. The undersigned can see no reason to question the 
fidelity of the present board in this transaction, unless it was impru- 
dent to take the paper when one of the endorsers was objecting to 1t,

butthe result shows that the Bank has gained nothing by the ar- 
rangement. i 

In this connection it is proper to state, that the proof shows that 
since the Connor debts went to protest, one of the endorsers on that 
debt, A. Hamilton, has had accommodations at the Bank to the a- 
mount of $146,775. During all this time he has been ‘under pro- 
test, and a part of the time suit has been pending on the debt.— 
There is a rule of the Bank, that no one under protest can have fur- 
ther accommodations, and there is a clause in the Bank charter, that 
no rule of the Bank shall be altered or suspended, except after writ- 
ten notice to the directors. In Mr. Hamilton’s case the proof shows 
that the present board, after deliberation, determined to suspend 
the rule as to him, but this was not done upon written notice in pur- 
suance of the charter. The reason for making Mr. Hamilton an 
exception to this rule, was that his business promised to be very pro- 
fitable, and asit was manifestly to the interest of the Bank to have 
his business,it was determined to waive or suspend therule. The 
undersigned can very well understand that Mr. Hamilton's business, 
being mostly short bills on actual shipments, might be profitable to. 
the Bank, but they do not understand how this cireümstance ena- 
bles the board to waive or suspend a positive provision of the char- 


ter. Nor can the undersigned very well comprehend how the Con-, 


nr debt can be with propriety set down as doubtful, with an en- 
dorser upon it whose business is so profitable that a standing rule 
is suspended in his favor, and whose accommodations within the last 
nine or ten months have amounted to nearly $150,000. The un- 
dersigned have no reason to doubt that the present board acted 
with good intentions in waiving or suspending the rule, and that the 
business of Mr. Hamilton has proved profitable. And the same 
thing may with the same propriety be said of every violation of the 
charter, which is done with good niotives. It excuses the board so 
faras any criminality is concerned, and-does not show that they are 
not mindful of the interests of the Bank, but the same liberality of 
construction should be extended to previous boards as to the pre- 
sent, and if this had been done by the majority the undersigned 
would have been content. 2 ‚ 

The only other transaction occurring in 1846 or 1847 investigat- 
ed by the committee, was a bill for $1000 drawn by Pollard, and 
endorsed by Orton, J. Nicholson and Jas. Johnson. This bill was 
drawn, as appears from the proof, for the benefit of Orton, but was 
not sent forward at maturity for protest, and thereby the endorsers 
Werereleased. The majority do not refer to this case as a viola- 
tion of the charter, but they use it to show that the President Mr. 
Nicholson, in directing the bill to be held up, was not acting in the 
line of duty, and extending an. indulgence to Orton denied to 
others. The only proof on this subject- was that the bill was held 
up by order of the president. There is nothing in the proof show- 


ing why this bill was held up, nor was Mr. Nicholson asked for апу. 


explanation of this when before the committee. . As it is under- 
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> stood by the committee that drawers of bills sometimes prefer tq 


pay them here and to do so request that they shall be held up with 
that view, it would not be unreasonable to suppose that Mr. Nich- 
olson could, if he had been examined, have shown that the bill wag 
held up under an arrangement that it should be paid here, and 
how it happened not to be sent forward for protest. But the un. 
dersigned state that the proof shows that after the present board 
came in, Mr. Nicholson took the bill, and succeeded by his exertions 
in making the debt entirely safe: 

- The undersigned have now referred to the only transactions dur- 
ing the year 1846 and 1847, to which their investigations have been 
directed. The committee did not undertake to examine the books 
of the Bank during those two years, to ascertainif there were other 
transactions which merited investigation; but having the benefit of 
the knowledge of the chairman of the committee, whose connection 
with the Bank as a director rendered him familiar with its transac- 
tions, as wellas the attendance at mostof their sittings, of the Pre- 
sident of the Bank, Maj. Ledbetter, and these being the only trans- 
actions brought forward by either of them, the committee -were 
content to confine their examination to these. The undersigned 
have endeavored to state as fairly as they could, the result of their 
investigations, and have sought to divest the facts of that coloring 
which the report of the majority is calculated to give to them. | 

The first transaction occurring during 1848 and 1849, which came 
before the committee, was a bill of Dowdy for $4,000gendorsed by 
Dowdy, Geo. C. Allen, and Alex. Allison at4 months. At the time 
this bill was discounted Geo. C. Allen was a director, and was al- 
ready liable to the Bank in a note of $2000. The Cashier (Col. 
Anderson) thinks the bill was discounted before the name of Geo. 
C. Allen was discovered on it, and he says that after the discovery 
the bill committee declined to throw it out, believing that Mr. Al- 
len had left here under the impression that the bill was drawn by 


Dowdy, and would be done. This bill was paid 83 days before ` 


maturity. Ј isnot denied by the majority that this was a violation 
of the Bank charter; but they take especial pains to excuse and 
extenuate the act of the President, and givehim the full benefit of 
his own explanation and excuse. То this the undersigned make 
no objection, but they are constrained to notice the fact that, the 
present board of directors have the benefit of every argument or 
apology, that the majority can devise, while the former board are 
treated all the time with a tone of suspicion .and censure, which 18 
incompatible with impartial investigation. But the undersigned 
will not be driven by this unjust mode of presenting the investiga- 
tion, into any injustice towards Maj. Ledbetter. He states that the 
bill was taken without the knowledge that Geo. C. Allen’s name 
was оп it, and that Ц was done under a mistake. If this was 

we should‘at once say that it was an unintentional violation of the 


, charter, for which no blame could attach. But if we understan 
the proof, the case is alittle different-from that. The Cashier says 
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«J think that the bill was discounted before the name of G. С. Allen 
was discovered, and after the discovery the bill committee declined 
to throw it out.” Maj. Ledbetter says, “after the bill was discount- 
ed, that evening or the next day, his attention was called to Geo. ` 
С. АПеп’в name, as one of the endorsers, who was then and.is now 
adirector. If hehad noticed the name he would have rejected the 
bill. He stated to the board or bill corninittee next morning that 
the bill had been taken by mistake in -not noticing Mr. Allen’s 
name.”—It is leftin doubt upon this proof whether Maj. Ledbetter 
hadany bill committee when he discounted this bill,—but when 
this name was discovered the bill committee declined to throw it 
out upon ће ground, as we must infer, that Maj. Ledbetter had 
discounted itby mistake, and although it was. a violation of the 
charterjit was best to let it stand. ES | 
Upon these facts the majority feel free to exonerate the bill com- 
mittee from intentional violation of the charter, as the disavowal 
thereof is so clear and positive from the proof herein set forth!! The 
undersigned admire the liberal spirit manifested by the majority to- 
wards the present President—but why соша-іһеу not manifest 
similar liberality towards the former President. In his absence 
without his knowledge, Connor’s bills were discounted, -he never 
hears of it for about two weeks, and һе then tells the clerk to stop 
entering the bills, but is informed that it is toolate to object as the 
money had been in part.checked out. And yet where is the intima- 
tion in the report that Mr. Nicholson ought not to be held responsi- 
blefor the discounting ofthese bills. Every impartial man will 
say that Connor's bills were discounted under the belief that he was 
no longer a director; if this was a mistake, why do not the majority 
give the bill committee who discounted the bills the benefit of their 
mistake? 'The undersigned repeat that they are willing to con- 
cede that allowance ought to be made to Maj. Ledbetter for his mis- 
taken violation ofthe charter, but they insist that itis but fair that 
the same allowance be made to others. | 
The next transaction occurring in 1848 or 1849, was ће arrange- 
ment made by the Bank with Capt. Brooks, tocash his drafts in 
New Orleans, drawn оп and accepted by Morton, Smith & Co., to 
the amount of $10,000. The proof shows that in March 1848, Mor- 
ton, Smith & Co., authorized Capt. Brooks to draw on them at 30 
and 60 days to the amount of $10,000, against Sugar and Molasses 
tobe purchased in New Orleans andshipped on his boat to Morton, 
Smith & Co. Upon being informed of this arrangement, Maj. Led- 
better wrote tothe Bank agent at New Orleans to cash the drafts 
of Capt. Broóks, tothe amount of $10,000 to enable him to buy the 
Sugar and Molasses with which to freight his boat. ~ 
"The cargo was tobe insured in the name of Morton, Smith & Co., 
to be shipped to them and sold and the proceeds to be paid in spe- · 
сіе funds to the Bank, and the drafts of Capt. Brooks were to beac- ' 
cepted by Morton, Smith & Co. ' Drafts were drawn Бу Brooks and 
accepted by Morton Smith & Co., when Morton was а director, and 
} А ' hl E 3 3 i и à 
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by the chartey,could not increase his liability to the bank. The 
drafts thus drawn and accepted amounted to about $9,000, andthe 
liability of Morten to the Bank was increased tothat amount. By 
this arrangement Capt. Brooks got employment for his boat, Mor- 
ton, Smith & Co., got their commissions for selling the Groceries, 
and the Bank got spetie‘funds. It turned out for the benefit of all 
the parties, and but for the provision in the Bank charter prohibit- 
ing a director from increasing his liabilities with the Bank, the 
transaction would have been unexceptionable. "Тһе majority of 
the committee manifest the sameliberality towards Maj. Ledbet- 
ter in this case asin the foregoing, his good intentions in the 
transaction are an ample apology for the violation of thé charter. 
If Brooks? boat had been sunk, there was a contingency in which 
the Bank might have suffered seriously—but the enterprise was 
successful, the Bank saved the cost oftransporting specie, Brooks 
and. Morton were both benefited,.and hence the majority have no 
censures to bestow on the violation of the charter in the transac- 
tion. The undersigned have no censure to bestow on Maj. Led- 
better for this transaction, but they insist that the majority should 
have shown less anxiety to excuse one president and less to cen- 
sure another. 

The last transaction occurring іп 1849—to which the investiga- 
tion of the committee was directed, was in reference to the ac- 
count of O. B. Smith, one of the firm of Morton, Smith & Co, 
The proof shows, that on the 1st of December, 1849, Mr. Morton 
offered for discount the bill of O. B. Smith for $6380, and the pro- 
ceeds were first placed to the credit of Nicholson & Smith, the last 
endorsers, and afterwards on their check, they were transferred to 
the credit of Morton, Smith &.Co., on the books of the Bank. 
On the 10th of December, 1849, Mr. Morton offered two bills of 
O. B. Smith for $2500 each, which were discounted and the pro- 
ceeds credited аз the foregoing. The proof shows, that Morton, 
Smith & Co., were engaged in buying and shipping cotton, and 
that these several bills were drawn to raise funds for their cotton 
trade, as appeared on the face of the bills. The majority say very 
properly that ‘it would be over officious in bank directors to enquire 
how the proceeds of bills discounted by them are to be applied,” 
and as Mr. Morton’s name did not appear on the bills, that there- 
fore the President of the Bank, and the other members of the com- 
mittee had no right to suppose he was interested in the pro- 
ceeds unless there is something in the transaction raising the pre- 
sumption that such director is directly or indirectly interested in the 
proceeds; this is the rule laid down by the majority, and it is a sound 
one. We will test this transaction by the rule of the majority, the 
President knew that Morton was engaged in cotton buying, lie 
knew he was a partner of O. B. Smith, he knew.that Morton 
presented his partner’s bills for discount, and he knew by the face 
of the bills, that the proceeds were to be used in paying for cotton, . 
and he knéw by the bank Books that the proceeds. went from the 
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last endorsers to the credit of. Morton, Smith & Co. . Was not this 

enough to raise the presumption, that Morton was interested in the 
roceeds of the bills, and therefore to justify the President in en- 
uiring into the matter. | : 

But. more light may be shed on this transaction by pursuing it to . 
the end. The majority say, that, “it appears that on the 29th of 
November, 1849, O. B. Smith. presented for. discount two bills 
drawn on 613 bales of cotton, and that the same were discounted | 
by the Bill Committee. According to tbe ‘proof, these- Bills, were 
presented by Mr. Morton, and not by О. В. Smith, and it willap- 
pear soon that this is а material misstatement.of the proof.-The 
proof is, that Morton consulted with the President and Cashier about 
going into the cotton trade, that on the 28th: of November, 1849, 
he made a contract with Johnson & Weaver for 613 bales of ¢ot- 
ton. This contract was made with Morton, and О B. Smith was,- 
inno wise known in the trade. On the 29th: of November, 1849, 
Morton (and поё О. B. Smith, as stated by the majority,) presented 
шо bills drawn by O..B. Smith for $13,500 each, for discount. The | 
President notified Mr. Morton that as he had reason to believe that 
he was interested in the cotton, he had better take the ‘bills to 
some other bank; accordingly the bills were withdrawn апа after- 
wards presented again; accompanied by the following remarkable 
letter: .- ' | | | 

"E Nasavittz, 28th Nov. 1849. - 

Í have transferred or sold to О. B. Smith my interest in our pur- 
chase:of Cotton, you can therefore cash Ais bills without a viola- 
tion or infringement upon your charter. 

Respectfully, your obedient seivant, 
| | JAMES MORTON, Jr. 


When the President saw. this letter, informing him that, Mr. Mor- 
ton had transferred or sold his interest.to his partner, he was satis- 
fied, and-forthwith the bills were discounted, and уеге placed by 
the check of the last endorser to the credit of O. B. Smith: It ap- 
pears further that. on the same, day—to wit: Nov. 29th, 1849, Mr. 
Morton gave to Johnson & Weaver two checks. for $27,297.75 on 
the Bank of Tennessee, which checks were signed by Morton, but 
using the name of .O..B. Smith, On these checks thé proceeds of 
said two bills were drawn. It further appears.that Johnson & W ea~ 
ver made out the bill for the Cotton in ће name of James Morton 
Jr. and that О.В, Smith was not known in the transaction; but 
that Morton was going: down the river with the Cotton to sell it or 
hold it up if. the market. was Нах. These are the facts proven, and 
the question is whether Morton was interested in the proceeds of 
the two. bills of. $13,500: each. · And.had the. President. reason to 
presume that һе was so interested?. Mr. Morton admits that he was 
Interested іп һе bills when he first presented them by writing the 
letter, and saying “he had transferred or sold. his interest, and inform- , 


ing the President. that he'could then proceed to discount the. bills 
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without violating his charter.” Mr. Morton was a director, and 
knew that he was offering to violate the charter in presenting the 
two bills. The President knew that this was an attempt to get him 
io violate the charter. Ought he then, as areasonable man, to have 
tbeen-satisfied with the letter of Mr. Morton? Did he not see the 
‘equivocal language used by Mr. Morton: “J have transferred or 
sold my interest.” And why does he tell the President, that he “can 
now discount” the bills: without violating the charter? АП this 
takes place on thé same day, the bills are presented and withdrawn 
again, presented accompanied by the letter and tke check 
given to Johnson & Weaver, all on the 29th of November, 1849, 
Surely the majority of the committee have looked at these facts 
with strange eyes, if they do hot see in it a mere shift or devise 
to evade the charter; and if the President did not see through it, he 
has more character for shrewdness than he deserves. With a 
slight variation of the language of the majority on another case, 
the undersigned must say, “If there was a transfer or sale of Mor- 
ton to Smith, it appears from the proof that it was done partly. for 
the purpose of getting the discount of the bills, and if he intended 
taking back his interest as soon as that object was accomplished, the 
charter of the Bank is but a rope of: sand, which ih the hands: of 
these not mindful of the interest of the Institution or desirous of 
accommodating personal or political friends, might be used, not only 
to thwart the objects for which it was chartered, but to germinate 
the elements of its own destruction. ` 

The undersigned cannot conclude their report without alluding 
to certain remarks of the majority calculated to make the impres- 
sion that the Bank or its means: may have been used for political 
party purposes, and for purposes of personal favoritism. Upon 
what authority such insinuations are made they have no knowl- 
edge; most certainly there was no proof before the committee giv- 
ing the slightest ground for any such belief. If it is intended by 
the chairman of the committee to insinuate that one party is more 
capable than the other of thus using the Bank, he has assumed to 
speak without the least foundation for his insinuations. Before 
he assumed the responsibility of lecturing others on their liability 
to be controlled by such influences, he should have exercised the 
power vested in him, to take: proof and ascertain whether any of 
ficer connected with the Bank has ever attempted to use the In- 
stitution or its means for party purposes. 

That the Bank has ever been used by either party for political 
purposes the undersigned have no reason to believe, and if there 
is proof in existence going to show any such thing, they will read- 
ily unite in ferreting it out, and exposing those who are guilty. 
If any officer of the Bank has exercised his influence by trying to 
securé the possession of the Bank for' political purposes, either by 
letter or otherwise, the undersigned will cheerfully join in inves- 
tigating the proof and exposing апу such scheme. . _. 

а аз much as the Governor is required to. nominate the direc-

the resolution directing the investigation, was adopted by the Sen- 
ate on the. 18th of October, 1849. They were at all times ready 
upon the call of their chairman, to enter upon the discharge of the 
duties assigned to them, but they were never required to commence 
the investigation, until about the 13% of December. During this 
time the chairman had full time and opportunity to prepare for the 
discharge of their duties. When the investigation commenced it 
continued for several days, and was then suspended until about 
the 18th or 19th, and was closed about the 20th of December. 
During the whole investigation, the chairman and the committee 
have had every facility afforded them by: the officers of the Bank, 
in prosecüting their examination, 

After the close of the.investigation, the chairman had a week 
to prepare his report, and has therefore had full time to ‘present his 
views fully. His report was not presented to the Senate until late 
in the evening of the 27th of December, and the undersigned have 
had only about one day—-since the introduction of said report—in

The Committee on Banks on the part of the Senate, and by 
virtue of Senate’s Resolution, No. met at the Bank of Tennes- 
see on the day of =; 1849, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether there had been ahy violations of the Charter of 
the Bank of Tennessee within thelast six years, by extending 
loans or accommodations, directly or indirectly, to any Director of 
said Bank, beyond the sum of $2,000, or otherwise. 

The committee caused the books of the Bank to be produced, 
and the officers thereof to be sworn before №. A. Raworth, an act- 
ing Justice of the Peace for Davidson County, to answer such 
questions as might be propounded by the committee, relative to the 
mvestigations required by said resolution. | 

William Ledbetter, President of the Bank, being interrogated 
as to whether he knew from his own knowledge, or from the books 
of the Bank, of any violations of the Charter of the Bank within 
the last six years, made the following statement: | 

That he could answer the question only as it related to the Bank 
at Nashville and.the Branch at Athens—he was Cashier of the 
: Bank at Nashville from last of January 1844, to the end of the year 
1845, and President from Ist Jan. 184 3 to the present time. There 
was on the books of the mother Banz, a report made by William 
Niehol in 1844, who was then President, founded on an investiga- 
tion which he was required to make by the Board of Directors, 
into the affairs and condition of the Athens Branch, which was re- 
ferred to and read as follows: i 

So far as the question applied to the Bank at Nashville, he re- 
ferred to the bill book which contained the entries of bills discount- 
ed by “exchange department” on bill committee, the members of 
which are the President and Cashier, by rule of the Bank and two 
Directors, usually appointed monthly by the board, three of whom 
constituted a quorum to do business—President or Cashier must 
be present or no paper could be discounted—all must vote for 
discount of paper before them, or it was rejected. From this book 
it appeared, that on the 17th Мау, 1847, theré were three bills en- 
tered, of which С. Connor was the drawer, amounting in all to 
$10,200, the first dated May 1st, 1847, running nine months, due 
ist and 4th February, 1848, for $3,200; the other two, dated May

3rd, 1847, running at eight and ten months, due 3rd and 6th Janua- 
ry, 1848, 8rd and 6th March, 1848—these bills were endorsed by 
Pilcher. & Porterfield, L. E. Johnson, and one of them by Pilcher ёг. 
Porterfield, L. Е. Johnson and Geo. D. Crockett. | Ж. 
About the same time, as appeared from book of notes discount- 
ed, there was a note of С. Connor's for $2,000, endorsed by Pilcher 
& Porterfield and L. E. Johnson, that fell due on the 16th and 19th 
May, to renew which, as he supposed, for he knew nothing about 
either transaction, except what appeared from the books. of the 
Bank, a discount was made on the 20th day of May, 1847, of a 
note for same amount, endorsed by same parties—that the $9,000 
note was renewed again in November, 1847, for same amount, and 
protested in Мау, 1848, for non-payment, before which time Connor 
was considered in failing cireumstances—when Connors bills went 
to protest, he laid the whole subject before the Board of Directors, 
and after consultation it was determined to hold them up till 20th 
May, when Connor's note fell due, at which time he promised to 
pay а part and secure the balance of the whole debt. After several 
attempts had been made апа. failed to settle the debt, the Board 
agreed to take two bills for $5,100 each, drawn by Connor, en- 
dorsed by Jesse Johnson, L. E. Johnson and A. Hamilton, receiv- 
ing, as he understood, $3,500 in money from Pilcher & Porterfield, 
who were to be released as original endorsers, and two notes from 
Connor on other persons, amounting to about 1400, leaving his 
indebtedness about 8,596. He was opposed to the exchange of 
endorsers atthe time, but in that he may have done wrong. The 
last mentioned bills wént to protest and are now in suit—considers 
the debt from all the information he has received, very doubtful. 
Did not know Jesse Johnson when the last mentioned bills were 
before the Board. Mr. Hamilton told him he did not want the Bank 
to take the bills with his name, that it would injure his credit in 
the Bank, but he could not refuse Connor, as he was an-old friend, 
which fact he communicated to the Board. Jesse Johnson was re- 
resented at the time of the endorsement, as owning property -in 
Nashville worth ten or fifteen thousand dollars, or more—owns, as 
he has understood, an interest in the steamboat “America,” but how 
much, does not know. The new bills were taken mainly тіреп his 
endorsement. Johnson says, as he (Ledbetter) has been informed, 
thathe will resist the payment of the debt; but whether true or not, 
does not know. He.is an illiterate man, and he believes he cannot 
write his name. Не further stated if a Director was under 
protest 30 days on a bill or note, the charter declared his seat 
Should be vacated—if the drawer of paper is under protest, the 
rule of the Bank would reject his paper, on application for new 
discount—if endorser ой any paper, it would take two additional . 
names free from protest to pass the Board; but a bill of ‘exchange 
1s sometimes discounted if some of the parties on it are under pro- 
‘est. The rule in relation. to protests is sometimes suspended, 
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He also stated, that on the 13th day of February, 1849, as ap- 
pears from the bill book, there was a bill drawn by Henry Dowdy 
endorsed by John Dowdy, Geo. C. Allen and Alexander Allison, on’ 
New Orleans at four months, for $4,000, discounted. That he 
knew nothing of the Dowdy’s at the time, but knew the endorse. 
ment of Alex. Allison made it first rate. After the bill was dis. 
counted, he thinks that evening, or the next day, his attention was 
called to Geo. C. Allen’s name as one of the endorsers, who was 
then, and is now a Director. Had two endorsers besides Allen, 
and did not notice his name at the time; and as forming some ex- 
cuse for the omission, refers to his signature accompanying this 
statement. If he had noticed his endorsement would have reject- 
- ed the bill. Thinks the discount of the bill cannot be regarded as 
a favor to any of the parties, as he believes either of the other city 
Banks would have readily takenit. He stated to the Board or Bill 
Committee, at their next meeting, that the bill had been taken by 
mistake in not noticing Mr. Allen’s endorsement. Some time after 
the discount, Joseph W. Allen, the agent of the Bank at New Or- 
leans, wrote for the bill to be forwarded, which was done; and as 
he understands from the agent, was paid two orthree months be- 
fore it matured. 

Answer to the first, second and third interrogatories of Col. 
Wilkes. : 

That Jas. Morton was qualified as a Director on the 13th of 
January, 1848, and according to the books of the Bank, the liabili- 
ties of Morton, Smith & Co. amounted on that day to $13,685 17, 
and which has been reduced by payments from time to time, and 
which. amounts now to but $600 30, as endorsers upon some small 


notes running to maturity. If they are liable to the Bank for any . 


thing beyond this, I am not aware of it. 


The drafts drawn by Capt. Brooks, in March and April, 1848, | 


upon Morton, Smith & Co., are not however, included in the above 
estimate. "These dráfts, I presume, were cashed by Mr. Allen at 
New Orleans, after the receipt of a letter addressed to him, by or- 
der of the Board, in March 1848, and which is referred to.

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About ће time this letter is dated, Capt. Brooks called at the 
Bank, and stated in substance, that Mr. Allen had agreed to cash 
somefdrafts for him, to be drawn upon shipments of sugar and 
molasses, which he expected to bring up on his own account, the 
two next trips of the Gov. Jones—and that before leaving New 
Orleans, Allen had told him that the Dank had instructed him to 
discontinue the purchase of drafts upon Nashville, and that he - 
would have to decline his, and that his object in calling was, to get 
the Bank to countermand the order. The Board finally consénted 
to do so, upon the conditions mentioned in my letter. The object 
of the Bank was to accommodate Capt. Brooks, and to save the 
expense of shipping specie from New Orleans, which Mr. Allen 
was directed to send up; he, Brooks, preferring to pay the specie ог 
specie funds here, rather than not to have the drafts cashed—no 
advancement was made to Morton, Smith & Co., to whom Brooks 
wished to make the shipment, and I know of no interest they had, 
in the transaction, except to sell the sugar and molasses, and pay ће. 
money over. The drafts-were drawn at 30, 45 and 60 days, and 
amounted, I believe, in the aggregate, to something over nine thou- 
sand dollars, including both trips. The drafts were all paid, and 
from four to six thousand dollars, as I learn from the Teller, in 
specie or specie funds, the balance I presume was paid in currency.

Committee of Bank examinéd lot, and reported it worth the money 
advanced, and the bill, say $5,800. Mr. Paul thinks the lot will se- 
cure the debt, believing it worth $7,000 to $8,000. Dr. Waters 
thinks the debt is amply secured. McGavock bought at Sheriff's 
or Marshal's.sale. Dr. Waters thinks thelot would sell for $10,000 
by the time it has to be sold, to pay said debt. Mr. Nicholson was 
the cause of having the arrangement made in good faith. Mr. 
Ledbetter stated, that if the money was not made Mr. Nicholson 
would be liable on his bond.

К. С. Foster, director, stated, he has no recollection of having 
ever at any time seen the -Connor Bills before the Board, and has 
no recollection of the resignation or re-appointment of Mr. Con- 
nor. Mr. Connoris regarded as an energetic business man, but 
he would not have voted for the bills; he was opposed to accommo- 
dations larger than $5,000; he did not think these bills such as the 
Bank ought tó have discounted; would have’ voted against one of 
them singly; remembers once a note of Connor’s being presented, 
Which was probably discounted. Mr. Nicholson was present; һе in- 
quired of N, whether Mr. C. had exceeded his limit, information gi- 
ven was that he had not. (Books show that Connor was present 
2th April and 6th May.) Mr. Foster appears from the minutes to 
have been here on the 6th May, and has no knowledge of the re- 
election, but had he known оп the 6th May that Mr. C. had resign- 
ed on the 29th April, he would have required that he should be re- 
elected and take the oaths of office. Had there been anything 
(aid about it, he would have distinctly remembered it. Maury 
court held the first Monday of May. Bill committee when еў 
have any difficulty, sometimes place the Bills before the Board, had 
e been a member.of the Bill committee, he would not- have dis- 
Counted the bills. (This memorandum read to Mr. Foster.) 
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Mr. Monohan has lived here 80 years, and has known C. 6. Con. 
nor more than 20 years, Mr. C. was first engaged as steamboat 
Clerk and went into business with McAlister, was in business a few 
years and failed—formed this partnership 10 or 12 years ago. 
Connor & Sanders were engaged in Auction and Commission busi. 
ness, and were so engaged in 1847. Mr. Connoris an energetic 
business man; would have preferred stronger endorsement on Con. 
nor's bills; had he been a director, and knowing Mr. C. to have 
been a director, would not have discounted the bills. Great differ- 
ence between short bills, predicated on actual shipments, and such 
bills. Not customary for a Bank to discount bills in May, running 
ten months on shipments. Crockett was а clerk for Connor & San. 
ders іп 1847— was not regarded as а man of resources—his moth. 
er had some property; Mr. Hamilton not a man of much property 
— safer than L. Е. Johnson. Jesse Johnson was considered safer 
two years ago than P. & P. Не might have voted for a bill en- 
dorsed by P. & P. and L. E. J., but would have preferred stronger 
endorsement; more than likely a bill committee would be informed, 
in acting on a bill, what bills were discounted for the applicant.— 
Was not a director when those bills were discounted. Jesse 
Johnson has not the visible means to day he had two years ago— 
his property consisted of negroes and lands—gotten rid of it pro- 
bably on account of these bills. Was in the Board when the bill: 
were renewed. Hamilton, he understood, preferred the Bank 
would not take them, for he could not provide for them, and feared 
they would injure his credit. Mr. Johnson did not give the Bank 
notice, or request it not to take the bills. Johnson said afterwards 
he wastaken in. Bills fell due several-months before they were re- 
newed. Connor had not failed before his bills fell due— but bills fell 
due long before he failed. Had suit been brought, however, it 
would have closed Connor’s and P. & Porterfield’s business. Р. & 
P. did not to his knowledge advise suit to be brought. He had 
asked Porterfield what he wanted done—he said he wanted 
the matter settled in some way, but did not request that suit be 
brought. Bank delayed suit because they desired first to see wheth- 
er О. would take up the $2000 note, and hoping that he would pro- 
cure the additional indorsement upon the bills of Balie Johnson, 
Capt. Phillips or John Minor, which he promised to see if he could 
not accomplish. The exchange by which they got J. Johnson and 
Hamilton in exchange for P. & P. and L. E. Johnson, made it as he 
believed, a safer arrangement. . l | 
About $8500 was thereby leftunpaid. Tried to get J. Johnson 
and P. & P. but could not getit. P. & P. offered theirs, but would 
not go on new bills. Crockett’s none better than Johnson's, bii 
on]y nominal. |

Mr. Sheppard has lived here from böyhood, has known Connor 
since 1820. Соппог& McAlister wound up disastrously in a cot- 
ton speculation—don’t know how Connor wound out of it—Connot 
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& Sanders did a Grocery and Dry Goods and Auction and Commis- 
sion business. Най he been a director in Мау 1847, would not 
have discounted Mr. Connor’s bills endorsed as they were. Thought 
the Bank was making a judicious arrangement in the exchange for 
Jesse Johnson and А. Hamilton. Would have thought it impru- 
dent for the Bank tohave sued when first bills fell due. He worked 
along easy to get claims he held as agent, оп same house fixedup. Se- 
cond set of bills now very doubtful--though good when received—-Jes- 
se Johnson has covered his property. Wasin-the board when the ex- 
change was made. Connor & McAlister were considered broke.— 
When Connor commenced again Auction business, he had told him 
he had but $50 to begin with. 


Mr. Morrow had known Mr. Connor well. Not customary at that 
‘time of year to draw such bills on produce. Would have voted had 
he been in the board against the bills—was a member when the ex- 
change was made—cant say he believed it safer, but it was proba- 
bly as safe—but he voted against it, as did the President, from the 
beginning to the end.

Mr. H. P. Bostick, a director, present in the board from the 22d 
of April to 17th May, inclusive. He knew nothing nor never heard 
of those bills at that time—nor until within the last two or three 
months. Bill Committee usually composed of President, Cashier 
and two directors; dont know who then composed Bill, Committee. 
He was sometimes sent for to serve on Bill Committee, dont re- 
member that Connor ever handed in his resignation—heard him, 
about the time Graham resigned, speak of resigning, and requested

Col. Ledbetter says Bill Committee must consist of three members, 
and the President, a Cashier or both must be present. 

Mr. Bostick thinks Maj. Graham, the Cashier, was a systematic 
business man. Thinks Maj. Graham, had just resigned, and that 
he urged Mr. Connor not to resign as Maj. G. had just left the Bank; 
after getting the discount on the bills, it was the duty of the Bank 
to have caused a reduction of 25 per cent per annum on the renewal. 


Mr. Morton came to Nashville 196 January 1845. Would not 
have voted for such bills as Connor’s; was a director when the -ex- 
change wasmade.

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Connors note discounted Nov. 12, 746; due 16th May 747; 20th 
May discounted 25th Nov. '47, discounted; due and protested 22nd 
May 1848, suppose these latter discounts were renewed. 

Mr. Morton states, he had no interést inland in Giles, sold by 0, 
B. Smith. Proceeds of sale did not go to firm of Morton & Smith. 
Mr. .Morton owed over $13,000 when he came in as Director—now 
owes Bank about $600, as endorser only. 

Brooks requested him to sell for him Sugar and Molasses—he con- 
sented—Brooks got the Bank to discount his bills to be paid in spe- 
cie funds—he accepted the bills—bills paid in specie funds—car- 
riage on specie $1 per box of 1000, Insurance $ per cent—had pro- 
duce in hand but insured— would not be accepted otherwise. Be- 
ing insured had they not arrivedhe would have accepted the drafts. 


Ledbetter states if Director is under protest 30 days, his seat shall 


be vacated. If a drawer is under protest application for discount

Wm. Е. Watkins Esq. Director, was іп the Board in May 1847, 
states that the minutes are before him—does not recollect ‘to have

Committee, and does not recollect to have been called on to sit in 
the Bill Committee when the regular members of that Committee 
were absent—did not know while he was a director, that Mr. Con- 
nor had obtained that accommodation from the Dank. Supposes, 
from the minutes that he was present 22d April, and on the 29th 
April, and on the 6th of May, was absent on the 13th May, present 
on 17th May. There was a resignation formally tendered to the 
board but at what time I cant say. I dont know whether it was 
acted on or not—it was handed in to the Board, and the board re- 
quested him to continue in it. Knows D. Graham, Cashier, can- 
not account why no entry wasmade of it. Had he been re-elected, 
which he rather thinks was not the case, charter "would have re- 
quired Из entry, and it would have been necessary that he take the 
usual oath which should probably have been also entered. Ма). С.

When theresignation was handed in, he considered it a resignation. 
Interest is only called upon notes of Directors of $2000 and under. 
I have no recollection that Mr. Connor had ever failed up to the 
timethe bills were discounted. 


Mr. Rains, a Director іп 1847, born in Davidson, and lived 
here ever since, and has been sheriff of Davidson—known Mr. 
Connor about 20 years—on the 17th May, 1847, thinks he would 
not have discounted those bills of Mr. Connor's, three bills amount- 
ing to $10,200, endorsed as they were. His recollection is, that 
some years before that he become embarrassed, to what extent he 
does not know, and he found him always disposed' to pay debts, he 
having, as sheriff, frequently collected large amounts of debts from 
him, and no security suffered by him that-I know of—he is an en- 
ergetic, clever man. Не never saw the three Connor bills amount- 
ing to $10,200 before, and neve» heard of them till yesterday. Has 
no recollection that he got such accommodation. Supposes.he 
was here from the 22d April to 17th May, inclusive. Has no re- 
collection of Mr. Connor resigning at any time. Mr. В. was never 
on the bill committee, but was sometimes called in to consult with 
committee. Billcommittee usually composed of Dr. Waters, and 
he thinks Mr. Connor, as well as President and Cashier.. Mr. 
Connor on these bills could not properly have acted. Other Di- 
rectors may have been occasionally called in. Dont think Һ6 
knows Crocket. Has impression that L. E. Johnson was worth 
one or two thousand dollars. Would have made the exchange of 
P. & P. and L. E. J. for J. Johnson and A. Hamilton. Would not, 
asa Bank Director, have discounted any man's paper for $10,200, 
this is one reason why he would not have discounted Connor’s bills. 
When a Director applies for a discount, question is always asked, 
hashe discounts to amount of $2000. Board relied on President 
and Cashier for knowledge of any bills and notes already discount- 
ed, which might prevent them from exceeding the proper limits. І 
have no knowledge of any member of the Board having exceeded 
$2000. Would have considered it dishonorable in a Director to ex- 
ceed this limit. |

Mr. Norvell stated that from 26th January, 1848, Мг. Hamilton’s

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time. Has frequently overchecked, overchecked this week for aix 
or eight thousand - dollars, though it appears now that overcheek- 
ing was only apparent, as he had bills discounted and not entered, 
Does not know that the Bank has ever lost any thing by Mr. H,, 
most of his bills are 30, 60 and 90 day bills, most generally 90 
day bills, a few five and six month bills. . Endorsers generally are 
7.4 В. Yeatman, and James Johnson, sometimes Dr. Thompson 
and Isham Lamb. Persons under protest can have no discounts 
by rule of bank. Rule has never, to his knowledge, been regular- 
ly suspended as to any body. As to Mr. Connor’s first bill, shortly 
after he served first notice of protest on Mr. Porterfield, he met 
Porterfield, who stated to him that he had just been up to the Bank 
to request them to sue, andhe requested Mr. Norvell to repeat the 
request—he did not understand certainly whether P. saw officers 
of Bank—Mr. Norvell repeated the request accordingly. He is 
not positive it was the first bill, but if so, it was in January, 1848— 
in August: following, he thinks, the bills were arranged in their 
present form. Mr. Hamilton told-him, (Mr. Norvell) that he had 
told the officers of the Bank prior to the discount of Connor’s last 
bills, that he would not consider himself bound on the bills if they 
were discounted; and that since, he (Mr. Hamilton) is of opinion 
that the Bank does not regard him as under protest. His (Mr. N’s) 
conversation with Mr. Н. grew out of the fact of Mr. H’s getting 
discounts afterwards, without a suspension of therule. Mr. Wilkes 
read 7th and 8th section of Actof * ' ch. 11. Мт. №. then 
read article 5th of by-laws as to protest. Mr. Norvell does not 
know that this rule has been waived іп any instance, unless 
‘by oversight; he does not know particularly what course was taken 
by the Bank in this instance of Hamilton, the rule was departed 
from, whether by common consent of the. Board, or not, he Ваз по 
means of knowing. It may have been done hundreds of times, 
by mistake. Notes and bills by parties under protest, are often 
discounted by way of renewing the same. Hamiltons own bills 
are not of this character, he never having been under protest on 
his own account, that he (Mr. N.) remembers. His notes may 
have been, some of them, renewed. 

O. B. Smith's present liabilities on bills to the Bank, amount, 
December 10th, 1849, to $41,380.

Mr Cunningham states—proceeds went to credit of last endorser, 
Nicholson & Smith. М. 8 5. gave check for proceeds, that check 
placed to credit of O. B. Smith of individual Ledger. Mr. Smith’s 
account in individual Ledger amounts to $30,147 25; proceeds of 
three bills, two of which amount to $27,000. Morton, Smith & Co. 
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got credit for $6,284 50, proceeds of ЫП $6,580, proceeds of two 
bills of 2500 each .were passed. to credit of Morton, Smith & Co. 
after first going to credit of last endorsers, Nicholson & Smith 
who gave check to Morton, Smith & Co. as to $30,147.25 no per- 
gon did or could check it out but O. B. Smith; bills predicated on 
shipments of Cotton—proceeds are $80,000 checked out by O. B. 
Smith, in favor of Johnson & Weaver.: Mr. Cunningham does not 
know that Mr. Morton was interested in these discounts, and does 
not know thàtthe Bank had this understanding. Mr. Cunningham 
had an impression, not from anything he had been told by Mr. Mor- 
ton, or the officers of the Bank, that the object of the discounts was 
to purchase and.ship Cotton, and that Mr. Morton controlled the 
transaction which object to purchase Cotton appears from the face 
of the bills. ‘Mr. Cunningham is of opinion Mr. Morton could not 
have drawn the proceeds of the bills in the manner he did, even had 
it not been known to the Bank that he was a partner of Mr. Smith, 
the Bank could not refuse to pay the proceeds as directed by the 
checks of the last endorsers. ` The Bank could not have controlled 
the diseretionary power of the last. endorsers to check in favor of 
whom they pleased. There is nothing in the face of the bills or 
otherwise known to him which is coriclusive that Mr. Morton was 
interested in these discounts. Mr. Morton appeared to have con- 
trol of the whole business; but he held and presented sich checks 
and.signatures as would have enabled any other person holding 
and presenting such papers to control the proceeds. · He does not 
know whether or not the makers of these checks and signatures 
were indebted to Morton & Smith. He does not know anything 
about these things, or the rights ог liabilities of these parties, out 
ef doors. Andrew Hamilton is-over checker only $26 or $97." This 
only occurred yesterday. Mr. Norvell does not accurately know 
as to facts of this class. He, Mr. Cunningham, keeps this account. 
It sometimes happens that bills are discounted and proceeds not em- ” 
tered in Mr. Cunningham’s books to the day; which would some- 
times cause an apparent but not a real over checking. 


Mr. Dempsey Weaver, states, that about 28th November, he sold 
Mr. Morton 613 bales of Cotton, in payment for which, Mr. Mor- 
ton gave him two checks signed О. B. Smith, amounting to $27,- 
997 75.. Morton ‘signed О. В. Smith's name to these checks in his 
presence. The bill of Cotton sold was made out in the name of 
James Morton Jr. Does not know whether he had power of At- 
torney to sign Smith’s name, nor whether-he (Morton) borrowed 
the money of Smith, he thought at the time it was a strange trans- 
action. Morton signed these checks as above stated on the 29th 
of November last. 0 | ' \ 

Morton afterwards bought a lot of Cotton of Genl. Smith, at the 
house of Johnson & Weaver, for about $2400, and gave check in 
name of Morton, Smith & Co. This was about Ist December, 
precise day not recollected; upon which he (Weaver) drew the 
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money in this Bank. This bill of Cotton was made out in the 
name of Jas. Morton Jr. In a conversation with Mr. Morton on 
board the America about 7th December, Mr. Morton complained 
to him that the boat did not get off earlier than it was likely 
to start. 1 observed to him that all his cotton was not sent to the 
boat by some 260 or 280 bales. He answered that all his cotton 
was on board, and that the balance aforesaid belonged to Mr. 
Smith. This balance of 260 0r280 bales was apart of the 613 bales 
and 57 bales sold to Morton, and the purchase bills made out in 
his name. Mr. Weaver did not know Mr. Smith in the transac- 
lion, except as to the use of his signature, and the statement of 
Morton before all the Cotton was transferred from the warehouse 
to the boat, that it was Smith's cotton. Morton told him that he 
was going down to.New Orleans with the Cotton, and would not 
sell if the market was flat. 

Col. Ledbetter states, that the evening after the Allen bill was 
discounted, or agreed to be discounted, or the next day, he saw the 
bill and suggested to Mr. Allen that it was improper that his name 
should have gone upon the bill, but he had not noticed that his 
name was on till after the bill was taken. Hamilton is under 
protest for Mr. Connor. He does not know what Mr. Hamilton's 
means or property amount to. Notwithstanding this protest, the 
bank has discounted a number of his bills, short bills drawn upon 
actual shipments before and since the protest, considers Mr. Ham- 
ilion the best customer the Bank has had since he has been here.

A. Hamilton’s account, as stated by Mr. Norvell, upon ship- 
ments and a number of acceptances of West and Somers, and 
William Crockett, of New Orleans, and R. Buchanan, of Cin- 
cinnati, and others, but mostly West and Somers The rule, as 
to protest has been applied more strictly ‘to notes, unless per- 
haps when a customer has furnished to а very large a:nount 
of exchange to the Bank; in the purchase of bills it has been 
customary with the Bank to waive the rule when the interest 
of the Bank makes it proper., Hamilton’s name was, not con- 
sidered n¢cessary on Connors bills; Jesse Johnson's name was 
looked to alone as secüring the debt. I suppose Mr. Hamil- 
ton was included in the suit with the rest of endorsers on Counor's 
bills; therule, so far as Hamilton is concerned has been virtually 
suspended. -Every one of the board of the bill committee has 
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voted for Hamilton’s bills. With reference to O. В, Smith’s bills, 
states, that he and Anderson had some conversation with Morton, 
in relation to the propriety of risk in a contemplated purchase of 
cotton—afterwards learned that cotton was purchased—Anderson 
urged upon Morton to give this Bank benefit of the bills, bills to 
the amount of of $27,000 or $28,000— bills in the name of О. В. 


Smith, shipped on the America; understood cotton was purchased ` 


before he saw the bills. He understood that Morton purchased 
the cotton, but who for, he does not know; saw bills perhaps Wed- 
nesday on Anderson’s table, and on Thursday Morton was in 
board, and. said to Morton, that although it was not business of 
Bank to go out of doors to know who was interested in bills here, 
yetthat Col. A. and he had reason to believe, that he (Morton) 
was interested in that cotton, or that the bills were drawn upon 
the cotton in which he was interested, and that he had better take 
them to one of the other Banks, that it was true the Bank was 
very anxious to buy such bills, but that it would be a violation of 
the charter, in his opinion, if he, Morton, was interested in the 
bills. 1 heard no more of the bills until the bill committee met 
that day, Col. A. presented to the committee then some bills with 
a letter or note from Jas. Morton, (addressed to the President or 
Cashier, he does not recollect which) stating that he had transfer- 
red or sold his interest in that purchase of cotton to O. B. Smith; 
the letter was directed to be filed, and the bills were discounted. 
December 20, 1849.—The President, Maj. Ledbetter continued. 
Produced the letter referred to, on yesterday, dated Nashville, 
29th Nov., 1849, from Jas. Morton, Jr.. to himself, as follows: I 
have transferred or sold to О. B. Smith, my interest in опг pur- 
chase of cotton, you: can therefore cash his bills without a violation 
or infringement upon your charter. |

Question by Mr. Bostick. When you received that letter from 
Mr. Morton, did you believe that he really had transférred his in- 
terest to Smith, or that it was done to evade the Bank Charter? 

Why I had no doubt about his having made the transfer, 
and have none now-—because I have known James. Morton a 
great while, he is a man of good standing, I have as much confi- 
dence in him as any business man in Nashville. It is understood 
that all information ;ziven to the Board or Committee by a Direc- 
tor, is under the sanction of: an oath, in relation to the- business of 
the Bank.

Thé checks spoken of by Mr. Weaver, are dated the 29th Nov., 
1849— а, power of. attorney was produced by Mr. Read, the Teller 
of the Bank, from О. B. Sniith to James Morton, authorizing him 
to check for the proceeds of the bills -of $13,500 each. dated the

15th Nov., 1849, or to do any business for him the said О.В. 
Smith, in the Bank of Tennessee—said power of attorney was 
. filed some two or three days after the checks were presented. 
The power of attorney was filed at the suggestion of Mr. Read, 
Teller, he seeing that the checks were not signed in the handwrit- 
ing of Smith. | 

Col. Saml. R. Anderson, Cashier, re-examined, states, that there 
is a standing rule of the Bank not to discount for any person un- 
der protest. When Hamilton’s paper was presented for discount, 
the rule was waived, and his paper discounted, I do not think there 
was any formal notice 1. on the directory, as required by th 
by-laws; indeed [ am certain there was not; but a majority of the 
Board consented toit. The rule is never suspended or waived un- 
less the Board considers it to the interest of the Bank. The dis- 
counts made for A. Hamilton were generally upon short bills drawn 
upon produce or letters of authority from New Orleans, and con- 
stituted that class of paper most profitable and desirable to the 
Bank. On the bills of Mr. Connor, the board considered Mr. Ham- 
ilton as bound, and suit has been brought. against him as well as 
others. I have no recollection of any entry being made of the 
waiver of the rule in A. Hamilton’s case; the same rule was waiv- 
ed when his note or notes were discounted on account of his hav- 
ing furnished the Dank with a large amount of exchange in profi- 
table paper on short dates. The waiver was discussed at some 
length before the board when adopted. 

Dowdy's bill for 54 000, in February, 1849, at 4 months endor- 
sed by Dowdy, Geo. C. Allen and A. Allison was discounted. 
This bill was presented to the bill committee, and I think the bill 
was discounted before the name of Geo. C. Allen was discovered, 
and after the discovery the committee declined to throw it out, be- 
lieving that Mr. Allen had left here with the impression that the 
bill as drawn by Dowdy would be done—the name of Geo. C. 
Allen was not discovered, until after the money had been prom- 
ised, at the same time Allen and Dowdy had a note in Bank for 
$2,000, the bill for $4,000 was paid 83 days before it was due, I 
would not knowingly violate the Bank Charter. 

Mr. Morton offered here two bills of O. B. Smith for $18,500 
each—previous to the offering of these bills, Mr. James Morton 
was speaking with me as to the propriety of purchasing cotton, I 
told him I thought there was money in the transaction, when he 
offered these bills, as above, we stated to him if he was interested 
in the Cotton, purchased by the proceeds of the said bills, that we 
could not discount them. Не then presented us a letter stating he 
had transferred or sold to O. B. Smith his interest in the cotton, 
and that we could discount his Smith's bills without any, violation 
of the charter. The bills were then presented to the bill commit- 
tee and discounted. | 

. Mr. Cunningham says, that the notices are always given in the. 
preceding month before the notes fall due; this is the eustom of the 
clerk giving notices, and of course the custom of the Bank.

Since my last report to the Commissioners, dated the 4th 
October, 1847, upon the progress then made in the building of the 
. State Capitol, the cnt stone ashler of the basement story, together 
with the Cornice and Plinth courses have been completed and set 

all around the building, both inside and out. 

The Basement Story has been subdivided in its interior with 
rubbed or polished stone, forming the Halls, stairways and cham- 
bers for the accommodation of the Supreme and Federal Courts, 
and the various offices connected with the State. The whole of 
this story has been arched over entirely, and the stairways carried 
up to the platforms of the principal story. g 

The Principal Story, on the outer walls have been raised to the 
height of about 9 feet above the basement, and all the interior sub- 

‘divisions of the walls, forming the Hall of Representatives, Senate 
Chamber, Committee rooms and Library have also been founded 

‚ in stone to the height of the Plinth course on the inside of the build- 
ing, while the exterior walls are considerably advanced toward 
their destined height of 43 feet to the ceiling of the interior Entab- 
lature. Inthe course of the next season the walls will be up and 
ready to receive the cornice, and preparations will be made to roof 
in the body of the building as soon thereafter as practicable.

The, material used in the building is of the most durable “kind, 
quite equal in texture and compactness to any of the Northern and 
Eastern marbles, and as far as regards the rubbed or polished sur- 
faces of the interior stone walls, there are no examples of any 
buildings in the United States, either public or ртіуа?едіп which the 
walls are constructed of rubbed or polished stones on the interior; 
indeed, there are. very few buildings in Europe of this handsome 
and permanent class. 
"The body of the building may now be considered to be about 
half up toits height, so far as regards its crypt and cell, thatis to 
vay, exclusive of the.Porticos and roof. It is necessary that the 
sixteen interior columns of the Hall of Representatives, should be

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wrought as soon as practicable, in -order that the roof may be | 


sustained and the building covered in. These columns are already 
quarried, each in one block of 21 feet in length, including their 
capitals and bases. | 

The materials for the division walls of the great Hall, extending 
North and South and separating the Senate Chamber from the Li- 
brary and Committee rooms, are in a great state of forwardness, 
and the developements at the quarries, since the last report to you, 
gives an assurance of an abundant supply of rock, and that of the 
very best quality. Тһе amount of-stone now quarried is sufficient 
to keep the stone cutters employed all this winter at the quarries, 
andin the Penitentiary.

To the Honorable 
The Senate and House of Representatives: 


Now IN SESSION AT NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE. 


The undersigned Board of Trustees of the Memphis Hospital; 
a majority of whom were continued in office by order of your 
Hon. predecessors at their last session, (1847—8,) the balance 
having been duly elected by the authority conferred upon the board 
to fill vacancies occasioned by death, renioval, or resignation, feel 
gratified to have it in their power to present their second report, 
of the situation and progress of said Institution for the past two 
years, ending 4th October, 1849. In presenting a plain statement 
of its management for the past two years, we deem it only neces- 
sary to inform your body, that the change of government noticed 
in our last report from that of a resident physician, managing the 
stewardship, as well as admitting physician, was carried out as 
contemplated, at an early day thereafter, and has since been con- 


ducted by a residént steward, whose duty it is made to provide for : 


the attention and comfort of all patients admitted by order of the 
physician, who discharges the duty of admitting and attendant 
physician, at a fixed salary. We fsel gratified to say, that the pre- 
sent system adopted for the government of the Institution, works 
. more harmoniously and with less expense, and although we have 
not the pleasure of noting a greater number of admissions than 
for the two years preceding, yet we feel satisfied that all has been 
done which our limited means would permit, although falling far 
short of our anticipations from estimated amount of money set 
apart during the last session of the Legislature, and to which 4 
brief reference will be sufficient to enable you to appreciate our 
position. The change of the revenue laws operated as the princi- 
palcause of our disappointment, as you will perceive from an ex-

amination from our receipts, they being only about eight-thousand. 
dollars for the two years, instead-of, as anticipated, fifteen thou-. 
sand per annum; which amount is not sufficient if all was collected, 
to supply the urgent demands for relief at this point, forced. as we 


are to receive in charge the sick and dying from all the States . 


watered by the Mississippi, to the .exclusion frequently, for the 
want of means for the native citizens of Tennessee, for whom the 
charity is set apart to aid. "We cannot too forcibly point your at- 
tention to the necessity of affording more abundant means for its 
support, or otherwise yield it, as it should be done, into the hands 
of the general government, whose necessities from her publie 
works at this place require her fostering care; rendering it a nation- 
al Institution, in place of a single State Institution, bound from its 
locality to sustain the unfortunate of a dozen sister States, who 
travel on the great inland sea, three fourths of all the applicants 
are from other, States. If the Memphis Hospital be required to 
meet the requirements of publie sentiment as to the aid of the sick 
and worn down pennyless travelers, who are daily thrown into 
our city, means must be furnished equal to the burden. 

Hoping that this. subject. may claim a full share of your services 
for the public good, we proceed to submit a schedule of the receipts 
and disbursements for the past two years: all of which is respect- 
fully submitted for your examination; in doing which, we beg to' 
call your attention to what may seem an improvident outlay in im: 
provement, in consideration of the scant means of the Institution. 
Such was the decayed stateof theroof of the building, that it became 
absolutely necessary, aslast reported, that repairs should be made; 
accordingly, by a unanimous voice of the Board, improvements of 
adurable kind was determined upon, which has. been executed 
satisfactorily. Another large drain on Our means was made, and 
we feel proud in recurring to the fact, that our returning Tennessee 
volunteers from Mexico, as well as many others from other States, 
received all the aid and attention in. the power of thosein charge of 
the Institution at the time, requiring large expenditures for medi- 
cines, and articles generally, for their comfort, which we flatter our- 
selves, many at distant points will testify. The expenditures for 
the quarter including the time they were stationed here, waiting 


their discharge, amounted to over four thousand dollars. We pro- ` 
ceed with our schedule, believing further comment unnecessary. ^

In obedience to the resolutions of the Senate (No. 94) of the 
8th of January instant in the following words viz: 

“Resolved by the Senate, That a committee of four members of 
the Senate be appointed to enquire into and report, whether алі 
attempt has been made by an officer of this General Assembly, 
or by others, corruptly to seduce any member of the Senate from 
а faithful discharge of his official duty offering to him a bribe, 
or a monied or other valuable consideration, to induce him to 
change the course he had resolved to take with reference to the 
confirmation of Bank directors, and that they be authorized to 
send for persons and papers.  ' 

Resolved, That said committee be instructed to inquire into and . 
report whether any officer of the Bank of Tennessee has “exer- 
cised his influence by trying.to secure the possession of the 
Bank for political purposes either by letter or otherwise," and 
also into the circumstances under which any private writing of 
any said officer (presumed to imply such exercise of influence) 
may have been brought to the publie knowledge, so far as these 
circumstances go to throw light upon the question as to the 
intention of the writer; and that they be authorized to send for 
persons and papers." 

The committee appointed under said resolutions, beg leave to 
report, that.at such intervals as other official duties would per- 
mit, they have proseeuted the inquiries imposed upon them as 
far as thought practicable and proper. 

"Under the' first resolution, they called before the Mess 
Tipton, Tünnell, Pickens, Hamilton, Whitfield; Gardenhire and ' 
Fisher of the Senate; Dr. ee of ‘the’ ‘House of Represent-

atives; Dr. Morrow, Clerk of the Senate; Mr. Miller, a Clerk of 
the House and Mr. Drapicr, Reporter for the “Nashville Union,” 
all of whom were qualified and whose testimony is herewith sub- 
mitted marked A. ў 

It appeared from this testimony, that about the 20th December 
ult., (according to Messrs. Tipton and Carriger) or some eight or 
ten days before Christmas, (according to Mr. Miller) Jacob Mil. 
ler, a Clerk in the House of Representatives, called about dark 
in the evening at the room where Messrs. Tipton and Tunnell 
of the Senate, and Messrs. Carriger and Phillips of the House 
were lodging (and who were all present at the time,) and en- 
quired for Col. Tipton, the Senator from’ Carter. Не was asked 
to sit down, but excused himself remarking that he had private 
business with Mr. Tipton, and after a brief conversation, he and 
Mr. Tipton stepped out. It appears that Mr. Miller had never 
before and has never since called at the room of these gentle- 
men. 

The testimony of Messrs. ‘Tipton and Miller pretty well agrees 
as to the conversation which ensued between them in the street 
after they left the room.

withthe remark that he “had wanted to see Mr. Tipton оо 
time апа. һай come that night on purpose." And after 
him to help confirm the board nominated by the Governor, en- 
quired if Mr. Tipton or some of his friends would not like to be 
a Bank Director. He reminded him that a Director had the 
privilege of a loan of $2,000, and the influence which attached 
to the position was also suggested. This is as Mr. Miller recol- 
lects it. Mr. Tipton thinks he said that the office was worth 
$2,000 and the Directors could draw $2,000; which he (Tipton) 
thought he (Miller) wastrying to make him believe. Mr. Tip- 
ton testified that Miller further said he had it in his power to 
make him a Bank Director in the Rogersville Branch, and would 
do so, if һе would vote to confirm the nominations, that he had 
made Bank Directors before, that he had authority from the 
head or heads of department, and would perform on his part, 
there was по mistake, &c. Mr. Miller testifies that he was not 
authorized to offer a bribe, monied or other consideration; had 
none to give, and offered none. That what he said was on his 
own responsibility “in his usual manner o£ electioneering,”. and 
that he had never conferred witu any person connected with the 
Bank or with the nominations. He further testifies that his 
object in seeking a conversation with Mr: Tipton was to ascer- 
— tain bis feelings, believing if left to himself, he would vote tor 
the nominations. Mr. Tipton testifies that Бе believed Miller 


rging | 


was іп earnest, that he рай it in his power, to; make good his 


promise, and that he was a tool in the hands of others. 
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There seems tq be no evidence of this, other than the presump-

tion arising from the language and manner of Miller at the time . 


as it impressed itself upon Mr. Tipton. _ | 

It appears that Mr. Tipton talked with Mr. Miller freely, that 
they parted with appearance of friendship, and promised to see 
each other again; but did not have any other interview. Mr. 
Tipton says that in their interview, he told him he would con- 
sider of the matter, that perhaps some of his friends might desire 
a directorship and said other things to draw him out and get at 
the bottom of the matter. Mr. Tipton that night communicated 
io Dr. Morrow and to Mr. Pickens the conversation with Mr. Mil- 
ler; in which it seems he understood Miller as offering to him a 
bribe, and his object in disclosing it to them, seems to have been 
to advise with them as tothe best course to pursue, to get at the 
bottom оҒуғһай he believed to be a deep laid plan to tamper with 
him. One or two nights afterwards he also communicated ‘to 
Dr. Carriger, Mr. Tunnell and Mr. Phillips, а d about the same 
time or.a perhaps little later to Mr. Hamilton and other Senators 
and asked advice as to the proper course to pursue in ordér to 
ascertain who was the original moverin the proposition. Не. 
also soon after communicated it publicly in his place in the Sen- 
ate, and after the Senate adjourned, Mr. Miller also made a. 
publie address in which he disclaimed ever having made to Mr. 
Tipton a proposition of 4 corrupt character, and stated that he 
may have spoken to him about voting for the “nominations, but if 
he ever spoke to him about any such matter, he was merely in 
jest. This the committee regard’ as a fair summary of the 
material evidence, and they forbear all comments. 

The committee have also made the enquiries required by the 
second resolution, and have had before them, Maj. Ledbetter, 
President; Col. Ánderson, Cashier; and Messrs. Read Cunning- 
ham, Norvell and Claiborne, Teller and Clerks of the Bank cf 
Tennessee, all of whom were qualified and -whose testimony is 
herewith subüiitted marked B. 

The witnesses all testify that.they have noknowledge that 
any officer of the Bank of Tennessee has *exercised his influence 
in trying to secure the possession of the Bank for political pur- 
poses, whether by letter otherwise." · 

It appears that the fragment of a letter, unfinished and.with- 
out signature dated 7th September, 1849, a copy of which is here- 
with filed with the other testimony. was written by Major Led- 
better, President of the Bank. but was not sent to any person; it 
was the commencement of a letter to a private gentleman, which 
was left unfinished on the table in the Bank, on which he was 
writing. and which he did поё. вее afterwards un‘il it had been 
read in the Senate. Не testifies‘ that as soon as he had leisure. 
he commenced on another sheet. and wrote to the gentleman al-* 
luded to. ‚Не wrote also about the same. time one or-two other 
letters, not more than two he thinks, upon the вате subject, and 
these are all the letters he remembers to have written during the 


~~ 
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past summer or fall, in relation to the future. management of the 
Bank. Не testifies that he did not write to any member of the 
General Assembly upon this subject, nor to any persom holding 
political office; nor did he at that time, or at any other time write 
any thing with a view of securing the Bank for political purpo- 
sés. On the contrary, he gave it.as his opinion that it should 
be placed above party contentions, and wrote only to private 
friends. | | | | 

Col. Anderson, cashier, testifies that in frequent conversations 
dnring the summer and fall, Major Ledbetter had expressed to 
him the opinion that it would be very fortunate for the Bank to 
be freed from party contention and strife, and had added the 
hope that such would be the course of both parties in the Legis- 
lature, as to bring about this result, remarking that he thought 


the nominations of the Governor would have a very important | 


learning on this subject. 

As to the fragment of a letter named it seems that one ofthe 
clerks in the Bank having been employed by Maj. Ledbetter; to 
assist in making out his report for the Legislature, he had per- 
formed that duty, and whilst waiting for the report to be printed 
at the request of Maj. Ledbetter, and in his absence he was en- 
gaged in filing away a great number of papers, letters, &c., lying 
on the tables in the Director's and President's rooms, among 
which were a number of private letters, letters from Mr. Ledbet- 
ter and others, when he found this, fragment of aletter, to which 
he called the attention of another clerk, the latter standing at 
the time at his desk in another room, just opposite the door of 
the Directors’ room, where the former was engaged. The clerk 
who found the paper, states that he read a part of it, the other 
came in and glancing at it, remarked that he would take charge 
of it, or words to that effect. He accordingly took it and after- 
уға” ds handed the paper to!the Senator from Overton; before doing 
which he states that he showed it to several other persons. 

We regard this ав-а fair summary of the, :naterial evidence, 
and. we submit the same without comment upon the facts dis. 
closed,

REBORT OF THE MINORITY, 


The undersigned, who together with Messrs. Zollicoffer and 
Fite, were appointed a committee in pursuance of the foregoing 
resolutions, proceeded to collect, the proof. ; This done the un- 
dersigned were anxious to:submit the same to the Senate. with- 
out comment, to which Messrs. Zollicoffer chairman, and Fite did 


` not agree. Therefore in order to explain the. reasons which in- 


fluenced them in withholding their concurrence in the report 
made by the latter gentlemen, they beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing. | 
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The duty imposed upon the committee under the first resolu- 
tion of the Senate, was to enquire and report whether an attempt 
has been made by an officer of this General Assembly or by 
others corruptly to seduce. any member of the Senate from a 
faithful discharge of his official duty by offering to him a bribe or 
monied or other valuable consideration to induce him to change 
the course he had resolved to pursue, with reference to. the соп- 
firmation of Bank Directors, with authority to send for persons 
and papers. Invested by the Senate with so high а commission, 
clothed with such extensive powers, and deeply impressed with 
the great interests, which the State. has in the character of each 
of her Senators, the undersigned has devoted all the time and at- 
tention to the investigation required of the committee, which its 
intrinsic merits demaded. , It affords them pleasure to say at the 
threshold, that they are now fully satisfied, that out of the-twen- 
ty-five Senators, thers are twenty-four whose characters are so 
much like that of Cesars wife, that no seducer has ventured to 
make to them a dishonorable proposition; as to the twenty-fifth. 
Senator, who has labored under the impression that an attempt 
‘has been made to corrupt his innocence and to seduce him from 
the path of his duty, they fell bound to insist, that his former es- ` 
tablished reputation, and his present elevated position in so au- 
gust a body as the Senate, ought to have repelled from. his own 
mind, the idea that he was regarded by апу one as accessible? to 
the appliances ofthe seducer, and to have assured him, that. he 
stood on the same platform with his brother Senators. In order 
that the undersigned may stand ЁПу justified in those sugges- 
tions and thatit may be seen how faithfully the duty assigned to 
the committee has been discliarged, they feel themselves ealled 
upon to give a succinct statement of the result of their investiga- 
tion. | mE 

It appears that.on the evening of the 20th December, 1849, or 
about that time and a little after dark, whilst Major Tipton, the 
Senator from Carter, was quietly enjoying the company of ѕеуег- 
al friends around his own hearth-stone, Col. Jacob Miller, 
one of the clerks-of the House of Representatives, for the 
first time, knocked athis door,and was invited into his room. 
He after a short conversation, expressed his desire to con- 
verse with Major Tipton. They left the room together and 
went into the street, and іп a very short time, they entered а gro- 
cery, and drank together at the expense of Col. Miller. This 
seems to have been a preliminary step towards the accomplish- 
ment of his purpose, by Col. Miller, and as far as the committee 
can see, they cordially agreed in taking this step.. Mellowed and 


warmed and exhilerated by their visit to the grocery, they again. 


entered the street. and: ir a short time turned into a small’ pas- 
sage.’ In this secluded position, under the cover of the darkness 
with no eye to ‘see, or ear to hear, Col. ‘Miller began to feel his 
victim by broaching the subject'of Bank 'Directors.. As Major 
Tipton remembers it, Col. Miller wished to know if he could not 
be got to vote to confirm Governor Trousdale’s nomination; and 
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that the office of Director was worth % 2000; and à Director could 
draw $2000 from the Bank according to the charter, апа that he 
had it in his power to make him a Director, and would do so if 
he would vote to confirm the Diréctory; and that he was author 
ized or had it from the head or heads of department. : 
^ This is the substance of Maj. Tipton’s evidence, and if there 
wasito other proof, the subscribers would be constrained to insist 
that Major Tipton's recollection must be at fault. Col. Miller із а 
gentleman of standing and intelligence; and Maj. Tipton's posi- 
tion is‘conclusive of his standing and intelligence. How then 
‘could Col. Miller expect to influence Senator Tipton by telling 
‘him that the office of Director was worth $2000 and that he could 
‘draw $2008 from the Bank. We cannot suppose that Col. Mil. 
‘ler could presume so far upon the ignorance of the Senator as to 
‘hold out to him such an inducement. 

We have no hesitation in saying that Col. Miller knew that the 
‘office‘of director was not worth $2000; and to suppose, that he 
madé:such a statement, would not only contradict his character 
‘for integrity but attribute to him as mean an opinion of Major 
Tipton's intelligence, as of his integrity. The regard which the 
"undersigned have for the reputation of both of them, compells 
‘them to conclude, that Major Tipton's recollection of the conver- 
. sation does injustice to himself. 
. The subscribers are strengthen in theirposition by reference to 
-Major Tipton's public statement of this conversation in the Sen- 
-ate chamber.: His statementin the Senate, as proven, was, that 
if he would vote to confirm the Governor's nominations he could 
be made a Director, and in that situation, he could draw, $2000 
and the office would be worth $2000 more; and he took it, that 
he could draw $2000 salary; and that he could steal $2000 more; 
according to this statement, Major Tipton understood Col. Miller 
whilst conversing in the dark passage to mean, that as a direcfor 
he could get a salary of $2000; and that he could steal $2000 
more; and, yet he manifested no resentment at such imputations 
upon his integrity and honesty; but on the contrary, in a few 
minutes afterwards, returned to the grocery, calle for liquor, 
and treats Col. Miller and parts with him in friendship. Such 
philosophic forbearance as this,issoutterly at war with our obser- 
vation of human nature, that we are forced to one of two conclu- 
sions, either that Maj. Tipton’s recollection is incorrect, or if he re- 
members it correctly, that his forbearance and philosophy are 
unparalelled. | 

But any difficulty in coming to а satisfactory conclusion, as to 
the conversation, is solyed and removed by turning to the evidence 
of Col. Miller, who states, thatin the conversation, he mentioned 
to Maj. Tipton whether he or some of his friends would not like 
to be a director, that Maj. Tipton replied, perhaps some of his 
friends might, that the conversation turned upon the emoluments 


of the position, and hé told Maj. Tipton, that a director had the 
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privilege of borrowing $2000, by giving. good security ‚аз others 
and paying the interest alone.’ He says they. were. joking some, 
but as for his telling Maj. Tipton; he could steal, or get by hook, 
or crook $2000, he has no recollection of it. He says, that in a 
short time they returned to the grocery, and took another horn 
and separated in excellent humour. It will be seen that this state- 
ment relieves both parties of all injuriousimputations; and it is 
entirely reasonable, and consistent with itself. Col. Miller ad- 
mits that he was anxious for the confirmation of the board, and 
amongst other reasons to getclear of aclique who had posses- 
sion of the Rogersville Branch, that he approached Major Tipton 
to ascertain his feelings; as he thought he might do, as he sup- 
posed Maj. Tipton was opposed to the elique also, but that ‘he 
acted by the advice, or with the knowledge of any one соппес- 
ted with the Bank, in any shape, he utterly denies; or, that he ` 
attempted by any means to seduce Maj. Tipton from the discharge 
of his duties. | ; 23 
Butit seems that Maj. Tipton took up the impression, that 
Col. Miller was only a tool for others; that there was a deep 
laid plot to bribe him into the support of the nominations; and 
that he was exceedingly anxious to discover, the author of the 
plot; and for this purpose sought to draw Col. Miller out in the. 
conversation; and afterwards advised with several of his friends, 
as to the best. plan of getting at the bottom of the deep laid plot. 
From testimony of one witness 16 would seem that the matter 
was formally laid before a number ofSenators for their advice and 
counsel; and that he brooded over it until he had become burthen- 
ed with the-conception, and availeé himself with pleasure of an op- 
portunity in the Senate of delivering himself of the grand secret 
which he supposed he had wormed out of Col. Millerin the dark 
` alley between the two horns at the Grocery. 
Without intending to impeach either the veracity or the intelli-~ 
' gence of Senator Tipton the ‘subscribers cannot refrain from 
suggesting - that all. the facts and circumstances .of the 
case have satisfied them that the idea of adeep laid plot 
to seduce him from his duty, was the legitimate offspring of that 
last unfortunate horn under the influence of which his imagina- 
tive faculties were excited, and then operating upon a keenly sen- 
sative censciousness gave birth to a suspicion of a plot, which has 
ever since haunted him like a ghost. . . | | 
They theréfore submit the proof takenin the case with са sin- 
cere hope, that it will, as they believe it ought to, remove all sus- 
рісіоп from all parties, and satisfy all that there is nothing іп the 
transaction impeaching the character of any body, but, that it was 
nothing more than one of Jake Miller’s modes of joking and 
electioneering. Р = x 
' The duty imposed upon the committee under the second resolu- 
tion was to inquire.and report whether any officer of Ње Bank.

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the circumstances under which any private writing ofany of said 
officers (presumed to imply such exercise of. influence) may have 
been brought to the public knowledge, so far as these circümstan- 
ces go to throw light upon the question as to the intention: of the 

writer. The occurrences which had recently taken place in the 
Senate, Іей the committee without any doubt as the object inten- 
ded to be accomplished by this resolution. The Senator from 
Overton, (Mr. Gardenhire) had read a paper writing in the Senate 
which purported to be part of a letter, in the hand writing of Maj. 
Ledbeder, which was as follows: 


Nashville. Tth September, 1849. 

"Dear Sn:—What ought to be down with the Bank of Tennes- 
see at the ensuing session? This is an important question, and 
one that should be considered well by our friends in time. 

The Legislature, two years hence will have, as you know, to 
elect a Senator to Congress, and to district the State anew for he 
election of Representatives as wellas Senators and Representa- 
tives to the General Assembly; and the democratic par Pty will 
bring Heaven and Earth together to carry the State; and they 
will carry it, unless we can have anew or ganization. In their 
hands the Bank can be made a powerful instrument—will they 
scruple to use it, orits means to effect that, object. 

What then shall be the course of the whigs at this session? 
I write to you because we have no leaders in the middle part of 
the State; no working men at least, and I would like to have. 

witer the reading of this document the Senator from Davidson(Mr. 
Zollicoffer,) read in the Sénate a letter from Major Ledbetter, in 
which hereferred to the fact that part of an unfinished private letter 
of his, had been readin the Senate; and expressing a wish that an 
investigation might be had as to the manner it had been, made 
publie. These occurrences are believed by the subscribers to have 
given rise to the resolutions; and hence; the investigations of the 
committee were directed mainly to the Bu ect of the letter so 
read in the Senate. 

The committee addressed questions to all the officers of the 
Bank; including the President, C ishier, Teller and Clerks asking 
any information they might be able to give, touching the mat- 
ters embraces in the resolution. Theanswers of all the officers 
was, that they knew of no influence having been exercised by 
any officer tosecure possession of the Bank for political purposes. 

Maj. Ledbetter stated also that he was the writer of the -part 
of a letter dated September 7th, 1849, which had been read in the 
Sen te, but that he had not sent it to any one. That during the 
last fall he commenced writing a letter to a priyate gentleman, 
and had written what is contained in the paperreferred to, which 
was left unfinished on the table in the Bank, on which he was 
writing at the time; and which he did not see afterward until it 

was read in thelSenate. That as soon as he had leisure he'com- 
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menced on another sheet and wrote to the gentleman alluded to. 
That he wrote also, about the same time, one or two other letters, 
not more than two, he thinks, upon the same subject. That he 


wrote nothing.at that time, or at any other with a view of se- 


curing the Bank for political purposes; but on the contrary. he 
gave it as his opinion, that it shou!d be placed, if possible above 
party contentions. Тһаї һе did not write to any member ofthe 
General Assembly, or to any person holding political office. Maj. 


Ledbetter declined answering.the question to whom his letters 
referred to were written, by saying that he presumed the com-. 


mittee did not desire him to give the names of private gentle- 
men, to whom he had written private letters. | : 

This summary of Major Ledbetter's evidence contains all the 
information which the committee obtained, as to any influence 
having been exercised by any officer to secure possession of the 


Bank jor political purposes. The undersigned deem it more. 
proper to submit the evidence, and leave others to draw their 


deductions, than to do so themselves. It-is proper, however, to 
remark that Col. Anderson, the Cashier proves that during -the 
summer and fall of 1849, he had frequent conversations with 
Major Ledbetter, in regard to the Bank, and that he expressed 
the opinion, that it would be fortunate for the Bank to be freed 
from party contentions and strife; and, that he should.be pleased 
to see such a state of things brought about, and he expressed the 
hope that such would be the course of both parties in the Legis- 
lature, as to bring about this result. He thought the ћотіп- 
ations of the Governor would have a very important bearing on 
this subject. The committee were not informed either by Maj- 
Ledbetter's own evidence, or by the character of his letters, of 
which he. spoke, or by his conversations with Col. Anderson, 
how he desired the two parties in the Legislature to act, so as 
to free the Bank from party contentions and strife. Nor arethey 
prepared to express any opinion.as to whether the suggestions ia 
his letters, were calculated to carry out the wish he expressed 
that the Bank might be placed above party contention. They 
submit the facts as proven, and leave others to draw theif own 
conclusions. 00 Е 

As to the manner in which the unfinished letter of the 7th of 
September, 1849, became public the committee ascertained that 
one of the Clerks whilst arranging Ма). Ledbetter’s papers and 
letters left Ьу: him on the Director's table, discovered the paper, 


and upon glancing over'a portion of it, and seeing its character, 


he called the attention of another clerk who was at his desk op- 
posite inthe banking room. This latter clerk looked over the 
paper and took possession of it. The paper was found on the 
Director’s table, which was somewhat a public ‘place, and had 
оп it marks indicating that it had been thrown aside. The 
clerk who took possessioh of it, stated to. the committee, that ho 
had shown it in confidence to several persons, whigs and demo- 
crats, but he did not feel at liberty to. give their names, and that 
i * i | i 
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he handed it to the Senator © Overton. These аге all the 
material facts, as to the manner in which the paper became pub- 
lie; and the subscribers ‘submit them without comment. |

to state whether any proposition has been made to me, to get me 
to vote for the confirmation of Bank Directors, and И so, by 
whom made, in answer I have to say. That on the 20th day of 
December last, about dark. or a little after Jacob Miller of 
Hawkins county, came to Mr. Breast’s where I was and yet am 
boarding with cther gentlemen, came into our room, and was 
invited to take a seat.

confirm the direetors, that he would perform on his part, there 
was no mistake, that he had made Bank Directors before. I ask- 
ed him who had authorized him to make that proposition, and 
he said it made no difference, that he had it from the head or 
heads of department.

Question by the same:— After your “conversation with Mr. Mil- 
ler, did you not return to the grocery? = 

Answer:—We did, and took a second dram together—Mr.’ Mil; 
ler treated the first time, myself the last. 

Question. by the same:—Do you recollect any conversation that 
passed between you, with respect to Мг, Brownlow and the Kyles? 
If so relate it. 

Answer:—\ do.—He said that Brownlow ` was а particular 

riend of mine—and that he was a particular friend of his also— 
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that Brownlow e that. the Directory of tlie Rogersville 
Bank was not doing right, and ought to be removed. 

. Quetion by the зате: Аге. not. some of the Kyle’s directors? 

Answer:-—They are. . 

Question by the same:—State the conversation you. had with 
respect to Gammon and the Kyles. 

Answer:—Mr. Miller asked me if I had not felt the might of 
influence that Abram S. Gammon һай іп the last election, in 
consequence of his being a Bank Direetor. I told him, I had . felt 
it. Ithink I went on, to state that it was Ще chief cause of the 
popularity that he had. Не еп said. to me if I was made a 
Bank Director, it might enable. me to be.elected another time. 

Question by the same;— Did you notsay to Mr. Miller, that you 
would like to have the position of Bank Director yourself or that 
some of your friends would like to have it. 

Answer:—I told him I would consider the matter. I told him 
that for my part I did not wish it. That. perhaps some of. my 
friends might. Itis best that I should here explain the motive 
that prompted this answer." It was to find out who had authori- 
zed him to make that proposition; it was to draw him out-upon 
the subject. 

Question by the same:—Did you not ЕА НИ tell him at the 
same time, that it was the wish of your constituents that -the 
nominations of the Directory should be confirmed? 

Answer:—I can answer positively I did not! 

Question by the same:—Did you not both agree upon this fact, 
that the Directory at Rogersville were unpopular, and your p eo- 
ple would like tosee them removed? 

Answer:—There was some such conversation, and I may have 
sided with him, with the design of drawing him out on the sub- 
ject? 

Question by the same: —W ere you of the opinion that a Direc- 
tor as such received a salary of $2000? 

Answer:—l was not, but thought that he had the vanity to 
think he could make me believe so! 

Question by the same:— What advantages did you think the 
Directors enjoyed? 

Answer:—1 learned from Gammon, that. by reason of their po- 
sition they could extend partizan benefits. and make friends 
thereby! 

Question by the same:—Y ou state that Miller said he had made 
Bank Directors before—state what you understood by that decla- 
ration? . 

Answer:—He stated that he had bonn a member of the Legis- 
lature before, and was acquainted with all the heads of. Banks 
and the conclusion I drew, from this, was that he had it in his 
power to make good his promises, and that he was anthorized to 
maké the propoition! 

Question by the same: :— When you separated that night, аа 
you not part as friends and promised to see each other. again? , 
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Answer:—We parted without any ill:-natured words, and һе 
agreed to call to see me again, but we have had no conversa- 
tion on the subject since! 

Question by the same:—Did you not communicate to some of 
your friends that night, that you had received such propositions 
from Mr. Miller, and itso to whom? ~

I never had any further conversation with 
him upon the subject, and thought but little of the matter, until 
I heard of his (Tipton’s) speaking of it in the Senate, and was 
truly surprised to hear of so trivial a matter as that being seri- 
ously brought before the Senate. ` I had not previous to the con- 
versation with Tipton spoken or communicated in any way with 
asingle man, who is now, or was then, от to my knowledge ever 
had been connected with the Bank or the Board nominated by 
Governor Tronsdale about the matter. Iwas not authorized to 
offer a bribe. monied or other consideration, have none to give, 
and offered none, what I said was on my own hook, in my usual

Of the minority of the select committee, appointed to investigate the affairs of 
the East Tennessee and Georgia Rail Road. i

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The undersigned being unable to agree with the majority, in 
the entire report made by them, in justice to himself, begs leave 
to submit the following report. Itis known, that the committee 
labored under great difficulties in getting testimony before them, 
on account of the distance ofthe seat of Government, from the 
line of the road. They however examined the President, of the 
company, one stock holder, and an agent, Mr. Smith. Вои ів 
not the object of the undersigned to complain ofthe statement of 
facts set forth in the majority report. The committee acting up- 
on the evidence before them could perhaps have done no less than 
they did, in regard to. the statement of facts as they appeared in 
proof. The undersigned differs with the majority іп several- im- 
portant points, which he will now proceed to notice. Injthe first 
place the majority.say that the company lost. about $125,000, by 
the accumulation of interest on debts in preparation for making iron, 
in the decay and destruction of timber; prepared for the road, thein - 
jury to the road bed, embankments, culverts, drains, ditches, &c., 
the accumulation of costs, in suits instituted against the company, 
onaccount of the suspension of the work, by the injunction of the 
State. The undersigned does not understand the fact to be that 
way. The company had ceasedits operations, and by deed. of 
assignment, had:transferred allits effects to Messrs. Van Dyke 
and Jarnagin, and.the Billin the name of the State was filed, to 
have this deed cancelled, which was accordingly done. | 

The majority state, that the average cost рег mile, including 
bridges, buildings equipments and every thing else necessary, to 
putit in full operation, will be something under twenty-two thou- 
sand dollars, and this contract is deemed favorable for. the. com- 
pany. .

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The undersigned is constrained to differ with them upon that 
point. It will be remembered, that the company had expended 
$940,000, before the making of the contract with Duff Green, and 
in addition to this, they give him $22,000 per mile; thus making 
the whole cost of the road, from its commencement, to its comple. 
tion $30,000 per mile, or ifthe work done on the road, prior to 
Duff Green’s contract is worth as much as it is estimated to be, by 
the commissionersits cost is $26,122. This seems to be enor- 
mous, especially when we take into consideration, the fact, that 
the Nashville and Chattanooga Rail Road cost only $15,537 72 
per mile, as appears from the last annual report of the Presi- 
dent of that company. Б 

The undersigned can see no goodreason for this large differ- 
ence in the cost ofthetworoads. The East Tennessee and Geor- 
gia Road costs $10,584,28 per mile more than the Nashville 
and Chattanooga Road, which crosses the Cumberland mountain 


and the company are under the necessity of cutting a tunnell of . 


considerable extent. Unless some good reason could be shown, for 
the great difference in the cost of the two roads, it cannot be re- 
garded as a favorable contract. 

The majority state that the construction of this Road, will do 
much in unlocking and bringing into use the resources of an im- 
portant section of the commonwealth. East Tennessee is an 
important and interesting section of the state, and no one would 
be more happy to see it prosper, than the undersigned, but it is 
believed, that this road will not contribute much to the develop- 
ment of its resources. Itis a known fact, that natural channels 
of commerce, are cheaper than those construeted by art. Rail 
Roads chartered in Tennessee are allowed to charge 35 cents per 
hundred pounds, for,every 100 miles, while steam boats freight 
goods from Pittsburg to Nashville, a distance of 1300 miles for 
25 cents per hundred pounds. The reason of thisis too obvious 
to require elucidation. 

The Tennessee river from Knoxville to Chattanooga is naviga- 
ble a sufficient portion of the year to supply the wants and пе- 
cessities of the community; trade and commerce will pursue the 
channel pointed out by nature, and merchants and others having 
heavy goods to freight will not belikely to pay the rail road com- 
pany, thirty-five cents per hundred, for transportation from Dal- 
ton to Knoxville, when steam boats, will perhaps do the same ser- 
vice for 15 or 90 cents. The only point of view in which this сап 
become an important road,is by making it a link in the chain 


‘connecting Dalton and Chattanooga with Richmond, Virginia, and 


the Atlantic seaboard in that quarter. But ав an isolated work ' 
we do not believe it will ever yield fair dividends upon the cost of 
its construction, or contribute much to develop the resources of 
that important section of the State. TUM 

The undersigned regrets that he cannot join with the majority 
of the: committee, in recommending the legislature to grant 
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the aid asked for by, the company, becausehe doesnot believe the 
State will risk little or nothing in‘granting ‘the aid. “Тһе State 
has already paid about $600,000 to the company. By the wretehed 
management of the concern under the charter, nearly ‘all this 
money was expended and but little work was бопе. Ву: the ‘act 
ofthe 4th February 1848, the nominal value of the stock of the 
company was reduced 0 е real value of the work, by which it 
appeared that the State had sustained a loss of $224,500; “and 
the worst feature in the case is, we had not the money to loose. 
We still owe it, and the annual interest which the State pays up- 
on the amount of loss is $13,470, and the bonds for the principal 
are still to be discharged at maturity. This is the risk which the 
State has incurred in time past by its connection with the com- 
any. “., 

: ifthe loan of $600,000 is granted, the money of the State, 
to the amount of $1,250,000 will have been expended upon the 
work, a sum nearly sufficient to build it. As a security, however 
for this loan, it is proposed to give the State a mortgage on the 
road and all its fixtures and property. This they can well afford 
to dosince the State has furnished more than half enough money 
to build the road, ifeconomy had been observed inits construction. 
Thus the S ate furnished a large portion of the means to build 
the road; if it proves to be a profitable enterprise, the stock 
holders will come in for a share of the gain, and if loss is likely 
to be sustained, the whole work will probably be thrown upon 
the Siate. The lien upon the stock is worihless, because the 
stockholders. may transfer their stock at any time to irresponsible 
persons, and thus protect themselves against individual liability. 
There is a great probabili'y that this would be done, the State be- 
ing the sufferer, and it would be though: but litile harm to throw 
it upon the Siate. 

if the road is eventually thrown upon the State, whatever may 
have been paid by private stock holders, towards its construction 
cannot be recovered back by them. But: they are men almost 
invariably living along the line of the road, and it will be likely 
to enhance the value of their lands beyond amount of stock they 
may have subscribed; and ifthey have paid in the whole amount 
of their stock they will be profited by the transaction. In view 
of all these facts the undersigned is constrained to the belief, 
that the State would hazard something in lending its money or 
its credit tothe company. It is true the State has unproductive 
stock in the concern, and if the road was completed at this mo- 
ment, the stock would probably yield little or nothing. The 
State has already lost $224,500, by the partnership with the com- 
pany, and if she now lendsher money to the company to the 
amount of 600,000 dollars, she will probably loose that and have 
an unprofitable road thrown upon her hands; and all she can 
hope to gain by the loan is the small dividends which may arise

Entered into by the Commissioners of the States of Tennessee 
and Kentucky, concerning the boundary line between the same, on 


ihe 2nd day of February 1820.

The States of Tennessee and Kentucky desirous of termina- 
ting the controversy which has so long subsisted between said 
States in relation to their common boundary, and of restoring 
the most perfect good understanding and harmony between 
them, have for that purpose appointed their respective Com- 
missioners, that is to say: The State of Kentucky on her | 
part has appointed John J. Crittenden and Robert Trimble; and 
the State of Tennessee on her part has appointed Felix Grun- 
dy and William L. Brown, who after a reciprocal communica- 
tion of their respective powers have agreed upon the following 
articles and stipulations: 


ARTCILE I. 


The line of boundary and separation between the State of 
Kentucky and Tennessee shall be as follows. to wit: The line - 
run by the Virginia Commissioners in the years seventeen hun- 
dred and eighty commonly called Walkers line, as the same 18 
reputed, understood, and acted upon by the said State, their re- 
spective officers and citizens from the South-eastern corner of 
Kentucky to the Tennessee river; thence with and up said riv- 
ег to the point where the line of Alexander and Munsell, run 
by them in the last year under the anthority of ап act of the 
Legislature of Kentucky entitled “an act to run the boundary 
line between this State and the State of Tennessee, West of the 
Tennessee river, approved February the 8th, 1819, would cross 
said river; and thence with the said line of Alexander and 


Munsell to the termination thereof on the Mississippi river, be- 
low New Madrid. | 
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| _ ARTICLE 11, 


It is agreed and understood, that from the point where Wal- 
ker’s line strikes the Tennessee 1iver, the point where the line 
of Alexander and Munsell! would cross the same, the said Ten- 
nessee river shall be thé common boundary of said States, and 
subject to their, common use and concurrent jurisdiction. Any 
island or islands, in that part of the river Tennessee, which 
forms a common boundary between the two States shall be 
within the exclusive jurisdiction of Kentucky; but any appro- 
priations thereof by individuals heretofore made under the laws 
of North Carolina or Tennessee, shall be valid. 


ARTICLE II |I. 


Whenever the Governor of ‘either State shall deem it expedi- 
entto have the boundary line between the two States, which 
is East of the Tennessee river, or any part thereof, run and 
plainly marked, he shall càuse a notification thereof to be com- 
municated to the Governor of the other State, and thereupon 
with all convenient dispatch, two surveyors shall be appointed 
for that purpose, one by the Governor of each ‘State; and the 
surveyors so appointed shall have powerto employ a competent 
number of chain carriers, and assistants and they shall ascer- 
tain, survey and mark said line plainly and durably, having due 
respect to the provisions of the first article hereof; and it shall 
be the duty of said surveyors to make out and sign duplicate 
plats and reports of their surveys and proceedings to be commu- 
nicated by each surveyor to the Governor of his respected State 
to be deposited and preserved in the office of the Secretary of 
State for a testimony and a memorial of the boundary between 
said States. And all cost and: expense that may be incurred un- 
der the provisions of this article, and in surveying and marking 
said: boundary line, shall be paid by said States, jointly and 
equally. 

E ARTICLE IV.

The claims to lands lying West of the Tennessee river, and 
North of Alexander's and. Munsell’s line derived from North 
Carolina or Tennessee shal] be considered null and void, and 
claims to lands lying South of said line and West of Tennessee 
‘river, derived from Virginia or Kentucky shall in like manner be 
considered null and void. Ab. | | -> 


ÅRTICLE V. 


All lands now vacant.and unappropriated by any person’ er 
persons claiming to hold under the States of North Carolina or 
Tennessee East of the Tennessee river, and North of the par- 
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allel of latitude, thirty six degrees, thirty minutes North, shal] 
be the property of, and subject to the disposition of the State of 
Kentucky, which State may make laws necessary and proper for 
disposing of and granting said lands or,any part thereof, and. may 
by herself or officers, do any acts necessary and proper for car- 
rying the foregoing provisions of this article into effect; and any 
grant or grants she may make thereof, or of any part thereof, 
shal] be received in evidence in all the courts of law and equity 
in the State of Tennessee, and be available to the party deriving 
title under the same. And the land referred to in this article 
shall not be subject to taxation by the State of Tennessee for 
five years, except so far as the same may in the mean time be 
appropriated by individuals. 


ARTICLE YI. 


Claims to Jand East of the Tennessee river, between Walker’s 
line. and the latitude of thirty six degrees, thirty minutes North, 
derived from the State-of Virginia in consideration of military 
services shall not be prejudiced іп any respect by the establish- 


- ment of Walkers line, but such claims shall be considered as 


rightfully entered or granted, and the claimants may enter. upon 
said lands, or assert their rights, in the courts of justice without 
prejudice by lapse of time, or from any statute of limitations for 
any period prior to the settlement of the boundary between the 
two States, saving however, to the holders and occupants of con- 
flicting claims, if any there be, the right of showing such en- 
teries or grants to be invalid and of no effect. or that they have 
paramount or superior titles to the land covered by "Virginia 
claims. 


ARTICLE VII. 
All private rights and interest of lands between Walkers line 


from the Cumberland river near the mouth of Oby’s river to the 
South-Eastern corner of Kentucky, at the point where the houn- 


dary line between Virginia and Kentucky intersects Walkers 


line on the Cumberland mountain, and the parallel of thirty six 
degrees, thirty minutes north latitude, heretofore derived from 
Virginia, North Carolina, Kentucky or Tennessee, shall pe con- 
sidered as rightfully emanating from either of those States; and 
the States of Kentucky and Tennessee reserve to themselves re- 
spectively the power of carrying into grant claims not yet трег- 
fected; and in ease of conflicting claims, if any such.there be, 
ihe validity of each claim shall be tested by the laws of the 
State from which it emanated, and the contest shall be decided as 
if each State respectively had possessed the jurisdiction and 
soil, and full power and right to authorize the location, survey 
or,grant:according to her own rules and regulations. 
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ARTICLE VIIL 
It is agreed that the foregoing articles shall receive the most 
liberal construction for effecting the objects contemplated, and 


should any disagreement arise as to interpretation or in the exe- 
cution thereof two citizens of the United States but residents 


neither of Kentucky or Tennessee, shall be selected, one by the: 


executive of each State, with power to choose an umpire in 
case of disagreement, whose decision shall be final in all points 
to them submitted. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Should any further legislative acts be deeemed requisite to ef- 
fectuate the forgoing articles and stipulations, the faith of the 
two States is hereby pledged, that they will unite in making 
such provisions, and respectively pass such laws as may be 
necessary to carry the same into full and complete effect, 
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
